George PadJcn, e^. was con- 
fiitutcd plenipotentiary to treat with the 
emperor of Mwocco. 

The lord Powis was taken into cuftody, 
and ten days after was committed to the 
Tower, on fufpicion oi his being difafle^ed. 

Sept* 6. Two regiments of dragoons 
werfe ordered to march for Scotland* 

Sept* 8. An attempt was formed to for- 
prifed the cadle of Edinburgh, but was 
timely difcovered, and difappointed. 

Sept, 9. John duke of Argyle, being ap- 
pointed commander in chief of the forces 
in Scotland^ fet out for that kingdom^ and 
arrived at Edinburgh the 14th. 

At the fame time, the earl of Sutherland 
offered his fervice to go and raife the High- 
land Clans, which was readily accepted ;

Forfar, the lords Torpicheu, and Belhaven, 
ftfr. embraced this opportunity of fhewing 
their loyalty to king George.

He continued here four or five days, and 
then, with his company, confifting of no 
more than 60 men, marched to Moulin, 
thence to Logarth^ t}\encey encreafed to 



1000, to Dunkeldi and from thence being 
aooo ftrong, they fet forward for Perth, 
This town was feised September the i6th, 
by ^ohn Hay, brother to the earl of Kin- 
noul, at the head of 200 horfe, preventing 
the eari of Rothes, who was then marching 
to fecure it for the King, with 500 men. 
Here the rebels furni(hed themfelves with 
arms, by fending out parties for that pur- 
pofe, and by feizing a jhip bound for the 
north to the earl of SuthevUndf who was 
taifing his tenants for the King, in which 
they found 300 compltte Aand. Mackin- 
tojb now joined them at Perth, with 509 
Aout mca* vi^ll difciplined, 4nd armed; 
thefe marched to the fea coaft of Fife, and 
there with five other regiments, vix,,Mar*t 
own, Strathmore'^i, Nairn^s, Murray'^, and 
Drummond*s, in all 2500, having feized 
all the boats on that coaft, embarked, and 
in fpite of the King's (hips in the Firth, 
1 500 of them got fafe on ihore*, the reft 
putting back. Mr. James Murray arrived 
at Perth from France, and took the cha- 
radter of fecretary of ftate to the Pretender. 
About this time a ftrong party attempted 
to furprif^ the garrifon of JnverUciy, and 
took two redoubts, in which were an of* 
ficer and twenty men, but the main gar- 
rifon beings on their guard, obliged them 
to retreat, and they marched thence into 
Ar^ylejhire; they alfo, juft before this, at- 
tempted to furprizc the caftle of Edinburgh, 
Lord Drummond, with ninety choice per« 
fons, all gentlemen, were. picked out for 
the enterprize; they had corrupted one 
Aincjly, a ferjeaat, a corporal, and two 
centinels in the caftle; thefe were to. aiiift 
upon the wall near the fally port, by draw- 
ing vp a fcaling ladder ; but all'the joints 
of it not coming at once, it proved too (hort 
for any one to get over the wall. 

The univerfity of Oxford, eleftcd the 
earl of Arran their chancellor, in the room 
of his brother the duke of Ormond, who 
was attainted of high treafon ; and this, 
notwithftanding the Prince was prppofed to 
them to be their chancellor.

Some of the reafon? given for repealing 
the triennial ad were. That it kept up par- 
ty divifionsy occaiioned great expences, «nd 
«bftroi£ted foreign alliances. That there 
was fttch a ferment in the nation, that an 
cieftion would probably occafion another 
rebellion. That fk^qnent deftiont render- 
ed the government dependent on the ca- 
price q^ the multitude. Another Parlta-^ 
ment might imitate the lafty forfalce and 
defert our beft allies, who could not depend 
upon us, while we were every day changing 
hands. A triennial Parliament would make 
a trieftbial' adminiftration. That vriien 
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they had, with much diffieakf uiif danger^ 

fecured their religion, laws, and tibertica^ 
when all was at ftakc from the treachery of 
the late miaiftry, and the imoatural pro-« 
ceodinga of th« laft triennial Parliankent, 
why diottld they rifque the having a new 
one cbofen by French money, and then vot<» 
ing by Frtncb directions t Why (hould not 
this Parliament continue till they had 
finiihed what they had fo happily begun ? 
The people had been briVd, and preached 
into the Pretender's Incereft, and a diltk4 
of the Proteftant fticccilion, for feveral 
years. It becamcy therefote, rather nec«r<* 
fity than clioice to apply an extraordinarjp 
remedy to fnch an extnoid inary difeafe. If 
the people had expreflTed fo much fatisfae* 
tion at hb Majeil^*s acceffien as was pie* 
tendedy what had the King done to lofc 
their affedions ? Probably thofe who pre- 
tended seal for the King's fervice, a£led on- 
ly an hypocritical par^ and meant aothins 
lefs. 

To which it was enfwered, That the laft 
Parliament had not deferved thefe fevere re- 
flexions. They had been very forward io 
exprelling their 'a(ieftions to his Majefty, 
and fettled the fame revenue on him that 
was given the Queen, as foon as they were 
aflembled. That when his Majefty came 
to take pofleflion of the throne^ he was re- 
ceivjsd with the general acclamations of the 
people, ahd it would have been very eafy at 
that time to have united the whole king-* 
doiki, and confirmed the people in their loy- 
alty. That it was a great miftake In fome 
of the King*s friends not to preferve peaee 
at home, after his Majefty was come to the 
throne, with the univerfal applaufe and fa- 
tisfaaion of his fubje£b. That the divifi- 
ons, difcontents, and uneafinefs, that fol- 
lowed, was to be aferibed to the unre«lb- 
nable refentments, avarice, and ambition ef 
feme, and to the unaccountable folly artd 
madnefs of othen. That the people had aa 
indifputable right to appoint their reprtfen- 
tatives in Parliament, and by a late law to 
do this ^very three years. - That they were 
chofen reprdi;nts}tives in purfuance of that 
law; and therefore whenever that triennial 
term expired, the people had a right to 
chnfe new reprefentatives. That it could 
never be fuppofed to be the defign of the 
people, that their reprefentatives mouldile- 
ftroy thofe that made them. That if they 
had a right to continue themfelves one ytfar 
beyond their triennial term, they ha^itTin 
their power to make themfelves perpetu&l. 
They could no longer be faid to fuUift by 

the 
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tbt choice of the people, but by their own 
appointment^ wheaever the three years for 
which they were chofen ihould expire. 
That the people were guarded by frcc^uent 
•jind new Parliaments a£;ainll the weakjiefs, 
folly, and corruption of their xeprcfenta- 
tivcs j and the pafling this biil was an open 
violation of the pcopie^s liberties, a breach 
of their truft in that part which moft fenfi- 
Lly af{e£led the people, who chofe them 
their reprefeotatives. And as nothing but 
the fecuricy pf the mlniflry could make it 
needful, nothing but the ftanding army 
could make it laftlng. That this bill was 
ib far from preventijig expenccs and corrup- 
tion, that it would rather increafe them ; 
for the longer a Parliament was to laft, the 
more yalnable their feats would be in it, and 
better worth the purchafing $ and it would 
be better worth the while of the court to 
purchafe the eledors and the eleded. The 
peopl« ^ould by this biil.be deprived of the 
only remedy they, had againft thofe who 
either did not under/land their interells, or 
who, through corruption, wilfully betray- 
ed them; nam^j^y, by choofing better men 
in their places.

1721-2, Jan. 6. An advcrtifemcne 
was published 'in the Gazette, reciting.

He could not in 
juftic^ part with this Parliament, without ■ 
returning them his fincereftth'anjcs for their 
fleady and refolute adherence to his ^perfo'n 
and government, and to the interefl of the 
Proteftanit caufe, both at home and abroad. 
' '.Ti>at they muft be (enfilile, that his 
cnemiev were, at this jundiure, reviving, 
with the greateft indufl[ryy the fame wic- 
ked arts of calumny and aefamatioh, which 
bad been the conftant preludes to public 
troubles and diforders : but he had fu juft'a 
confidence in tbe affedtions of his fubje^ls, 
and in regard for their own welfare, that, 
he was perfuaded, they would not fuffer 
themfelves to be thus impofed upon, and 
betrayed into their own deftrudUon. 
Tqr his part, as the prefervation of the 



coi^ftitution in church and ftate fhould al- 
ways be his care, he was firmly determined 
to continue to countenance fuch as had ma* 
nifefted their zeal for the prefent efta- 
blifliment, and had the religious and civil 
rights of his fubjedls truly at heart. 

Then the Parliament was prorogued to 
the 15th inftant.

A pamphlet was publiflied about this 
time, called T^e Freeholder, who declares^ 
he will not give his vote for any one, who 
will not promifc to re^eftablflh triennial 
Parliaments, and make a ftridt enquiry 
into the application of the public money, 
particularly 250,00c/. given to end the war 
in the north ; the deficiency of 8oo,c6o/* 
in the civil lift, fince fupplied by Parlia- 
ment \ the reafons why the debt of the 
army, firft eftimated at 400,000/. had fwcU 
led to above two millions, where i,2O0,occ/. 
was certified to belong to foreigners ; and 
who ihall not ftridliy enquire into the ad- 
vantages accruing to Great Britain by the 
Baltic and Mediterranean fquadrons, whe:ie- 
by xhe expences of the fleet were incrcafeil 
more than three millions fterling above 
what was neceflary in time of peace. 

Spencer Coapton, efq. made receiver and 
paymafter general of all his Majefty^s guards 
and forces 9 as alfo paymafter of the royal 
hofpital at Cheljca* 

Waller Bacon, efq. made commiflary-ge- 
ijeral of his Majefty s ftores of war and pro* 
vifions in the iHand of Minorca* 

N, S. There were bonfires, illumina- 
tions, ringing of bells, and other demon- 
Orations of joy, in the cities of London and 
ff^efimlnfery upon the dillblution of the 
feptennial Parliament. 

March 15. Arundel Coke, efq. and J<.hn 
JVoodburne, labourer, w^e tried at the af- 
fixes at Bury in Suffolk, upon the Cov*uify 
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%€ty for flitting the nofe of Edward Crifte, 
cfq. (whofe lifter Cdke bad married) with 
an intent to maim and disfigure the' faid 
Crifj^ef (though Coke\ defence Was, that 
they defigned to murder him). The fi€t 
appeared fovery barbarous, that it raifed a 
general deteftation in the nation againft the 
criminals, and the King^s council was or> 
^ered to profecute them. They were both 
coavi6led before Sir Peter King, and re- 
ceived fentence of death ; and were executed 
the 31ft inftant. See before, the 6tb of 
January. 

March 19. Dr. fFiHis, hi (hop of Sarum, 
^d lord almoner, on behalf of his Majefty, 
laid the firft ftone in the foundation of the 
pariih church of St. Martinis iti the Fields \ 
and prefented the workmen with an hun- 
dred guineas from his Majefty. 

About this time a pamphlet appeared, 
ftilcd, ^be laft fVitl and Teflament of an old 
deceafed Parliament \ being a recapitula- 
tion of moft of their extraordinary yotes 
and refolves the laft feffion. 

The grants for this year amountejd to 

1722, March 25. Lord PoJtoorth, am- 
bafTador extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
for the congrefs at Camhray, made his 
public entry into that city. 

April ^, Hugh Cambel, earl of Loudon,

April 6. The government offered a re- 
ward of 500/. for apprehending Mr. JVefion, 
formerly clerk of Gray ^' Inn chapel, for 
publiihing a treafonable libel, intitled, The 
fecond Part of the Advantages accruing by 
the Hanover Succejfion^ 

A Roman urn, full of anttent Roman coins, 
difcovered at Etvelme in Oxfordjbire* 

Aprilz'], Theimall-pox was inoculated 
on the two young princeflfes, Amelia and 
Carolina, daughters of his royal highnefs 
the prince ot'fVales j and both recovered. 

May 4. Sir yames Montague, knt. one 
of the barons of the Exchequer, was made 
lord chief baron, in the room of Sir Ti&om^r 
Bury, deceafed. 

The beginning of this month, his Ma- 
jefty had full information of a confpiracy 
formed againft him ; the firft notice of 
which came from the duke of Orleans, re- 
gent of France. 

Upon this information, a camp was mark- 
ed out in Hyde-park, to which the guards 
marched the next day. Orders were iffued 
to all military officers immediately to repair 



to their refpedjve command s« . Lieuteiiaiit<» 
general Macartney was difpatched \o Ire^ 
land, to bring over fome troops from thence 
inio the weft of England. Meffcngers were 
fent to Scotland, to fecure fome fufpe^led 
perfons ; and the Slates of Holland were de- 
fired to keep in rcadinefs the guarantee- 
troops, in order to be fent into England m 
cafe of neceifity. 

May 8. The lord vifcount Tow^riu/, 
one ot i is Majefty *s principal fecretarjcs of 
ftate, by his Majefty's command, fent a 
letter to the Lord Mzy or of London, to acs- 
quaint him, that his Majefty had received 
repcatcj and unqueftionable advices, that 
feyeral of his fubjcfts had entered into a 
wicked confph-acy in concert with traitors 
abroad, for raifmg a rebellion in this king- 
dom, in favour of a Popifh Pretender j hut 
at the fame time he was firmly aflured, tfiat 
the authors of it neither were nor would be 
fupported, nor even countenanced , by any 
foreign power j and that this effort of the 
malice of his enemies would be turned to 
their own confufion : and recommended the 
prefervation of the public peace, and fe- 
curity of the city, to his lordflbip and his 
brethren. 

May 9. The Lord Mayor and aldermen 
prefented an addrefs to his Majefty, aflur- 
ing him of their ftcady and unalterable af- 
feftion and zeal for his perfon'and govern- 
menr, and for the continuance of the Pro- 
teftant fucceflion in his family. 

They faid, when they reflefted on the 
many bleftings which Britains enjoyed under 
the prottdlion of a Prince, who made the 
laws of the' land his rule for the govcrn- 
ment of his people ; when they confidered, 
that neither the civil or religious rights of 
his Majefty's fubjedls had met with"the leaft 
inftance of violation fince his acceflion ; 
when they recoUefted his Majcfty's royal 
clemency and benevolence fince the laft 
rebellion ; they could not but exprefs the 
utmoft abhorrence of thofe vile 2nd detefta- 
ble perfons who. fhould agam confpire to 
bring a free and happy people under the 
yoke of tyranny and fuperftition, and in- 
volve the nation in a ftate of blood and mi- 
fery, and the utmoft confufion. 

And they declared, that fhey would exert 
themfelyes with the utmoft care and vigi- 
lance for the prefervation of the public 
peace, and the firm fupport of his Majefty 
upon the throne, &c* 

This addrefs of the city of London pro- 
duced others of the like nature from feveral 
parts of the kingdom. 

A pro- 
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A proclamation was ifTued for patting the 
laws in execution agalnft Papifts and Non- 
jurors ; -Ui^ for commanding ail Papifts and 
reputed Papifts to depart from the cities of 
LwdomnA Wefimnfiery and from within ten 
miles of the lame ; and for confining Pa- 
pifts and -reputed Papifts to their habita- 
tions; and for putting in execution the 
laws againft riots and rioters. 

A petition from fome eminent merchants 
of the city of London, was prefented to 
one of the fecretaries of ftate, wherein 
they fet forth, that, confiding in the law 
of nations, and in the faith of the treaty of 
peace and friendfliip between Great Britain 
and France, they remitted to Paris, and 
other places in France, merchandize and 
fpecie to the value of 19400,000/. fterling : 
but that when thc^ were difpofed to call in 
their effects, they were paid in ftate-papers, 
which were funk, to nothing: therefore 
they humbly prayed his Majefty^s rnyal pro- 
tection to procure them a reimburfement 
from the crown of France* 

A warrant paiTed the feals this month for 
the payment of 225,512/. 21. 8i. to the 
emptors of the Spanipi prizes taken by Sir 
George Byngs fquadron in the Mediter- 
ranean, in the year 17 iS.

the feet refting on a lion couehint holdiiif 
a banner, being his Craee*s ci^ft^ and 
round abo|it the body were placed tk« feve- 
ral enfigns, which will be afterwacd^ men- 
tioned in the procefiioni with feveral fcut- 
cheons on the columns of the bed, properly 
difpofed. The faid three roooM were 
adorned with a great number of fi;utcheons 
of feveral -forts, with cyphers and badges 
interfperfed, and with ulver fconcen and 
large filver candlefticks, having wax tapert.

About half an hour after twelve the pro- 
cefiion began, and prrfled along the road 
through St. James's'park and the tipper-^ 
park to Hyde-park'corner, thence through 
Piccadilly, down St. Jameii^ftreet, througk 
Pall-mall, and by Charmg-crofs, thro* 
King'Jlrtet to Wefiminfier'-abhey. 

A proper dtfpofition had been made of 
fuch of the forces as were drawn from the 
camp in Hyde-park, to attend the funeral. 

The firft regiment of his Maje(ly*s foot, 
guards was drawn up in the Upper'^ark, 
with their right next Buck\ngbam-boufe% 
the reft, both foot and horfe guards, and 
horfe grenadiers, were drawn up facing the 
road through that park on the left of the 
firfl regiment of foot guards, in the order 
they were to file off after each other ; a traia 
of artillery (confifling of 1 5 pieces of caanoa 
and two mortars, whh the great kettle 
drums bebnging to the artillery, on a'car- 
riage drawn by two horfes) and the two 
companies of cannoneers and bombadiers 
were drawn up in Hyde-park, near the gate, 
towards PkcadUy ; and a detachment of the 
fecond and fourth troops of horfe guards 
was drawn up on the Parade in St. ydmes^s^ 
park, in order to clofe the procefilon.

Gahg Hi, the emperor of China f 
died about this time ; and was fucceeded by 
Vong Tcbi/ig, which fignifies lafting peace^ 
the name he made choice of when he af- 
cended the throne. 

He baniflied the Jefuits, and all other 
Popiih miftionaries ; and imprifoned' hit 
fubjeQs that refufed to renounce Chriftia* 
nity. Before this reign, there were neat 
two hundred Chriftian churches in China \ 
and feveral of the Jefuits were nnniftert 
and ofiicers in (he Chinefe court. Their 
quarrelling with the mimonaries of other 
orders, and endeavouring to render <^ne 
another odious to the Chinefe, contributed ' 
very much to their expulfion : but their |n- 
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Cnuatingy that the Pope was faperior to ail 
earthly powers, and ought to he obeyed ra- 
ther than their temporal fovereigns, hat 
made all the AJUtic princes cautious how 
they admit the Latin Chriftians into their 
dominions*

England } and from thence were termed

The knights having apparelled them- 
felves in their furcoatv^ of red, lined and 
edged with white, girded about with a 
"white girdle, without any ornament there- 
on, and in mantles of the fame colour and 
lining, made faft about the neck with a 
lace of white filk, having a pair of white 
gloves tied therein, with taffeit of filk and 
gold at the end, which mantles were 
adorned upon the left ihoulders with the 
enfign of the order, being the Imperial 
crowns, or, furrounded with the ancient 
motto of this knighthood, TVm junSta in 
unoy wrought upon a circle, gules, with a 
glory or rays ifluing from the centre, and 
under it the lace of white filk heretofore 
worn by the knights of the Bath, which 
being done in the chambers belonging to 
the Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, 
and the proxies of the abfent knights 
taking upon their right arms the mantles 
of their principals, from thence repaired 
to the Princess chamber (their chapter-room) 
about ten o^clock in the forenoon; and 
the perfons, who were to attend in this 
cere m ony, being ranged according to their 
degrees, and waiting upon the flairs, and 
at the bottom of the ftairs that led from 
that Toom ; a folemn proceflion was madfe

Sdward Tonge^ efq. legifterof (he order^ 
liabited in a manner like to that of the pre- 
bendariesy having under it afarcoat like to 
that of the efquirei, and^n hit breaft, hang- 
ing to a gold chainy an eicutcheon^ enar 
mdled on a field asure, three imperial 
crowna or the arms of the order, having in 
the centre^ the reprefentatioft of a book 
bound guleS| the leaves or, apd cairy- 
, ing the ftatutes of the order, covered with 
red velvet, with the arms oi the order em- 
boflfed thereoh with gold ; having on hia 
right hand Kdward Momtdgue, efi|. fecre- 
tary of the order, in the like mantle and 
furcoat, wearing in like manner his cf- 
cutcheon, being enamelled with the arms 
4>f the order, having in the centre two pens 
l^la^ed faltirewifes and on his left hand, 
Edmund Sawyer, efq. the gentleman ufher 
of the order, in the like mantle and fur- 
coat, and having at a golden chain an ef- 
ctttcfaeon enamelled with the arms of the 
order hanging upon his breai^ and carrying 
in his right hand the fcarletrod, furmount- 
ed with three imperial crowns ) all three 
pf them earring their red caps or bonnets in 
their Innds, 

John AnfiUt efq. Ggrttr principal king 
at anns, in his tabert over a white furcoat, 
and with his collar and badge of his office 
upon his breaft, hanging to a gold chain, 
with his hat in his hand ; having on his 
' right hand John Anfih/}\XR\or, the genealo- 
gift of the order, habited in a mantle and 
furcoat like to the other officers, and wear- 
ing pendent to a golden chain an efcutcheon, 
enamelled with the arms of the order, w^th 
the cypher or letters G interlaced in the 
centre \ and on his left hand, Gr^ Lome^ 
wlUf efq. Bath kii|g at arms, in the like 
mantle and furroat, having on his breaft, 
hanging to a gold chain about his neck) 
the efcutcheon of the arms of the order, em- 
paling ^ofe of th^ Sovereign) furmounted 
with an imperial crown^ and the white rod 
or fcepter in bis right h^Ad) the two latter 
having their red caps or bonnets in their 
hands. 

The right reverend the lord biHiop of 
Rocbefterf dean of fyeftminfter, and dean of 
this order, in his mtn^ and forcoat, like 
to the companions, and with the badge of 
the order pendent to>« red ribbon> carrying 
ihe forms of the oaths and admooitiojss to 



be given to the knlgh^ and proxies, fUrly 
cngrofled upon vellum. 

The Great Mafter in his full habit, and 
with the collar of gold, compofed of feveral 
imperial crowns, tied or linked with knots 
of gold, reprefenting the white kces men- 
tioned in the ancient ceremonials of confer- 
ring the knighthood of the Batb^ weighing 
thirty ounces troy weight, having the badge 
or fymbol of the order thereto pendent, hia 
Grace being covered with the white hat, 
adorned with a plume of white feathers. 

Sir Andrew Fountahf proxy for jMrinoe 
William, went therefore covered with his 
hat in this proceffion^ carrying the mantle 
upon his right arm. 

In this form they proceeded to the 
chapel of Hemry VII. at the eaft end of 
the Abbey of Wefiminfier, 

The twelve alms. men there entered two 
and two, and coming to the noddle of the 
the choir, did altogether, in a body, make 
their joint and low revere^ices to the altar, 
and turning about, then made their obel- 
fances to the Sovereign*s ftall, and divid- 
ing themfelves, flood on each fide in a row 
down from the rails of the altar. 

The mefiengers of the order, in like 
manner, and ftood below the a|ms-men. 

The efquires, having made a fiiort fbnd 
at theKloor, while the alms-men and mef- 
fengers placed themfelves, entered three and 
three, and being in a body, made the like 
reverences together in the middle of the 
choir, and ftood before their refpedivefeits, 
whi^h were underneath the ftalls or their 
knights. 

The prebendaries of the church of IP^- 
minfier, two and two in the lame manner, 
placing themfelves within the rails of the 
altar to affifi at divine fervice. ' 

^ The purfuivants, heralds, and the prO' 
vindal kings of arms, likewife entered, 
and were permitted to ftand before the 
forms, under prince fhffiaaCi ftall, who 
had command g}ven them by the great 
mifter to take efpecial care t^ ihew the 
knights thnir rpfpe^ve bannqrs ppon their 
entries. 

The two knights in the loweft ftalls en« 
tered, and paffing up near to their boimers,, 
made their double reverences together In 
the middle of the choiff ind th^n t^^xHt 
under their banners.. 

WhA 
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IVho being thus p]aced> all the other 
Irnights and proxies^ by pairs^ or fingly, 
according to the method qbferved in the 
proceifioa, took their itations under their 
banners, with the like ceremonies. 

Then the rcgifter, in breaft with the 
fecretary and gentleman-ufher, in the fame 
method, who flood before their behch at 
% the foot of the Sovereign*8 ftall. 

Garter, the genealogifi, and Bath king at 
arms, did the fame^ and ftood before their 
bench. 

The dean in like manner ftood before his 
chair. 

The Great Mailer entered fingle with the 
like obeifances^ and retired under his ban- 
ner. 

The proxy of prince fFtlRam entered 
alone in the like manner. 

Prince H^iUiam^ who by the ftatutes is 
declared to be the firft and principal com- 
panion of this order, and to be placed next 
to the Sovereign, at this time came into the 
chapel in perfon j and the Sovereign having 
been pleafed, in regard to the tendernefs of 
his age, to difpenfe with his obfervance of 
all the rights of this order that might give 
him any fatigue, he therefore immediately 
afcended into his (lall, being invefted in his 
mantle ?fid collar, and fat down there co- 
vered. 

Bath king of arms then made his reve- 
rences in the middle of the choir, and 
turning hinifelf to the |reat mafter, who, 
making his double reverences in the choir, 
took his ftall, and there repeated his obei- 
fances, and fat down covered with his white 
hat. 

'I'hen the proxy of the duke of Rich' 
mond afcended into the ftall of his principal 
in like manner^ and ftood there uncovered^ 
liolding the mantle upon his right arm. 

Then Bath turned himfelf to the two 
knights in the next ftalls, who, at the 
iame inftant, made the like obeifances be- 
low, and repeated them in their ftalls, and 
iat down uncovered. 

In like manner, all the refidue of the 
companions and proxies, having waited the 
feating of thofe in the upper ftalls, in their 
courfes, took their refpedllve ftalls, by 
pairs, through fuch paftages, as the trout 
hling any knight in an higher ftall might 
^eft be avoided. 

Which being done, the efquires, having 
made their reverences in a body, retired to 
their feats, after them the officers of arms, 
and t£e officers of the order, placed them- 
|(^v(« Q^ their form; vkb Ure Ukv cere- 



monies. The provinciid king of andt, 
and the herald, ^ according to a requeft 
made to the Great Mafter, ^ere allowed 
to £t on benches in this prefent ceremony^ 
placed at the foot of prince IFi//i<}iir*8 ftali* 
the purfuivants ftanding before them. 

Bath and the gentleman-ufher, forth- ' 
with arofe, made their reverences in the 
middle of the choir, and being followed 
by the dean in like manner, proceeded to* 
wards the ftall of the Great Mafter,' who, 
making his obeifances in the middle of the 
choir, proceeded to inftal the knights in ' 
the following manner. 

The Great Mafter entered into the ftaH 
of the knight companion next in height to 
his own, and having there given the proxy 
of the duke of Bkbmotid the tranfcript of 
the ftatutes attefted under the feal of the 
order, the dean adminiftered unto him the 
oath in the name of his principal, Bath 
holding the book of the Gofpels, and the 
Great Mafter then feated the proxy down in 
the ftall, who, rifing, made his double re*' 
Terences, ind contiAued ftanding holdlhg 
the mantle. 

The great mafter, with the like atten- 

^dance, having made his obeifance in the 

middle of the choir, then repaired to the 

ftall of the duke of Manctefttr, delivering 

to him the copy of the ftatutes $ and the 

dean having adminiftered the oath, which 

was of the tenour following,— « You ftiall 

honour God above all things ; you ftall be 

ftedfaft in the faith of Cbrift j you (hall 

love the King, and ^ him and his right 

defend to your power; you ihall defen(| 

maidens, widows, s^n^ orphans, in tihetr 

rights, and ftafl ftxffet no extortion 99 

far as you may prevent it; aiid of as grdht 

honour be this order unto you, as ever it 

was to any of your progenitors or others.** 

^■^Batb then delivered the collar of the or-[ 

dcr to the Qreat Mafter, who put it abonl^ 

the neck of the duke of Manchefier^^itn^ 

placing the White hat on hiff head, feate^ 

him down in his ftall, covered with hit 

white hat, adorned with plumes of white 

feathers. 

The Great Mafter thu$ proceeded thtducll* 
out the reftdue of the ftalls, perfbnmri|^ 
the like cergmonies to the knights anf 
proxies refpeftivcly. 

Which being finiftied, and the Great 
Mafter returned to his own ftall, the dead 
was conduced to the altar ; and Baib ind 
the gentlemfin-uflier being returned to tfieif 
benches, which ceremonies were perform- 
ed with die dve ot^ik)nt(es| divisc ^rvice 
Q% then 
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then begffl^ ^tfnng which time the knighta 
pkccd their hati upon the cu&ions laid 
beifo^ tjiein. 

Upon the 6rll, fentence of the ofTertory, 
Lit your light fi Jhiite, Sec, the mafic play- 
10%, ^i>/^nepped from his bench, madehii 
double reverences in the middle of the 
choir, and, coming before the ftall of the 
junior knight, bowed to him, and imme- 
diately turned himfelf to the oppofite fide, 
bowing to the knight in that fiall, who 
arofe, and making their double obeifances 
hoth at one time in their ftalls, defcended 
into the middle oJF the choir, where they 
repeated the fame, and retired under their 
banners. Batb then, in like manner, fum- 
ssoned the knights in the next ilall), and 
fo throughout t|ie next courfe of ftalii, 
fummoning them by pairs, and the proxy 
of t^e duke of fticimond fingle, and then 
the Great MalUr, and after him prince 
WiUUpi alone, who all of them, with the 
like ceremonies, placed thpmfelves under 
their banners.' 

Batb returned to his bench ; and the 
provincial kings of arms, making theij; 
reverences, waited upon prince f^U/iam, 
who, upon his going from under his ban- 
ner, macfe his double. obeifances, and being 
thus preceded, made his double reverences 
Jiear the r^il of the altar, and at the rails, 
to the altar only, where kneeling down, his 
highnefs made his offering into the bafon. 
held by the dean, afiifted by the preben- 
daries. And he repeated the fame re- 
verences in his return, and entered into )iis 
fiall, where he again made his double obei- 
iances, -and fat down. 

Batb Icing of arms then arofe, and being 
joined by the eldeft herald, in Uke manner 
-repalired to the Gr^at Mafier, -who carrying 
his white hat in h)s hand, offered in the 
fymc manner, and returned and fat down 
in his ftall with the fame ceremonies. 

And then the proxy of the duke of Ricb" 
wund in the fame method, and itood in the 
fiall holding the niantle. 

And afterwards' all the |cnlghts and 
proxies in like Manner ; wherein this rule 
vras obierved, that the knights and proxies 
in the oppofite ftalls offered by p^rs toge- 
ther $ and the |iera)ds, according to their 
Seniorities, took and repeated their turns 
in going with <9'/i^ king of ^^}> before 
the knighta and proxies. 

Divine fervice bfeing ended, the knights 
companions put on their white hats ; and, 
"while the roufic was playing, Batb king of 
Mms fiimmoflcd all the knights and proxies 
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to come down from their ferer*! ftalls ii^ 
the former method, who all fiood ondef 
their banners. 

Which being done, prince William was 
conduced to the rails of the altar, with the 
like ceremonies as in the former offering, 
where the Prince unfheathed his fword| 
and offered it himfelf n^ked to the dean, 
and having redeemed it, the dean return- 
ed it with the following admonition: 
** I exhort you and ad muni Jh you^^ to ufe 
your fword to the glory of God, the defence; 
of the Gofpcl, the maintenance of your 
Sovereign's right and honour, and of all 
equity and juitice, to the utmoft of your 
power." And foon afterwards the" Prlncq 
retired out of the chapel, leaving Sir ^w 
drew Fountaine to be his proxy in the pro- 
ceflion for the return to the Chapter-houfe, 
Then the Great Mafter covered ; after him 
the proxy of the duke of Biclmond unco- 
vered, each fingiy, and all the other knights, 
covered, and proxies uncovered, by pairs, 
being refp. lively attended as at the firfi; 
offering, yrtrt conduced to the rails of the 
altar with the ufual obeifances, where each 
knight and proxy (landing, unfbedthed his 
fwofd, and offered it naked to the dean, 
who, upon the redemption of it, reftorea 
the fame with the proper admonitions^ 
according to the oaths they had takei^ 
this day : and thefe knights and proxies, 
being all feverally recondu&ed back to the 
places under their refpe^ive banners, the 
alms-men begun the proceffioo, and were 
followed by all others, having firft per- 
formed their double obeifances in the chapel* 
And this proceflion was made in the fame 
form back to the chapter- room, as in the 
firft procefHon to the chapel, except in thq 
following particulars : that at the outfide 
of the weft door of the Abbey, the Sove- 
reign's mafter-cook* having a linen apron, 
and a choppi^g-knife in his hand, feveral- 
ly faid to each companion, '• Sir, yo^ 
know what great oath you have taken, 
which if you keep, it will be great honour 
to you \ but, if you break it, I fhall be 
compelled, by my t fBce, to hack oft* you^; 
fpurs from your heels:" — and that thq 
prebendaries had leave to retire to the Jcru- 
falem-chamber from the weft end of the 
Abbey church ; the efquires, officers of 
arms, and of the order, after they. came 
out of the church, were allowed to be 
covered ; and at the door of the Chapter- 
room, Batb king of arms took the mantle^ 
from the proxies. 

Dinner being ready, the Great Mafter^ 

bcm 
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fc^ng preceded by the officers of the order, 
and Garter king of arms, came into the 
court of Requei^s> proceeded down to the 
lower end thereof, and entered into the 
way at the farther fide of the table^ and 
came up to the top of it, being followed by 
bU the knights in couric according to the 
height of their ftalls i and when grace had 
been faid, they all fat down In that order, 
ia the fame row upoA one (ide of the table, 
each of them having an efcutcbeon of his 
arms and titles 5xed to the wall over the 
feat : the dean was placed next to the ju- 
ji|or knight, and the proxies of the duke 
of Richmond and of the lord Glenorcby, fat 
uncovered at the bottom of the table. 

The officers of the order> covered with 
their boiinets, Ux zt z table placed oppo- 
^te the knights table, towards the lower 
end of the room $ the officers of arms dined 
at a table in the paflage from the Houfe 
of Lords to the Houfe of Commons, and. 
t^e prebendaries in the Jerufalem-chamber. 

The efquires, having for fome time at- 
tended behind!theirrefpe£live knights, had 
leave given them to retire to their dinner 
in the Painted-chamber, who went thither 
in their courfes, where they dined* 

At the fecond courfe, Bath king of arms 
arofe, and the mufic ceaiingj made his re- 
verence in the middle of the room, and 
there, according to the command given 
liim, proclaimed the ftile of prince H^il" 
Ham, the fir ft and principal companion of 
this moft honourable order, who is always 
to be placed next to the Sovereign ; and 
then coming up near to the Great Mailer, 
who ftood up uncovered, while Bath pro- 
rlaitned his ftiles^ and the Great Maimer 
then fittin(^down, the ftile of each com* 
' pfinion prefent, in the like manner, was 
refpe^ively proclaimed, at which fome he- 
fziii and purfuivants attended. 

The whole ceremony was performed 
with grqat regularity, magnificence, and 
iplendor. 

^ voe have gjven fo full an account of the 
cfder of the Bath, %oe prejumeit %vill not he 
imprtfery as thty he/ongto Great Britain, 
to give fome alfo, of the Orders of the Gar- 
ter and Tbiftle, as handed down to us 
hy authentic teftimonjes* 

The Ordzr of the Garter. 

This moft noble and illuftrious order, if 
yfC confider either its antiquity, or the 
lioblenefs of the perfonages that have been 
enrolled therein, excels and outvies all 



other inftitutions of honour in the whole 
world, and owes its original to the great 
hero of that age, Edward III. who con- 
quered France and Scotland, and broughs 
their kings prifoners to BngiamL 

It began in 1350, the twenty-fourth of 
his reign, vfas. one hundred and nineteen 
years before the foundation of the order of 
St. Michaeif by Lewis IX. king of France, 
anno dam, 1469 1 eighty years before the in- 
ftitution of the order of the Golden Fleecy 
by Fhili^ U. the fecond duke of Burgundj, 
anno dom* i<^3o; and one hundred and 
ninety years before king James V. of Soi" 
land, reftored the order of St. Aidraw, or 
the ThifiU ; and two hundred and nine yean 
before the order of the £lephant was inili- 
tuted inHenmark* 

King Edward upon a yiew of recover!^ 
France^ which defcended to him by righc 
of his mother, .made it. his bufinefs tm 
draw the be^ foldiers in Europa into his 
intereft, and thereopoia proje^ing and fee- 
ting up king Arthur*^ round table, he pro- 
claimed a folemn tilting, to invite fweiga- 
ers of quality and courage to the exercife. 

The place for the folemnity being fixed 
at fFindfor, he, upon New- Year's day,^ im 
1344, publifhed his royal letters of pro— 
tedion for the fafe coming and return of 
fuch foreign knights as had a mind to ven> 
ture theii reputation at thofe jufts and 
.tournaments, which were to be hdd the 
19th of June enfuing. # 

Moreover, he provided a great fafsper, t» 
begin the folemnity : and then ordaining 
this feaft to be annually kept at Whit« 
funtide, he for that purpofe ere^ed a par- 
ticular building in. the caftle, wherein he 
placed a round table of two hundred feet 
diameter, in imitation of king Arthur''^ at 
Winchefier^ and tl.cieat entertained the 
knights, at the expence of ico/. ^^rweek^ 

This mighty and invincible prince Edm 
ward, being endowed with great piety^ 
commended himfelf and his companions 
to the protedtion of St. George of Capa» 
decia } whofe parents being Cbriftians, a& 
forded him the . vantage of being educated 
in that religion ; and he taking upon hinl 
the profeffion oi i iv'ldier, was made ri tri- 
bune or colonel (>n Paleftiney his mother^a 
country) in which poft behaving him- 
felf with great courage and condud, he 
was preferred to higher flatons in the 
army, by the emperor Dioclefian : but the 
faid George afterwards complaining of the 
faid Emperor for his feverities againft the 
Chriftians, and arguing in their defence, 

ht 
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Ise was tfieftnpoQ impnfoned and cruelly 
treated } and the Emperor perceiving his 
cont^ancy to the Chriftiani was not to 
be Aaken, he was on the 13d of Afril^ 
afiMo dom, 2909 dntmn through the city and 
beheaded j and thus he receited the crown 
of martyrdom. And that his memory 
might ftill be continued, king Edward 
gave his companions, for part of their 
daily htbit, the image of the faid Saint, 
Ikting on horfeback, 'encountering a dra- 
gon (with a tilting fpear) appendant to a 
blue ribbon, continually to be worn aboot 
Ibeir necks. 

In 1347, the faid king ifluing ovt hts 
|;arter for the fignal of a battle that was 
crowned with foccefs, which is fuppofed 
to be the battle of Creffy^- where he took 

29bti the Frtnch king priibner, apd brought 
im prifoner to England ; at which time 
lie had alfo prifoner Davids king of SntSi 
as before*menti<med ; and Bdviard, his fon, 
the Black Prince, expelling the rebels of 
(ufflihy and enthroning Don Pedro, their 
lawful king, he upon thefe mighty and glo- 
rious exploits, inflitated this order, giving | 
the Garter pit-eminence amongfl its en- 
figns, whence the feled number, whom 
be incorporatedwinto afratenity, w^re ftiled, 
eaaitet aarat perijcelidts, vhs. knights of 
tne Golden Garter, and the habit and en- 
fignfl of the order, together with the forms 
of ittvefHturey as follow, vix, 

l^arter, furcoat, mantle, hood, George, 
•oUar, cap, and feather; the four firft 
whereof were afiigned by the founder, and 
the Tcft by kiiig Htmy VHl. And all 
thefe together are called the whole habit 
or enfigns of the order, which we fliall I 
treat of fuccinftly, beginning with the 
Oarter. 

The ro5raI Garter, which, as afortfaid, 
chaHenget^ the pre-eminence, 4)y reafon 
the noble order from thence is denominated, 
|a the firft part of the habit prcfented to 
foreign princes and abfent Ic^ights, who, 
and all othef knights eleft, are therewith 
fitft adorned ; and is of fo great honour and 
gnndcnr, that, by the bare ioveftiturc 
wlHl this noble enfign, the knights are 
cfteemed companions of the greatefl mili- 
iary order in the worW. 

This noble en£gn, the Garter, which 
is worn on the left leg, between the knee 
and calf, was fo inftitutcd by the founder at 
the ere&on of the order ; and was to put 
the companions in mind, that, as by their 
order they were joined in a firm league of 
■nity a|id concord ; fo by their Garter, as 
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by a faft tie of affection, they were oblige! 
to love one another. 

He alfo caufed to be enamelled on it 
this motto, Honifoit qui maly penfe, figni- 
fying that the magninimity and bravery of 
thofe knights, whom he had elected into 
this order, were fuch as would impower and 
enable tbeih to maintain the quarrel againfl 
all who thought ill of it. 

The materials whereof the Garter was 
compofed for king Cbar/es 11. were blue 
velvet, bordered' with fine gold wire, the 
letters of the motto, and ftops^ rofe and 
table diamonds, the whole contained two 
hundred and fifty, and the hinge of the 
buckle was pare gold, whereon was the 
Sovereign*8 picture to the breaft, crovmed 
with a laurel, the milit.^ garb of the 
firft Roman emperors, on the backfide of 
the pendant, which was alfo of gold, was 
engraved St. Oeorge^n horfeback^ encoun- 
tering the dragon. 

When the Sovereign deligns to eled a 
companion into this moft illaftrious order, 
the chancellor belonging to the faid order 
draws up the letters, which, paffing both 
under the Sovereign*8 fign manuel, and 
the 6gnet of the order, are fent to the 
perfon by Garter principal king of arms, 
and are to this efieA. 

^ We with the companions of oor moft 
noble order of the Garter, aflembled in 
chapter holden this prefent da^, at our 
caftle at Windftit, confidering the virtuous 
fideL'ty you havefliewn, and the honourable 
exploits you' have done in our fervicc, by 
vindTcating and maintaining our juf( right, 
&r. have ele6led and chofen you one of 
the companions of our order. ^Therefore' 
we r-quire yoo to make your fpeedy repair 
unto us, to receive the enligns thereof, ao4 
be ready for your inflallation upon the . « • 
day of this prefent month, fife.*' 

The Garter which, as aforefaid. Is of 
blue vdvet, bordered with fine gold wire, " 
having commohly the letters of the motto* 
of the fame, is buckled u))on the leg at the 
time of the efeftion, with this ceremony :- 
** To the honour of God omnipotent, 
and in memorial of the blefled martyr St. 
George, tie about thy leg, for thy renown, 
this noble Garter; wear it as the fymbol 
of the moft illoftrious order, never to be 
forgotten or laid afide ; that thereby thou 
mayeft be admoniHied to be courageous; 
and having undertaken a juft war, in 
which thou fhalt be engaged, thou mayeft 
ftand firm, valiantly fight^ aad fuccefsfully 
conquer. 
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The princely Oxtttt being thus buckled 
on, and the words of its (ignification pro- 
nounced, the eldeft knight ii brought be- 
fore the Sovereign, who puts about his 
neck a fty-coloured ribbon, whereunto is 
appendant, wrought in gold, within the 
Garter, the image of St. George on horfe- 
back, with his drawn fword, encountering 
with the dragon ; the admq^tion being 
thus : 

<< Wear this ribbon about thy neck, 
tdorned with the image of the bleffed mar- 
tyr and foldier of Cbrifif St. George^ by 
whofe imitation provoked, thou mayeft fo 
uverpafs hoth profperous and adverfe ad- 
ventures, that having ftoutly vanqulihed 
thy enemies, both of body and foul, thou 
snayeft not only receive the praife of this 
tranfient combat, but be crowned with the 
palm of eternal viftory." 

Having thus far fpoken of the Garter 
and George^ wherewith a knight compa- 
hion is adorned at the time of his elec* 
tion, we ihall defcribe the remains of 
his habit, together with his inftallation, 
which is always performed at the caftle of 
mndfor. 

His ftockings and breeches, being the 
iame» are of pearl-coloured lilk, and called 
pantaloons. On the outfide of the right 
knee is fixed a knot of open filver lace and 
Hbbons intermixed, in form of a i^rge rofe, 
and a little below the knee is placed the 
Garter. His (hoes, which are of white 
Ihamoy, with red heels, have each a knot. 
Is the former, on the exterior fide. His 
doublet is cloth of filver, adorned before 
and behind, an^ down the fleeves, with 
feveral guards, or rows of open filver lace, 
rach lace hsving a row of fmail buttons 
fbt down the middle. 
' The cuffs are open, and adorned with 
the aforementioned lace and ribbons fet in 
Anali loops. At the bottom of the upper 
feam of each cuff, is fixed a knot of Hlver 
ribbons that fall over his gloves, which sire 
of kids laced at the top with filver, and 
alij^Btsed at the opening with a knot, as 
that on the cuff. Then his trowiers^ 
which are of tifiTue, the fame of his doo- 
h)et, and adorned with two rows, or bars 
Qf lace and ribbons, as before- mentioned, 
intermixed and fet at a fmall difiance, that 
the ground appears between them, being 
truckled round his waifi, are in form of a pair 
of puffed breeches, reaching to the middle 
of nis thighs. And in thi^ habit, having 
a Uve ribbon fpread over the left (boul- 
der, and broii^ under tha right arm, with 
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the George appendent, he prsceeds from hi 
lodgings in the cafUe, to the chapter- 
houfe, where difrobing himfelf of his up- 
per garment, he is invefted vf'iih a turcoat 
of crimfon velvet, lined with white taftata, 
during which time the admonition is givea 
him as follow : 

*' Take this robe of crimfon, to the in- 
creafe of your honour, and in token or figa 
of the moft noble order you have recnved^ 
wherewith you being defended, may be boldj 
not only firong to fight, but alfo offer your- 
felf to ihed your blood, for Qhrifi*^ faith^ 
the liberties of the church, and the juft 
and necefiary defence of them that are op* 
prefied and needy.** 

After this, his fword is clofe girt about 
him over his furcoat, with a belt the famt 
as the coat, and then bearing his cap in hia 
hand, which is of black velvet, adorned v 
with a diamond band, and a plume of white 
feathers, with a heron fprig in the middle, 
he proceeds to the inftallation in St, George % 
chapel,be!ng conducted between two knigota 
companions of the order, to the feat belowr 
his ftall, where he, Garter k-ing of arms 
having on a crimfon velvet culhion, laced 
and tafielled vtdth gold, brought the mantle^ 
collar, hood, and the bookof ftatutes, laying 
his right hand on the New Tefiament» 
the oath is adminifiered to him in the fol- 
lowing manner : 

«< You being cbofen one of the honoura- 
ble company of this mofi: noble order of the 
Garter, /hall promife smd fwear by tho 
Holy Evangelifis, by you here tooched^ 
that wittingly or willingly you (hall not 
break any fiatute of the faid order, or anyc 
articles in them contained, the fam6 being 
agreeable, and not repugpant'to-the laws of 
Almighty God, and the laws of this realm^ 
as far forth as to you belongeth and apper- 
taineth : fo help you G^M^and his holy Word."* 

As foon as the knight ele£t hath taken 
the oath, he is condu^Ved to his appointed 
fiall, where he is invefied in manner fol« 
lowing : 

. The mantle, which is lined as the fur^^ 
coat, is of /ky-coloured velvet, adorned on 
the left dioulder with St. Oeorgf'i crofs, 
encircled with the Garter wreathed on tho 
ddges with blue and gold; and the faid 
ipantle being put 00 him by the two*knight9 
that led him into the choir, is fattened 
about his neck with a cordon or robe-firing, 
made of the fame coloured filk and Venter 
gold twified, the ends whereof are made 
into large knobs or buttons enriched with 
a cau{| ^d filn^d. And whlUt the cere- 
mony 
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mqnj of inveftiture with the mantlei which 
is tied upon the right fhoulder, ii perform- 
ing, the words of admonition proper there- 
unto are thus pronoHOce by the regifter : 

'< Receive this robe of heavenly colour> 
the lively of this moft excellent order, in 
augmentation of thy honoor, ennobled with 
the ihield and red crofs of our Lord, by 
whofe power thou mayeft fafely pierce 
troops of thine enemies, and be over them 
ever vi^oriou^ ; and being in this temporal 
warfare glorfont in egregious and heroic 
adiionsj thou mayeft obtain eternal and tri- 
umphant joy.** 

Next, the hood, which is made of crim- 
Ibn velvety and Uned with white taffata, 
was formerly worn upon the head ; but 
BOW the cap taking place, it is laid upon 
the right fhoulder over the mantle, and 
faftened by the tippet, which comes athwart 
his breaft, and tucks under his girdle ; but, 
this having no ceremony, we proceed to the 
collar. 

The collar, which weighs thirty ounces 
troy, of pure gold, was brought in by 
Benry VIII. and contains twenty-fix gar- 
ters enamelled, and as many knots, allud- 
ing to the Sovereign of ther order, and his 
twenty-five companions, whereunto St. 
George on horfeback, in armour, is appen- 
dant, encountering the dragon with a tilting 
fpear ; which medal, being alfo of gold, 
may be enriched with jewels at the plea- 
fure of the poflenbr. And this collar with 
the George, being part of the habit, U put 
ov!:;r the mantle and hood, being faftened 
on each /houldcr by a filver ribbon, with 
the following ceremony : 

«« Wear this collar about thy neck, 
adorned with the image of the blefled 
martyr and foldier of Cbrtjiy St. George, 
by wjiofe imitation provoked, thou mayeft 
fo oVerpafs both profperous and adverfe en- 
C(fi3nters, that, having ftoutly vanquiflied 
lliy enemies both of body and foul, thou 
mayeft not only receive the praife of this 
traofient combat, but alfo, at the laft, the 
'endlcfs and everlafting reward of vi£lory." 

Then the cap and feathers being put on 
the head of the elefl knight, his invefti- 
ture is completed ; and after divine fervice, 
and feveral religious ceremonies, and offer- 
ings ?t the high altar, they, with trumpets 
founding, march to dinner. 

>Vbout the latter end of the reign of king 
Jamei I. it was decreed, that the lefler 
George, which heretofore was daily worn 
before the breaft, in a gold chain, fhould, 
for the more conveniency of riding or ac- 



(tlon, be worn appendant at a blue ribbon, 
fpread over the \tit fhoulder, and brought 
under the right arm, as before-mentioned ; 
which methoid has fo continued to this day^ 
and even in the time of mourning. And 
this medal^ which repefents St. George in 
a riding pofhire, with his fword drawn, 
encountering the dragon^ is likewife of 
pure gold| and may be enriched as the 
former ; but is always encompafled with 
the Garter, which tha( is not. 

In the reign of king Charles !!• it was 
ordained, that the Sovereign and knight's 
companions, as alfo the prelate and chaa- 
cellor, fhould at all times, and in all places 
and afiemblies, when they were not adorn- 
ed with their robes, wear upon the left fide 
of their coats, cloaks, or riding cafTocks, 
the CTotk of the order, encompalTed with the 
Garter, as has been obferved, to fhew th^ 
world, what height of honour they are ar- 
rived to, from the faid moft noble order, in- 
ftituted for perfuns of the greateft merit and 
worth. And to the faid (5rofs and Garter, 
the faid king Charles added a filver ftar of 
eight points J and for the greater conve- 
nience of travelling, the companions of 
the order were permitted to wear the blue 
ribbon under their boot, inftead of the 
(barter : but without that and the lelTer 
George, and flar, &c, they, by the flatxites 
of the order, are never to appear in public, 
except upon the principal and folemn feafta 
of the year, when they wear their collars, 
and then the ribbon and George is laid 
afide. 

After the great (blemnity and the inflal- 
lation of a knight of the Garter, his hel<- 
met, creft,^ fword, banner, and plate, are 
to be fet over his fhill in the chapel of St. 
George at Wtndfor, as a mark of honour, 
and are there to remain during his being 
of that order, the plate containing the io* 
fcription of his name, titles, ^c» 

The Order of the Thistle. 
This order was founded in 1540, by 
James V. of Scotland^ who being horioureS. 
with the order of the Garter from his un- 
cle, king Henry yill. of Engiandf with 
the Golden Fleece from the Emperor, and 
the order of St. Michael from the king of^ 
France, refolved to be in the royal mode^ 
and fo made this order for himfelf and 
twelve knights, in. imitation of Chr'ift and 
his twelve apoftles. Then celebrating all' 
the feftivals of thefe orders, he fet up their 
arms and badges over the gate of his palaco 
. at LUbgow, joining St, Andr^ wiA thcYn* 

Somtf 
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Some Scotch writer^, very fond of and- 
^uUy, not fatisfied with the novelty of this 
jqftitutioAy 2!St€t to call it the moft antient 
as to Its derivation. But for this they have 
no better warrant tbaa the dream of k.ing> 
Hungux the Pi^, to whom St. Andrew 
making a midnight viGt, promifed him a 
iurc viftory over his- foes, the Nortbum" 
hrtani \ and the next day St. AndrevJ*^ crofs 
ap|>earing in the air, he made his words 
good J and the NortLumhrians were defeated. 

On this ftory^ as they fay, king Achaius, 
about the year 800, framed the order of St. 
Andrevfi 700 years before; James V, re- 
▼ived it ; but, after fo many ages> *tls re- 
xnarkablcy that no foreign teftimonles or 
authors are produced, no cotemporary vouch« 
ers to conrfim^ or even mention it. They 
«rho dreamed one part of the fable forgot 
to dream the other : for we ought to have 
had a copy of the rules, habits, and cere- 
' monies of the order, with a long lift of the 
knights in fo many hundred years ; but as 
nothing of that is pretended, the whole 
nuft be reje^ed as a vain empty fi^lion. 

And if derivation beany plea for antiqui- 
ty^ the order of the Garter is an undeniable 
confequence of king ^rr/>tfr*s' round table of 
twenty-four knights, which was devifed 
and fnflituted about the year 500, on pur* 
pofe for martial exercife, being ^00 years 
before the fabulous account of HuKgus.zn^ 
^batui, and is the firft military order of 
knighthood any wheie left upon record ; 
being alfo pra^ifed long a.ter the Norman 
Settlement, till near the time, of the glo- 
rious king J?Jit;4zr^/ III. who founded the 
xnoft noble order of the Garrer. 

As for the Thiftle, which is the princi- 
pal badge in the order of St. Andrewy it 
. was rather tranfplanted from Trance^ than 
any device of king James V ; for the houfe 
of Bourbon had formerly fuch a fraternity, 
called the order of the Thiftle, with the 
very fame motto. 

Immediately after the faid King had efta- 
bliihed this order, he died in 1542, which 
put an end to the deiign \ for it being in 
■ tkc religious'times of reformation, it was 
thought impious to make lb free with 
Cbriji and his apoflles ; nor was it any more 
heard of till king James II. of Engliind re- 
newed it, by making eight knights on the 
%^th. of may, anno dom^ 1687, from which 
time the beginning of this order is more 
ttuly to if>e dated : biit ttie revolution inter- 
. vening, no iV>ore knights were fidded till 
t>ecemher 1703, when queen. Anne made 
die number twelvej accordlof to the £rft 
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plan, adding aKb fome new - rules to the 
order. 

In I7I4> king Georgt I. was pleafed to ' 
€0n6rm the ftatutes o^ queen Antfti with 
the addition of feverai more, particularly 
that of making rays of glory to fuVrouiylthe 
figure of St. Andrew, which hangs at the 
collar J and as elcd^ions and inftallments 
were both wanting, his Mijefty ordered 
that chiipters of eleaion Aould thenceforth 
be held in the royal pr^fence j an^ xLz great 
wardrobe to provide fui table manlles, and 
other vcfiments for the knights and of-* 
ficers. 

The enfigns are the image 6'f St. Ap" 
Jrew in a purple robe, irradiated, as before 
obfefved, and vefted in doth of gsld, with 
the white crofs of martyrdom on his breaft ; 
and is pendent to the collar of tlie faid order, , 
as worn by the knights on their feaft da^» 
being the 3oih ef November, and 6thcr 
great occaiions. . 

The collar is made of gold, with thiftl'et 
and fprigs of rue linked together, enamelled 
green, being the two antient fymbol^ 9f t(ie 
Scots and PiBs ; the one not to be handled 
without being hurt, and the other being ^ 
antidote againftinfef^ion : hence the motto^ 
Nemo me impune lactjfit. 

The common badges worn by the knightt 
are, a crofs furmounted by a /lar of four 
fingle points, and over them a green circle 
bordered and lettered with gold, conts^nipg 
the motto ; and in the centre is a thiftte, 
proper I the whole being em(>roidered on the 
left bread, and with the collar always worn 
with the other enfign, which is a green rib« 
on fpread over the left ihoulder, aind brought 
under ti:e right arm> pendant to wiiich is 
the aforefaid image of St. Andrei within 
an oval of. gold, enamelled green, with the 
fame motto ^ but fometimes they wear a 
thiftle crowned, incircled after the fame 
manner. 

King jamfs appointed the knights to 
wear the image of St. Andrew upon, a -blue 
ribband \ which continued fo till queen 
^ffffcciianged it to green, as it is how worn*.

General H^aatf and the Lord- 
advocate^ having imprifoned feventeeA men 
and boys, and foor women, on account of 
the late tnttult at CUJitw, apprehended 
alfo the Lord-provofty bauiei, deanof guild, 
and deacon-cdnvener, magiftrates of the 
laid citj, and fent them the next day under 
a ilrong guard of dragoons to Edinburgh*

1725-6. Jan, 3. The king landed at Bye 
in Suffex after a tempefluous pafXage.

fyilliam CaAey^ efq. was appointed confal 
at Cadix and Fort St. Mary^u 

An addrefs from tbe royal boroughs in 
Scotland was about this time prefented to 
his Majefiy j wheiein they declared, that 
the malt- tax was a burden too heavy for 
their count) y to bear; that their poverty 
and want of coin, and great decay of their 
trade, and the meannefs of their grain, 
were melancholy truths, too certain, and 
univerfally known} and were fo many 
proofs of their inability to fupporc the 
weight of this new tax. 

I'hat this burden rendered them incapa» 
pable of carrying on the tilhing-trade, and 
fuoh other branches of commerce and ma- 
nufadure as Scotland was proper for, and 
whereby they had hoped to improve that 
part of his Majefty*s dominions, and ten- 
der themfelves more able to ferve his Ma- 
jcfty; and therefore defired his Majefty 
would grant them fome relief in this par- 
ticular. 

March 2. Several petitions were alio 
pcefented to the Houfe of Commons on 
the fame fubjed.

It was ordered, that feveral claufes beiii- 
ferted in the malt-tax hill, for the fatisr^' 
fadlon of the Scotch \ viz. That the pro-

convention whatever, which contains, or 
can tend to prove, the leaft tittle of that 
aflertion. 

Mr. Farrer reported from the ccnimittee 
of the whole Houfe, to whom the petition^ 
of George Townjhendy Efq; &c, late com-

ing and reftoring the peace of Europe : upon 
which there trofe a debate that was the 
longeft and warmeft thisfdffion. 

Thofe who were fat the motion faid, that 
his Majefty had demanded no greater fup- 
plies this feffion than what he thought ab- 
folutely (leceflary for the fervice of the 
3rear \ but that, in the prefent pofture of 
affairs, fome unforeieen accidents might re- 
quire a further expence, and therefore they 
ought to enable bis Majefty to anfwer fuch 
contingencies : that thehoufl^ had feveral 
times repofed the fame confidence id his 
Majefty, which had never been abufed, icc. 

The gentlemen on the other fide urged, 
that the granting fupplies without an efti- 
snate of the expence was unparliamentary : 
that the claufe moved for was inconfiftent 
with (hat part of the bill, which forbids the 
iiTuing of the fupplies thereby granted to any 
other purpofes than tlTofe fpecified; and 
rendered inelFef^ual that appropriation of

urged to juftify this claufe were far from 
being full to the point ; and, if they were, 
ought not to be followed, left claufes of 
the fame nature might become fo freqi^ent, 
as in time to lodge in the crown and the

Jtnie 27. The Parliament of Great 
'Britain met, when his Majefty made a 
fpcech to both Houfes | and faid, he was 
perfoaded they all fhared with him in hia 
grief and afflidHon for the death of his late 
royal father, which brought on him the 
care and weight of the government ; and ic 
added much to his concern left he ihould 
ntft be as fuecefsful in his •endeavours, as 

he 
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lie wac defirous to make them • great and 
happy people : he wiflied, in this lirft fo- 
lemn dedaradbn in Parliament, he coold 
give them a perfect fenie of his fixed refo- 
lotion to merit the love and affection of 
bis people, which he looked upon as the 
beift fapport of his crown. 

That it ihould be his conftant care to 
preferve the conftuution in church and 
fiat^y and fecure to all his fubje&s the full 
enjoyment of their religious and civil rights. 

He faw with pleafure the happy elfeds 
of that vigour and refolution which was 
exerted in the laft feflion of Parliament for 
tixe defence of t|ie nation^ and maintaining 
the balance of power : that the ftri£t har- 
mony which had hitherto fubfifted among 
the allies of the treaty of Hanover^ had 
chiefly contributed to the near profpe^ of 
peace ; he had therefore given his allies 
the ftrongell aflurances of purfuing the fame 
meafures, and nyalcing good the engage- 
Aents entered into by the crown of Great 
JBritaU ^ that the public expences ihould 
beJeiTened, as fnon as the circumftances of 
a{}airs would permit ; and that he would 
reduce his forces, as foon as it could be 
donfi without prejudice to the kingdom. 

He put them in mind, that the civil lift 
revenues were now determined ; and that it 
vas neceiTary they (hould make fome pro- 
vilion for him and his family. 

June aS. f^hc next day the Houfe of 
Peers prefented an addrefs to his Majefty, 
wherein they returned him thanks for his 
fpeech ; condoled their lofs '; but faid they 
were filled with inexprefiible joy at his 
Majefty's peaceable acceliion : adding, that 
his Majeily^s gracious declaration of his 
' refolution to maintain the conftitution, 
claimed their moil dutiful acknowledge- 
ments ; and begged leave to aflure his Ma- 
jefly, in the ftrongeft manner, of their in- 
violable fidelity, and fixed refolution to 
,rnaintain his undoubted right and title to 
this crown, and to every other part of his 
doxhinions. 

' Jtfne 30- The Commons having fpent 
two days in taking the oaths, waited on his 
M ajefty alfo with an addrefs ^ wherein they 
condole with his Majefty on the death of 
his royal father ; a lofs which his Majefty 
alone could pofiibly repair ; but his im- 
mediate fuccefilon banifhed all thdr grief; 
and they defired he would accept the .fin- 
cere congratulations of his faith^l Com- 
mons, upon his acceflion to the throne of 
his aucedors. 

Xh^ his Majefty having sUTared them> 



he would inviolably preferve the coiiftitt]<* 
tion, and fecure all his fubjedls in their re- 
ligious and civil rights^ they could not 
enough admire his goodnefs ; and they 
faw with pleafure the beginning of his 
reign, attended with the happy prefages of 
a general peace. And the aflurances he had 
given the allies of the treaty of Hanover^ 
that he would purfue the meafures of his 
royal father^ confirmed them in the hopes 
of a general tranquility, upon terms that 
were fafe, honourable, and advantageous. 

That the chearfulnefs they had ihewn la 
granting fuppties for the defence of the 
kingdom, and his Majefly*s honour, was 
amply rewarded by his Majefiy*s beginning 
£0 early to leflen the public expences, and 
refolving to reduce his forces. That thefe 
many and great inftances of his Majefty's 
goodnefs called upon them for the highelt 
returns of duty, zeal, and afFe^^ion for his 
perfon and government ; and afTured him** 
they would with their lives and fortunes 
fupport his Majefly*s undoubted right and 
title to the imperial crown of this realm^ 
and all other his Majefiy^s dominions. 

That when they refledted on his Ma- 
jefty*s royal virtues, the diftingnifhed cha- 
racter of his Queen, their numerous and 
hopeful ifiue, lading pledges of their feco- 
rity and happy eftablidiment, they thought 
thjemfelves indifpenfabjiy obliged to aflure 
his Majefty they would provide fuch a re- 
medy for his civil government, as fhould be 
fufficient to fupport the honour and dignity 
of the crown in its full luftre.

Their Majefties, npon their entnoee in- 
to the church, were received by the pre- 
bendaries and choir finging an anthem, and 
having (eated themfelves, the recognition 
and oblations were made, and after the li- 
tany (read by the bifhops of Cheeper and 
Br^ol, and the firft part of the communion 
fervice] the bifhop of Oxford preached the 
fermon \ and then his Majefty fobfcribed 
the declaration, and took the coronation 
oath, and was anointed by the archbiihop 
upon the crown of the head, the breaft, 
and palms of his hands, and then prefented 
with the fpurs, and girt with the fword, 
which Vaa oifered and afterwards redeemed 
by the earl af Huntingdon^ and was then in- 
ireflcd with the armills and with the im- 
perial pall ). and the orb with the crofs was 
alfo prefented, and the ring was put upon 
the fourth finger of his Majefiy*s right 
hand by the archbiihop of Canterktry, who 
then delivered the fcepter with the crofs, 
and the rod with the dove, and being af* 
fifted with feveral bilhops, put the Crown 
itverently upon his Majefty^s head, at 
which iight all the fpe^tors repeated the 
loud' ihouts, the trumpets founded, and 
upon a fignal given, the great guns in the 
Park and Tower were fired. - 

All the peen then put on their (:oronet9, 
the bifliops their caps, the reprefenting 
6uktM oi j/fuitam and Normandy their hats, 
the knights of the Gtfyt«r, and thofeofthe 
Baibt their caps With plumes of feathers, 
4nd the kings of arms their coronets. 

The ooife teAfing, the archbiihop pro- 
t^ed with the divine offices (a)f and 
after he had delivered the Bible to his Ma* 
jefly, ind (blemoly read the benedi^ons, 
his Mj^Jefly wak pleafed to kifs the arch- 
biihops and Uihops, as they kneeled before 
him, one after another. Then 9r Denm 
l»eing fuBg, his Majefty Was lifted into his 
throne, where all the pears did their ho- 
mages; during which time, medals of gold 
were ^vdi to the pecfs and peertfles, and 



ihedals of filver thrown aihong the people ; 
which latter was alfo done in the return of 
the proceflion to Weftmiiiiler*hall; 

Thefe folemnities being liniihed, her 
Majeily, fupported b]r the biihops of Londohg 
and Winthaker, weilt to the fleps of the 
altar, and being HQointed with the holy oil 
on the head aild breail> and rccei^iig the 
ring, the aiehbiihop reverehtly fet the 
Crown upon her Majefty*s head \ wher&4 
upon the thr^e princeiTes and the peerelfes 
put on their coronets, and her Majefty 
having received the fcepter with the crofs, 
and the Ivory rod with the iasizi was cott« 
dueled to her throne. 
. Then their MajeiUes having iiiade their 
fecond oblations, received the holy com- 
munion, and the prayers being ended, went 
into St. Ed^ardH chapel^ Whete hiji Ma« 
jeily was arrayed in robei of purple velvet ^ 
and, having received the troWn of Ihite, 
and her Miijefty the lik^ crown, the return 
was made to Weflminiler-haU in the method 
of the former proceffion^ fave th^t the 
peers who carried any of the tegalia which 
had been left behind in St. Mdward^t cha^ 
pel, the fcepter with the crofs and the orb 
then in hisMajefty*s handl, and thrArepter 
with the crofs and ivory rod then m htt 
Majeiiy's hands, went now in their ranks, 
according to their degrees of cieatlou. The 
three princefles, the peers and petreifes^ 
the kings of arms, wore their refpedive 
coronets ; the dukes of Aautn^n and Mf« 
mani^ their hats, the biihops their caps, 
the knights of the Gairter. and thofe of the 
Bath, their caps with teathers, and th« 
ju|)get thdr capf.

This anfwer being of the like ftrain with 
that of February 1726, when an addrefa 
Mrai prefented for an account of 125,000/. 
Mr. Fubtney, and others, obje^ed againft 
this vague and general way of accounting 
for public money, tending to render par- 
liaments ' ufeleCs, to co%-er embezzlements, 
and to fcreen corrupt and rapacious mi- 
ni ft^rs. 

They took notice alb of the increafe of 
the national debt, notwithftanding the fo 
much boafted finking fund.

dehtSy as they ihould be paid off: and if, 
when the finking fund was yet in iti in- 
fancy, and fo rhuch lefs than novir it it, ' 
they had been able to dimini/h the national 
4ebt fo much, what might not be expe^fted, 
they (aid, for the future, now the finking 
fiind was (b greatly increafed, and public 
credit in fo flouriihing a eondltlon, that 
ihey couJd borrow money at three ^^^ centT 
. Bat Mtiln. Putenrft Shi^^fm, and the reft 
of the ojipofite party, fiill infixed, that 
there had been a great deal of artifice ufed 
in ftating thefe accounts : that, in order to 
fwell the fums faid to have been iflued and 
applied towards the difcharge of the public 
debts* there had been added above three 
jniUiont for the advanced price given in 
17SO, in order jto make the imdeem- 
ables redeemable^ which could not properly 
he called a payment of debts } whereas, on 
the other hand, in the account of t^e 
' prefent national debt,, or of the Increafe of 
that debt fince C^ri^sMi 17x6, feveral large 
fums were omitted, particulaily one million 
raifed upon the credit of the civil lift, and 
.feveral deficiencies on (he land-tax, malt, 
and other funds, which ftill remained a 
pvblic debt.

His Majefty wat met at fomc diftan^e 
fwok the town by the corporation in- their 
IbrmaK ties on horfeback ; a nd at th e regent- 
vallc was received by &e chancellor, (the 
didLe of Bogierjer) and the whole 'body of 
the nairerfity, tfnd condufted into the 
-Senate-houfe ; from whence his M^j^fty

prefent of two thoafiind pounds, in con« 
fidcfation of the expences of his enter* 
tertaiament, which wftt extremely mag- 
nificeaty hia majefty returned to New» 
market the fame Evening, and on the 27th 
inftant the King and court returned to^.

The preHmtnaries being adjufted between 
the courts of Great Britain and Spain, the 
fiege of Gibraltar wasraifedj the Britijk 
fleets recalled ; and his majefty*s plenipo- 
tentiaries, St^ben Beyntx, efq. and tbtt 
right hon.

About the fame timo» died Dr. yohu 
Woodward, who ereded a profefibrihip for

That his Majefty being under fome en* 
gagcments ent^ed into, and concerted, 
with the advice and eoncurrence of the laft 
Parliament for fecuring the trade and 
navigation of this kingdom, zn^ for re* 
ftoring and preferving the peace of Enrcpc, 
and having been enabled to anfwer and 
defray the charges and ei^pences thereof, 
as far as they have hitherto become dne 
and payable j and there being fHll wanting 

a fum 
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a fttm not Jttj cdnfidenble to perfect uU 
fulfil tbefe engagements; relying upon 
the duty end aflfetHons of his Common i ) 
^ bopes cbey wiJI enable him to difcharge 
futh engaeemenra as ftill remain oniattsfied 
upon this Bead of fervice. 

Several of the roemben appeared fur- 
prifed at this unexpe^d meflage : however^ 
taking into coi.fideration» the next day, 
after fome warm fpeeches by Viu Pulttney^ 
and others ; it wae rcfolvcd by a great ma- 
jority, 137 again ft 101, that an addrefs be 
prefented to hit Majefty, to afliire him they 
would enable his Majefty to aofwer and 
defray the charges and ezpencesthat ftilf 
remamed unfatisiied of the engagements 
entered into^ and concerted, for fecuring 
the trade and navigation of this kingdom, 
and for the reftoring and preferving the 
peace of Europe: and the faid addrefs was 
prefented to his Majefty the next day» 

For which his Majei^y thanked the 
Houfej and aflii red them, that it Ihould be 
employed for the public good, and in fupport 
of the common caufe. 

A motion was made in the Houfe of 
Commons for an addrefs to his Majf.'>y, 
that the proper officer, might lay before the 
Houfe an account of the fale of woods, a/id 
grants of falls of woods by his late Majefty, 
which occafioned a debate $ wherein Mr* 
Puiteney reprefcnted, that through the con- 
nivance of ibme men in favour, in the late 
reign, his Majefty*s goodnefs had been 
abuied'in feveral grants of confiderable falls 
of woodsy to the great detriment and wafte 
of the royal forefts, at a time when the 
nation ftood in great need of timber £ot 
repairing and building fliips. 

But it was aniwered by Sir Robert Wal- 
foUf That fuch an inquiry might be in- 
jurious to the memory of fome that were 
dead $ and after all, might be unprofitable 
to the living: and the previous quelUon 
being put, itpaH'ed in the negative.

2* Be^aufe the king of Spain having 
claimed it feveral times, not ohly from the 
late King*s pofitive promifc, as he aflerts» 
but from out forfeituce of it by infradiona 
of thofe conditions on which he gave it ups 
auid having aAually befieged it, fince he 
yielded it to us by treaty j It (eems feafoa<* 
stble we iho^Jd iniiit upon his making a re- 
nunciation of it in words as plain and ftrong 
as he made his claim toi^ fince our pleni- 
potentiariet have not been able to prevail oq 
him to relinquifli his pretenfions, during; 
the long courfe of thefis perplexed negocta-

dation for oneafinefs and animofity, and 
might interrupt aperfo£t harnKsny between 
us, and a nation whofe friendfbip muft 
always be of the greateft advantage to 
us.

I. The perpetual flormy^ weather, by 
which abundance < of fhipoing, as well aa 
men*t lives, were lofl. • •

with colds,, tnd afterwards fevers, which 
carried them off in a week*s time. In Xm- 
don only there died neara thoufand a week s 
and the reft of the great towns in Manpg 
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eqiiaUy ui>b«aIUiful,fuid country placet 
si#t muf h lefs. 

3. There were continual rain«9 which 
caufed fuoh inundations as deAroyed abun- 
dance of men and cattle.

being iropoiiible to difcern any objeft 
through the fog. 

Jan, 13. Th e parliament aflembled on the 
day they were prorogued to, his Majefty 
made a fpeech to both Houfes j wherein he . 
tells them, he had concluded ap abfolute 
paace with Spain, and it was to be hoped, 
from this happy beginning, a general pa- 
cification would foon be perfe^ed : but, 
if new troubles fliould' be raifed ^o oppofo 
the execution of thefe articles, he was 
confident he ihould not want their fupport 
jand afliftance in maintenance of their fti- 
pillations ; that he had made it hie chief 
care to conftilt the intereft of thefe king- 
doms | all former treaties in favour of trade 
were confirmed, and reftitutioa for unla^w- 
ful feiyureg agreed to ; and not one con- 
ceffion made to the preji^^ice of his fub^ 
je^s. 

And that they njight reap the earlieft 
fruits of this advantagedus peace, he had 
already ordered a redu^lion of his forces, 
and laid up part of hisjB^ct. 

They were the beft judges, whether the 
circumftances of the finking fund, and of 
the national debt, would yet admit of giving 
any eafe where the duties were moil 
grievous. He had the greateil regard for 
the finking fund, and looked with com- 
ptfiiioQ on the hardihips of the poor arti- 
ficers and inanufa^urers j but he left it 
to their determination what might reafon- 
ably be done on this critical confideration : 
and^ having exhoited them to unanimity^ 
concluded, That he dcfired the afi'e^ions of 
« liis' people might be the ftrength of his 
gOYeromeat, as their inCereft had always 
been the rule of his a^ions^ and the obje£l 
of his wiibes. 

The Hoofe of Peers addreOed his Ma- 
jfAy> thanking him for his fpeech, and 
congratulating his arrival in England i fcn« 
fible, that nothing could alleviate his ab- 
fence but the Q^een*s happy adminiftration. 

Th^ wanted words to exprefs their 
joy and gratitude for the peace; and, when 
they reflected on the tender and anxious 
concern, his Majefty had fhewn, during the 
late unc^tain date of a^aiisin Europe, they 
/could not but look upon this happy event 
as a public reward from heaven for his 
Majefty*s love of his people; and, having 
repeated and applauded every paragraph of * 
his Majel^y's fpeech, thej aflUrcd him they 

would 
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<woiild exert themfelveB to the utmoft tofup« 
p<At and affift his Majefty. 

They obfenred, that his Majefty had com- 
pleted the wiihes of all his good fubjedt^ 
and the defpair of the bad : that he had ob- 
viated all the groundlefs clamours and 
cavils which even malice itfelf could in- 
vent ; and the iniinuattons of any remnant 
of fadlion vrould ferve only to excite them 
all to aA with the greateft seal and har- 
monyy'^fo as to make his government as 
ealy and iiappy for his Majefty as it was 
for them. 

Jan, 15, The addrefs of the Commons, 
ivmch was prefeated to his Majefty, differs 
very little ^om that of the Lords ; and 
they aflure hit Majefty, that, if, in refent- 
ment of his juft atod prudent meafures, any 
new troubles ftiould arife to difappoint the 
execution of the prefent engagements (this 
muftbave an eye to the Emperor's oppofmg- 
Don C«r/M*8 ^king poffeifion of Tufcartf 
and Parma), they thought themielves ob- 
liged by the ftrongeft ties of duty, affection 
and gratitude, to aflure his Majefty they 
would ftand by, and fupport him againft all 
infults and indignities that ftiould be ofier- 
ed to his Majefty, aqd enable him to make 
good his engagemenil with his allies. 

It being propofed in the Houie of Peers 
to refolve, that the treaty of peace con- 
cluded at SevilU doth contain all neceflary 
ftipulation for maintaining and fecuring the 
honour, dignity,^ rights, and pofleflions of 
tire crown \ and that all due care is taken 
therein ftxr the fupport of the trade of the 
kingdom, and repairing the loftTes fuftered 
by the merchants) \t was carried in the 
aArmative by a great majwSty, 

Jam, 19. The caar Pettr il. died of the 
nhiall-poxy in the fifteenth year of his age, 
and the third year of his reign 5 and was 
iucceeded by the princefs Anne duchefs of 
Ceurlandf. and daughter of John jfiexowitx, 
elder brother of the caar Peter the great.

fome other parts of that vaft efHte be had 
acquired by gaming, in making friends at 
court.r— The colonel was upwards of £xty 
years of age when he was condemned for 



this rape; and fome have obferved, thai 
though he deferved to be hanged for a 
thoufand other crimes, he was fcarce ca- 
pable of conunitting this for which he was 
condemned. 

Martb. A motion being made in the . 
Houfe of Peers to addrefs his Majefty, that 
a lift of all penfions, payable by the crown, 
might be laid before the Houfe \ it was re- 
folved in the negative. 

The bill for excluding penftoners fron 
the Houfe of Commons having paiTod the 
Commons, apd being brought up to the 
Houfe of Peers ; after a long debate, whe- 
ther the bill ihould be conrniittcd, it waa 
refolved in the negative. 

The oath requifed to be taken by tvtry 
member, by the p^fion bill, was of the

t)iat Vy denymg this liberty, and reftraining 
all loans or affiftance of money to foreign 
powers, we made HtlUtnd the market oif 
Europe^ the mart of money to the natians 
on the continent; the Dmtfb would not 
tefufe to furnifli the Emperor whenever he 
aiked it, and it was imprudent to deny the 
fubjeAs tif Britain the advantage that might 
be made of fuch a loan. 

To which the courtiers replied, that this 

bill was promoted with no other view than 
its being abfolutelyneceflary for the peace of 
Europe 5 for there was a fubfcription tranf- 
afting for the fcrvice of the Emperor at this 
time, and no Icfs than 40,000/. raifed for 
his ufe, who could not march his am^e^ 
or doath his troops, without thefe fupplics 
of money \ and it was not jaft or reafonable 
he ihould have fuch affiftance from us, 
againft whom he was mediating a war, 
and projeding a difturbai^ce. 

That It was no objc£kion to the htU, 
chat other princes and ftates were intended 
as well as the Emperor \ but to have named 
him diftinft from all others, would have 
amounted to a declaration of war : befidcs, 
his Majefty would readily grant an allow- 
ance of loans to the king of Portugal^ or 
any other prince in alliance with us.

Dijfentient* 5 
I. Becaufe tne reafons entered 00 our 
Journals the laft lefCon, againft rejeding 
this bill, have had nothing of weight faid 
againft them : and this refufal may be 
looked on by the Commons as an unkind 
and an unprecedented treatment, and may 
too juftly create in them a refentmeat that 
may interrupt the harmony between the 
two HoufeSy which is necelTary for carrying 
on the important afl^airs of the nation* 

- 2. Becdufe it is earneftly defired by the 
people, and fo wifely contrived by a folemn 
oath of purgation, to guard againft ieciet 
corruption in that place ; .where, if ever it 
Aould be prevalent, it^ conferences- would 
be moft pernicioua and exfeafive^ and yf< 

ftiould 
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ibould be expofed to fome uncharitable Aif- 
pt<^oos> if we did not, in this moft avtheo- 
tic manner the conftitation of parliament 
-wiil allowy give an undeniable proof we are 
untainted Mrith it oorfelvet* 

3. Becaufe a member of parliament, who 
is not aihamed to accept a gratuity for afty 
fervice which he is afliamed publtdy to 
avow^ flMift be cqnfcious to hlmiclf, that 
he is guilty of au inunoral aftionj and 
thcre^ne we conceive ourieUes not only 
obliged in poJky, but in confcience^ to 
yield our a^nt to a bill that contains a 
proper expedient in thii limited monarchy, 
to preferve. both the innocei^ce and inde- 
pendency of eleAed legiflators ; and would 
so a great meafure have prevented the 
danger ofan infamous breach of truft of the 

*higheft nature repofed in every fingle memn 
ber of the lower houTe, for the benefit of/ 
the whole community ; which we think a 
crime that ought to be dreaded by us as 
good patriots, and that we are bound to 
abhor as fincere Ghriftians. 

4. Becaufe we cannot but lament the 
lofs of that opportttkty, which, ena^ing 
this bill into a law, we aflure ourfelres his 
Majtfty would have embraced with pai^ 
ticular (atisfa^Hon, of demonftratiog to all 
liis fislQcAsy that he is incapable of fuf- 
fering an improper ufe to be made by any 
of his fervaats of that large revenue, whtch^ 
a parliament, liberal beyond any example 
of their pr^Ueiceflbrs, fo chearfuily gave 
hiffi ; or of entertaining the leaft thought 
himftflf to the prejudice of the liberties or 
properties of hit people, bv any onjuftifia* 
pie influence on their repreftntaiivet • 

The gentlemen on the other fi^e fiud, 
the queftionwas not, whether bribery was 
a bad thing or not; but whether the method 
propofed to put a ftop to bribery was an 
el8fe£lual method, and confifteot with our 
confHtution, 

By this bill every member of the com- 
mons was to fwear, that he would not di- 
reftly or tnditedly receive any reward or 
gratuity from the cruwn during the time of 
his being a miRnber ; or, if he did, that he 
^Muid declare it to the Hoafe o> Commons 
In fourteen dayst and if any member ne- 
gleAed to'take this oath, or took any gra- 
tuity or reward afterwards, and did not de- 
clare it to the Houfe, he was made fubjoft 
to the penalties of' (jerj'ory. 

So that the niefnbers might t^e whit 
rewards or gratuities they pleaied, piovided 
they.dechred whtctbey had taken witbin 
^Hfftee» dtfSf but-tht.biU doet not tJfti- 
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mate what ufe Was to be made of this de^ 
daration ; but whatever ufe was to be 
made of It, it iHuft be by the Houfe of 
Commons only. There the declaratron wae ' 
to bo made } and it^6uld probably be deemed 
a breich of privilege for any perfon in the * 
kingdom to take cognizance of what pafied 
there x it was obfervable alfo, that this ufe ' 
was to be difcretionarv and aititrary ; there * 
was nothing in the bill to reftrain or limit 
the ufe of this declaration ; and if the 
Houfe fliould refer the tonfideration of all 
(iich declarations to the committee of' 
eleftfons, there the merit of the perfoji 
that receives the rewtrd, and the view and 
defign of the crown in giving that reward* ' 
muft come in quefHon : and thoiigh they ' 
(hould be judged of» and determined there 
with the fame honour and juftice as elec« * 
tlons ufually are, yet it was highly proba- 
ble the confe(|^ence of ere^ing fuch a 
judicature would be injurious to the conftt- 
totion ! fuch a power, where ever it ia ' 
placed, muft- draw the fopreme power ' 
after it. 

We ihould do well to confider/ if fuch a 
power i^ottld ever be allowed, hoW far it may 
extend ; it is to comprehend aU rewards and 
gratuities whatever, received dire^ly or' 
iodircAly by any member of the Commons s ' 
there ii nothitag in the power of the crowa 
to grant but may be taken in under thefe' ' 
general woids. There are great offices in 
the kingdom which do not at prefent 
difqualify thofe that hold them from fitting 
in the Houfe of Commons: bat if they 
were coofidered as rewards or gratoitiea 
given by the crown, they would beafieOed 
by this bill; and thofe who hold thera 
made fubje6t to fuch difcTetionary judg- 
ment as ihould, in confequende of thia 
bill, be excrcifed in the Houfe of Com- 
mons. * * 

If the relation of any member ihould be 
advanced to an office, it might be conftrued 
88 a reward indire^ly at le^ft to the mem- ' 
ber, and he made anfwerable to the Houfe 
under the (ufpicion of brib<ery s the Houfe 
might either torn out fuch members at 
corrupt itien; or, by the terror of fuch "^ 
ufage, make tbem fubrervient td their own 
ends.

I << For though (in the worda of a right 
« rev, prAate) thii bill at firft fight, feenia 
«* to be a feif-denying bill, and to feme 
^ particular members may perhaps prove 
^ fo ; yet the Commons, coafidered as an 
«( Houfe of Parliament, will find it, I 
<* fofpe^y a very great enlaiigemcnt of 
*^. power : and, whatever tends to break 
<* the balance between the powers eflieniiar 
*< to this con ftitution, muft fooner or later 
*< prove the ruin of the wh(4c. An inde« 
*< pendent Houfe of Commons, or an inde* 
« pendent Houfe of Lords, is as incon- 
*< fiftent with our conttitution, as an in- 
'* dependent, that is, an abfolute King: 
*< and whoever loves the liberties and laws 
« of his country, wilt no ouire defire to 
*« fee one than the other t let bribery be 
«. puniihed, let corruption be puniflied; 
**• but not by giving ib much ftrength to 
s' one power of this conftitutlon as (hali 
s* make it able to overbear the reft.** 

To this it was replied, that the Roman 
ftate was mined by bribery i that their em- 
perors governed as arbitratrily and tyran- 
nically with the approbation of tbe fenate, 
whofe coofen^ they obtained by bribery 
and corruption, as if there had been no 
febate at all. 

That though this bill fhooM pafs into a 
law, the crown would ftill have power 
enough to reward thofe who deferved of 
their country, onlefs it was fuppofed, that 
every man was tn have a reward who voted 
as the miaifters of the crown directed him : 
that the crown had it (kill in their power 
Co give iuch rewards as was thought proper, 
by granting a pcniion for life to any peribn 
who had done a fignal fervice to bis coun- 
trv, without fabie£ling him to any of the 
forfeitttres or di (abilities in the bill ; and 
thofe who had done fuch fignal fervice 
oi^ht to i|e provided for for Vife^ and not 
to be \e(t df^nd|ent on the caprice of a 
nunifter or favourite.

might be hardy enough lo declare a f«lfitf 
upon oath, where there was no man pre-i 
fent that knew the contrary) yet they 
hclieved no man would have sffurance 
enough to declare upon oath, that he ha^ 
no penfion, in the very fiwe of the man 
who paid him his moneyi and who» upon 
hearing fuch a declaration, rouft know 
and muft. think him a moft abandoned 
villain. In anfwer to that reverend pre<« 
late, that had appeared fe scalous againft. 
the bill, they were far from endeavouring 
to weaken that legaLdepcndence which eatli 
of the branches of our conftitution ha<l 
upon the other two ; nor did theyebfervtf 
any fuch tendency in the bill s all that they 
intended, was to prevent any pernicious and 
corrup/t dependence of theHoufe of Commoof 
upon the fervants or miniftersofrhecrown* 
There was no daufe in the bill that could 
give occafion to the Houfe of Commons, ta 
aiTume a new or extraordinary power $ it 
was indeed provided by this bill, that every 
member, refuftng tb take the Aid oath^ 
fhould by his refofal^ forfeit his feat ia 
parliament: this bill fubjefted the mem- 
ber to a forfeiture, it is true ; but gave n<k 
new power to the Hottfr, except that of 
adminiftering the oath : if he had fuch n 
penfion, he was by former laws declared 
incapable of having a feat in parliaments 
fotnat all that was new in this bill, wis 
only a new method of difcovering, whetbeif 
a man was capable- of being a member bf 
the laws of the realm already'made or not.. 
If the gratuity he had received from the 
crown did ndt di fable him to continue n 
member by former laws, tbe Houfe could 
not by any claufe in tbe bill detennine thae 
to be an incapacity which wa» not declared 
fo by former difabling laws. 

They could not from any words in thitf 
bill aifuroe a /power of judgment whether 
any peribn, receiving a gratuity from the 
crown, deferved fuch a gratuity or netf 
they could only determine, 'vshether the 
accepting fuch a gratuity came nnderany 
of the difabling laws in being : and without 
fuch declaratidn, where the Houfe conM 
prove, that a man had accepted an office or 
gratuity, which fubje^ted him to any legal 
incapacity, tbey were alreadr i«dges, and 
could 4eclare hi!^ feat in parliament vacant 
by the laws formerly en^fttd : A> that ««ll 

that 
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ttiat Wdis intefldcd in the bill before them 
wasy anew method of difcovering whether 
any of their members had fallen under the' 
defcription of any former lawsy difabling 
perfoTis from Acting or voting in the Houfe 
of Commbns. Thefe difabling lawa were 
certainly thought reafonable, or they would 
not have been cnaAed ; they were deemed 
hecei&ry for the prefervation of the con- 
ftitiition : and if the methods formerly pro- 
vided ^were found infufficient for difcovering 
chofeiiicapacitieSy new methods muft be 
tontrived for the difcovery of them ; which 
was the only intention of the bill before

than (U the reft : and fuch fcenes of vil- 
lan^ have been difcovered fince, in the 
management of the corporation, as none 
of the bubbles in the South Sta year 1720 
can parallel.

Becaufe the French and 
Dutch carry their rum and Uipa diic^y to 
any ports in Europe or Americetj wheresi 
the Britifi fubje^s are obKged to carry their 
goods firfl to EngfarJ, whereby they lofc " 
their market, and are put Xf extraordinsny 
expences: and further, that die /r^' and ' 
Britljb northern colonies fupply the Frtnck 
and Dutch fugar iilands with lumber, bet^

It being moved in the Houfe of Com- 
tnons to thank his Majefty for his fpeech, 
and to cxptefs their fatisfaaioA. at the pre* 
lent fituation of aftairr; to declare they 
would chearfully raife the fupplies; and in 
the raifing and diftribution of the revenue 
they woaU purfue fuch meafures as (hould 
conduce moft to tho etle of their fellow-

The fame fellion a memorial of the 
council and reprefeotatives of the Maffk" 
cbujets bay in New-England was prefented 
to the Houfe, complaining of the difficul-

datioiis that were on every fide., But wOr 
have not room to enumerate more particu- 
lars of the damage done before fix o^clock. 
in the evening^ about which time it abat« 
ed ; nor indeed is it necelTary ; for the ef- 
fedls of it were perceived in much the fame 
manner, at the fame time, in every cor*, 
ner of the kingdom, and confequently by 
all its inhabitants. But we rauf^ not omit 
the good, occafioned by this dreadful tarn* 
peft, to the harbour of Wijbicbt which is' 
deepened by the freihes to above fifteen foot 
water, fo that tfiips come up to the town» 
which faving lighterage, has been of great 
fervice to the ^rade of that part.

That the fenfe of the nation vras beft 
knoufn in the choice of their reprefeata- 
tives \ and he was perfuaded their be- 
baviour would demon ftrate to the world 
the onfhaken fidelity and attachment of 
bis good fubjeds to his perfon and goyem- 
ment. 

That if their expences were in fome 
degree increafed, to prevent greater he 
hoped' his good fubjeds would, not repine 
at the neceflary means of procuriog the 
bleflings of peace, or of putting themfelves 
in a condition to a£l that part which it 
. might be neceflary for them to uke. 

A motion was maie in the Houfe of 
Lords to return his Nfajefty thanks for his 
Ipeechy.and to ackao«ledge his Majefty*s 
can; of hfs people, in preventing their be- 
ing ttnneceflarily engaged in war, and con- 
certing meafores with the Stater General 
for reftoriog the pnblic tranquility: that 
^ was to be i^cribed only to his Majefiy*s 
ancommoa irigitince for the welfare of his 



peopk| and the Mpofe of ChriftaAMt that 
the faluury work he was oogaged in was fa 
far advanced: that they trofted in tha 
good harmony which fubfifted between him 
and the States General: and^aSiired hia 
Majeftf they would fupport bin in all 
fuch meafures as might be neceflary ias 
fecuring the hleflings of peace, or putting 
the nation In a condition to a€k another 
part } and then convince the world, by a 
fteady courfe of loyalty, that they confi* 
^ered the maintenance 'of the^r religtoa 
and liberties, as being involved in the fup- 
port of hia MajjBAy*t perfon and govem* 
ment. 

An amendment was propofed to the ad* 
drefs, vi«. that all the intermediate para- 
graphs between the firft and laft AoaM be 
left out, which occafioned a wamt dehafee. 
The queftioa being put to agree to the 
amendment, it was refolved in the negal^ 
tive, 89 againft 37 ; aa4 the addreis was 
prefented in the terms firft propoled* 

Jan, %j. An addiefs, anfwering evcqf 
particular in his MajeftyV fppcfh, being 
moved for in the Houie of Commons, and 
his Majefty*s wifdom and goodneis in the 
condo£l of affairs highly appkaded thecein ; 
this occafioned a confiderable debtfe in that 
Houfe, where much the fame aiguraenta 
were ufed on both fides as had been ofiered 
in the Houfe of Peers { but at length the 
addrefs was agreed to^without any amend- ' 
ment, 265 againft 185; and the addrefa 
was prefimted to his Majefty onthe29da 
inftant. 

Books were opened at the bank by pnblie 
authority, on the lOth inftant, for taking 
fobfcriptions for a loan of sico,opo/. to he 
made to the Emperor on (ecurity of the 
filver mines in 3ii^M j and the fnbictiptaoia 
was filled in three hours time, and Ama 
after bore a premium. 

Jan, 30. Some noblemen and gentlemen 
met at a French tavern in Suff^-firea^ and 
had an entertainment of calves heads, fome 
of which they drefled up in bloody cloths^ 
and expofed ihem to the mob, whom thejr

Feb<. 20. This day being appointed for 
talcing into confideration the petition pre- 
fen ted by fix Swtcb peen; the dulces of 
Buccleuib and Jttbol took notice, that the 
petition was conceived in fuch general 
tennSy that they could not determine 
whether the petitioners defigned to contro- 
irert the laft ele£tion of the fixteeii peers ; 
aod deliced that point might be cleared up, 
before they proceeded any fuftberi and 
thereupon a motion was made, that the 
petition ifaould be adjourned to a ihort day ; 
aJid the pttitioners ihould be ordered to 
declare againft that day, whether they in- 
tended to controven the laft ele^ion of all 
the fixteen peers to reprefcnt the peerage of 
SicotUni, or the ele£Hon of any, and which 
«f them. 

The lord Chancellor accordingly ac- 
quainted the petitioners, by letter, with 
the Older of the Houfe \ and thereupon the 
petitioners figned a declaration, Aewing, 
that they did not intend to controvert the 
ele€Uon of the Hxtten peers, or any of 
them, but to lay before their lordiKips the 
eTidence of fuch fads, and undue methods, 
mentioned in general in their petition, as 
appeared to them dai^eroua to the con- 
fbtution. 

The petitioners hereupon mentioned fe- 
veral illegal pra^iCfes at the laft eledion in 
their anfwer, vac* 

That a lift of the ftxteen peer* hkd been 
liramed by peifons in high truft long before 
the eledion. 

That the peers were foHclted to vote for 
the crown-lift without alteration. 

That premiies of penfions and offices 
were made them, and fums of moniey 
oft'ered for their votes, and adually given 
to fome voters. 

That on the daypfeleftion a battallion 
was drawn up in the Abbey court, and 
kept under aims, from nine in the morning 
till nine 9X night, when the eledion ended j 
foe no other reaibn than to overawe the 
eledion, as they could fee. 

And thefe ihftances of undue pradices 
they hoped would fatisfy their lordfhips, 
that they had juft reafon to petition them 
to take tnit matter into tbeir confideration, 
to preferve the freedom of eledions. 

A taodon being made, that the petition* 
ers had not complied with the order of the 
Houfe, at was carried in the affirmative. 

Then anocher motioa was msde, that

the petition bedifmUTcd; which vnl like- 
wife carried in the afiirmative. 

There were warm debates oh thefe mo- 
tions i and, on difmifting the petition, a 
proteft was made. ' 

An attefted copy of the proteftsihadc by , 
the Scotch lords at Edikiurght oil the day of 
eledion (as to the illegality of that elec* 
tion), being produced, and a motioh made 
by a noble lord, that it might bt read; 
another motion was made by the oppofite 
party, that the Houfe adjourn> it being then 
ten at night. 

It was refolved to adjourn. > 

Feb* 21. A motion being made fot^a (e- 
led committee to inquire into the accompts 
of the navy \ it was, after a long debate» 
refolvcd in the negative, ig^ againft i68. 

Feb* 26. It was propoied to add a claufe 
to the mutiny-bill \ that perfons inliftlng, 
altering their minds when tjiey wer^ brought 
before a juftice of peace to take the oaths, 
ihould be difchargcd on paying the money 
and charges the recruiting-officer had ad- 
vanced: after fome debate a claufe of that 
tenor was ordered to be inferted in the 
bUi. 

Feb, 2S. A moft curious ftitue of his 
majefty George 11. by the famous Mr. Ryf- ■ 
bracks carved out of a block of white 
marble that weighed eleven tons, and was^ 
formerly taken from the French by Sir 
George Rooie, was fet up in the great pa- 
rade of the Royal Hofpital at Grtemoich, at 
the expence of Sir Job* JimAngs the go-^ 
vernor. 

The princeis Sobiejki died at jftMne lately, 
and was carried to £er interment with iiX 
the folemnity formerly paid to ChrifihA 
queeii of Stoeden ; her death was lamented 
by all, particularly the pope, who requefted 
he might have her heart to keep in an urn 
of gold. V 

It being moved that 56,250/. be gruitcd 
to his Majefty on account of the fubfidy 
payable to the king of Denmark, purfuant 
to the treaty of the 19th of September 17349 
it was, after fome debate, reiolved in the 
affirmative. 

From Madrid came idvice, that two of 
the fervants of the Portugal ambaflador

the river, and carried it a furlong and a 
half, and a hurdle from a iheepfold over 
the tops of the houfes : it continued but a 
fliort time, extended uot above a mile, and 
ended in afulphurfeous fmell.

Britain 4ind Ireland. 

, A\\ the charity>fchools, except thofe of 
St. Margarety Wefimmpery and at Norton- 
Falgatey have been fct up fince the year 
1697. There are at prefent within the bills 
of mortality. 132 fchools; boys in them, 
3 1 58, girls, 1965 J in all 5123. The num- 
ber of children educated lince their begin- 
ning to 1734, is 21,399 y of which 8678 
have been put out apprentices, and 7598 
to fervices, the reft provided for by their 
parents, &c. The other charlty-fchools in 
Jbtgiand are .in number 1329 ; the boys 
educating therein 19,506, girls 39x5* The 
fchools in Scotland ^rc 109 : the boys 3009, 
girls 1047. The fchools in Ireland 168 5 
boys 2406, girls 6co. Total in England, 
Scotland y and Ireland ; fchools 1738, chil- 
dren educating 35,606. 

' An Account of^be Hofpttali in Lopdon. 

There were 11 38 children were boarding 
and educating in Cbrifi*s hofpital; 125 were 
put out apprentices laft year, and eight 
died in the hofpltai. In St. Bartbolemeno^s 
hofp!t%l, 4803 perfons, as well foreigners 
as natives, were laft year cured, and many 
oP'them relieved with money to carry them 
t& their habitations} 316 died, and 684 



were remaining under cure s la all 5S03. 
In St. Ti>emtfx*8 hofpital there were 4688 
perfons cured and relieved in like nanner, 
307 died, and 666 remained under care; in 
all for one year 5661. At Bridewell, 315 
miferable and indigent people were fuftained 
and relievedf and ninety-one apprentices 
brought up in divers arts and trades. At 
Bethlem, 140 diftrafled perfoni were ad- 
mitted, of which 107 were cured, and thirty 
three died | there were remaining 197 pa- 
tients.

iobllrud); the. execution of the laws, and 
xiol^te the peace of the kingdom : and that 
thefe didurbers had levelled th'eir feditioii 
ttgainft' the Parliament, as well as his Ma* 
jefty, endeavouring to render ineffeftual 
fome aCts of the whole legiflatore : but 
liis Majefty thought it unnecelTary to in- 
lar|0 OA a fulye^ of this natur«> fince, b^ 



the cooftant tenour of their condu^ they 
had /hewn, that they confidercd the fupporC 
of his Authority, and the fecuriry of hit 
govetmment, as infeparable from the pre* 
^rvation of the public tranquility, and their 
own fafety. 

Addrefles were hereupon drawn up, and 
prefeuted to his Majefty by each Houfe,' in 
which they feemed to concur with the* 
fpeech in every article \ have been agreed 
upon withodt any debate or divHion. ~

A motion was made in the Houfe of 
Commons by ff^lliam Pultetiey, elq. on the 
%^d, and in the Houfe of Lords on the 2'5th 
inftant, by the lord Cartaret, to addrefa bis 
M-ajefty 'to fettle 100,000/. per annum on 
the prince of ffales : which occafioned -a 
long debate ; whereupon a copy of a mef^ 
fag^i from his Majefty to the Prince in wri- 
ting was produced, of the following tenor-: 
That his MajaAy had -given orders fur 
fettling a jointure on the prinocfs of fyalft 
fuitable to her high rapk and digitity, which 
he would Jay before the Parliament, inpr^ 
der to render it efFe£l.ual : aod that thuugh 
his Royal Highoefs had not thought fit, by 
any application to his Majcfty, to defire*, 
that 'his allowance of 50,000/. per antitnt, 
which 'wi»8 paid by monthly payments at 
the choice of his R^oyal Highnefs, might . • 
he rendered left precarious ; hvi Majelly^ 
to prevent the bad confequences which 
might follow theundutlful meafures which 
his Majefty was informed his Royal High- 
nefs' had been advifed to purfve, would u 
grant to "his Highnefs, for his Majefty** 
life, the'faid ^OyOOoL fer annum, to he if- . 
fuing out *of the civil IHl revenue, oveif 
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l|ft j dWtf hit Highneft*8 revenues of the 
^uchy of Cornwall I which his Majefty 
ihought a very competent alloiVance, ton* 
/idering his nnmeroot iflue, and the great 
cxpencea which, muft naturally attend aii 
lionoorable provifion fqr his whole family. 

To which meifage the Prince returned a 
Verbal anfwiir, importing, that ho defired 
the Lords who brought it, to lay him> with 
all humility, at his Majefty*8 feet ) and to 
aflare bis Majefty, that he had, and ever 
Should retain the utmofi duty to his royal 
berfon s that he was very thankful for any 
mftance of his M^^efty^s goodnefs to him 
Or the Princefs ; and particlularly for his 
^ajefty^s gracious intention of fettling a 
jointure on her Royal llighneis : but that 
as to the meflage, the aft'air was now out 
of his hands, and therefore he cOuld give 
no anfwer to it. 

The debates being fii)iflied, and the 
King*s mefiage, with the Princess anfwer, 
being read in the Houfe, the queftion was 
{>nt to addrefs his Majefty to fettle loo,cx3o/. 
per annum on the Prince, which was re- 
folved in tbe negative in the tioufe of P^ers, 
303 againft 40. . 

In tbe Houfe of Commons alfo it was re- 
folved in the negative^ 234 againft 104. 

Againft the refolution for not addreffirtg 
his Majefty fevexal Lords entered a protein, 
fbr the following reafons, among feveral 
Others : 

That the honour and inteteft of the i)a- 
tion, the crown and royal family, could be 
* concerned in nothing more than in having 
a due and independent provifion made for 
the firft born fon an<i heir-appdrent to the 
crown. 

Becaufe, in the late King*8 reigQ, 
ldo,ooo/. ^er annuwi clear of all deduc- 
tions, was fettled on his prefent Majefly,. 
iRrhen prince of H^alet, out of a civil lift of 
700,000/* per annum* 

Becaufe nis prefent Majefty had funds to 
tompofe a civil lift of 800,000/. per annumy 
which bring in at leaft ^oo,oooA per ann, 
Which large civil lift w%s given on pre- 
fumption loq^oool* per annum would be fitft- 
tled on the Prince. And they conceived 
the prefent princefs of ff^ales ought to h:ive 
the like jointure (of ioo,doo/. pet annum} 
as her Majefty had,- when princefs of 
^•/«. 

Becaufe it had always been the policy 
of this country, and care of I'arliament, 
that a fuitable provifion, independent of 
the crown, ihoold be made for the heir 
tpparent ; and if this qoeftioQ had pafTed 
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in the affirmative, It would h«T6 prevented 
all future un£ifineis.

About 
twelve o'clock her Majefty's ccrpfit was- re- 
moved fron\ St, Jltfiwr's palace in a new 
hearfe made for that piarpofe, .and covered 
with {xurple velvet; drawn by eight of her 
MajeAy'^s coach horfes, covered with velvet. 
They went out at Buckingham-gate^ through 
yames'fireet, Totbill-fireet', the Broad SanC' 
tuary, Uruon-Jireet, and into Palace-yarekf 
the kettle-drums and trumpets belonging 
to the guards attended, ajid fev^cal of the 

coache^ 
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toadies and' fix horfes belonging' to the 
royal family^ and efcorted by a party of the 
horfe guaixls, with twelve yeomen, and 
twelve flambeaux, carried by her own foot- 
men. 

4rhe funeral of her late Mi^elly was 
iperformed between the hours of fix and 
A'me oVlock at night, from the prince's 
chamber to king Henry the VIIth*s chapel, 
Vfith ' great folemnity, peace, an J order ;

The ground thus rifen was twenty-fix yardi 
broad ^ the flone key or wharf, which waj* 
computed at 2463 tons, rofe entire and 
whole, twelve feet higher than its former 
pofition (but rent a little in the front) and 
was forced forward towaids the fea twenty

Tention wai concluded, and ratified, 'be- 
tween him and the limgof Spazn^ who had 
obliged hlmfelf to make fep^iratidn to his 



fubjefis for jtheir loflet, by a certain fiipu- 
lated payment ; and plenipotentiaries were 
appointed for regulating allthofe grievances 
and abufes which had hitherto interrupted 
the BrUifl> commerce and navigation in the 
American feas \ and for fettling all matters 
in difpute, in fuch a manner as might for 
the future prevent and remove all nevr 
caufesand pretences of complaint; which 
convention, with the feparate articles, he 
would order to be laid before them : and if 
all the ends which were to be hoped for, 
even ixom fuccefsful arms, coald be obtain- 
ed without plunging the nation into a war, 
it muft be thought by all reafonable and 
unjyrejudiced perWe, the moft defirable 
event. 

He wiflied the poilure of aflfairs would 
have permitted him to retrench the public 
expences, for which he was. obliged to de« 
mand fupplies \ but he did not doubt, 
their afFe6iio\i for him would induce them 
to grant him fuch fuppliei as were necefiary- 
for the honour and fecurity of the king* 
dom 2 

And recommended it to them not to 
fufterany prejudices or animofities to have 
a ihare in their deliberations. 

The fame day a motion was made in the 
Houfe of Lords, to anfwer his Majefty'a 
fpeech verbatimy and applaud the conve»* 
tion, and all the meafures that had beea 
taken to efFeA it ; and it was prefented ac* 
cordingly.

new enjoyed unrivaled by others : And they 
were induced to ho^e, from his Majefly^s 
j^temal care of his fubje£ts, fupported by 
Uie vigorous refolutions of both Hoofes of 
Parliament, and the equipment of a very 
fuBwerful fleet, that his Majefty^s trading 
lttbje£b would not only have received full 
frti&fa^on for their lofles, occafioned by 
die depredations of Spain ; bnt alio an un- 
mmbted fecurity for their commerce for the 
time to come : And that a reafonable and 
tdeqoate reparation would likewife have 
beeft obtained, for the barbarities and in- 
human cruelties exercifed by that nation 
•n the BngRjh feaitaen ; but beg leave to 
teAify their great concern and furprixe, to 
find by the convention, that the Spaniards 
are fo far from ^ving up their unjuft pre-

degree admitted, that fuch a precarioal 
fTtuatlon muft inevitably expofe the trade 
in the American Teas to' continual interrupt 
tions and alarms, as well as to ieverat 
loflTes: and to thefe unhappy caufes thryr 
apprehended, the prefent low ftate of the 
Brl'ijb colonies might, in a great meafure^. 
be alcribed. And having thus reprefented 
the fatal confcquences of leaving the treedom - 
of navigation any longer in fufpenfe^ they 
humbly hoped, ' this honourable Houfe 
wduld take it into mature deliberation, and 
do therein as to their great wifdom ihall 
feem meet. 

The Wrfi'India merchants, and the city 
of Briftol, prefented petitions of the like 
tenor.

The declaration made by Don Sebaflian

Wherefore npoa 
this firm fuppofition, and that 'it might 
not be eluded on any motive or pretext 
whatfoever, his Catholic Majefty had heea 
induced thereto.

We received advice about this time, that 
Edward Trelawny, efq. governor of %-< 
maica^ on the ift of March, 173S, had 
made a peace with the rebellions negroes ot 
that illand ; whereby it was agreed.

be made for the redreft of the grievances 
complained of; particularly, that the free- 
dom of navigation in the American feas 
would be fo effedualiy fecured, that his 
fubjefts might enjoy unmolefted their un- 
doubted right of navigating and trading 
from one part of the Britijk dominions to 
another, without being liable to be ftoppcd, 
Vifited, or fearched ; they depended alfo, 
that in the treaty to be concluded, the ut- 
moA regard would be had to the adjufting 
the limits of his Majef^'s dominions in 
America i and gave his Majefty the fhongeft 
aflurances that, in cafe his juft expectations 
ihould not be anfwcred, they would hear- 
tily and zealouHy concur in fuch meafures 
as (hould be neceflary to vindicate his Ma- 
Jefty*s honour, and preferve to his fubje£ts 
the full enjoyment of thofe rights, to which 
they were entitled by treaty, and the law 
•of nations.

The Commons^ in complianoe ynth the 
iaid motion, voted 70,583/, for the fubfidy 
to Dentnarl^ and 500,000/. for aogmentins 
the forces in any exigency.

part of Spain, of the convention, an high 
indignity to his Majefty, and an injuftice 
to the nation. 

B&t the previous queftion being put, it 
was carried againft putting the main quef- 
tion, fixty-three to forty-four, 
whereupon a proteftviras entered. 

Dijfentient' 5 
Befaufe we think the main queftion, 
fhould have been put, and pafTed in the af- 
firmative, fince every Lord agreed, that it 
fvas ftridlly true : and we are convinced, by 
the experience of many years, that th^ 
council's of the adminiftration, far from 
procuring any reparation and fatisfaftion for 
the iiifults and injuries this nation has re- 
ceived, have only cxpofed it to further dif- 
honour and contempt. 1 

The duke of Bolpitt-Cotfrp, \ aged thir- 
tyhine, died^bout this time, andwas fuc- 
ceeded by his only fon, born Fet, l, 17281 
vhofe mother was theeldeft daughter of the\ 
czar Peter the Great, by his laft wife Ca- 
tharine (afterwards emprefs ofRuJ/ta.)

June I. The' conferences between the

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toking the privilege granted that company

Mexico, that he might procure himfelf the 
payment of the fum in queftion. 

We received advice about the fame time^ 
that the Spaniards at fort St. Augufiin 'xt\ 
Floridly had publiihed a proclamation, pro* 
mifing freedom to all white iervants and ne^ 
*groe$ belonging to Carolina and Georgia^ 
that would defert over to them, and had aU 
lotted fuch deferters lands near Su^u^fifn^ 
where above 700 Britijh flavcs had alreadjr 
been received. 

About the fame time the £mperor aQ4. 
the French king entered into an olTenfivc 
and defenfive alliance % this probably the 
£mperor did, to exprefs his refentmen^ 
againft Great Britaitf and the States Gene- 
ral, who refufed to aifift him in the pre-* 
ceding. war with France, Spain, and Sardi-^ 
nia, but fuffered him to be deprived of hi^ 
Italian dominions^ though they had gua- 
ranteed them to his Imperial majefiy and 
his heirs. 

A difcourfe of a war 'whh Spain, .zn^ 
preparations for the fame, which continued 
through the month. Ten regiments were 
ordered to be embarked from ^reland^ Tern 
thoufand additional land forces were, to bft 
Jevied, and incorporated with the other re- 
giments.

By this aft, every perfon who fets up any 
private lottery, fale, or raffle, to be deter- 
mined by lot or drawing, whether out of a 
box or w|iee), or by cards, dice, or any ma- 
chine or device whatever, ihall, on convic- 
tion before any juftic^ of peace, on the oath 
of one witnefSi forfeit aoo/. to be levied by

Francis Godolphin, efq. made lieutenant- 
governor of theifle of Sctlly. 

At this time there were upwards of 260 
members in the Houfe of Commons who 
had places under the government, with fa- 
laries from 250/. to 1 1,000/. a year. 

July 21. Notice \%as given by the Jordtf 
of the Admiralty, that letters of marque^ 
of general reprifals, againflf the ihips, goods, 
arid fubjefts of the king of Spain, were 
ready to be IHijed j and thirteen or four- 
teen letters of marque were grafted the 
fame month. ^ 

The right honourable Sir William Tonge^ 
bart. and knight of the Bath, made cufloi 
rotulorum of the county of Carnarvon, 

A large hbrfeman's fword, which was 
fuppofed to be" made between three and 
four hundred years ago, was dbg up near 
the (liore of the Woolftaple, where the 
abutments, of the new bridge were to be 
built. It had a bafket hilt, and thepomel 
as big as a fmall tnrhep ; and although it had 
been buried in the diore fo,long, under 
water for the moft |Jart of the time, the 
goodnefs of the fteel had prevented its 
being much injurerf, Sfeveralantient coins 
were likewifc dug up, particularly one of the 
emperor Dcmitian, of copper ; al fo feveral 
coins of copper and Brafs of qiieen Elixa- 
hethy king Janes I. and king Charles 1. 

July 26. The Parliament which ftood 
prorogued to Thurfday, Aug, ^, was order- 
ed to be further prorogued to 7'turfday, 

' Gg-^ The 
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Tbtembarg* was ordered to be taken off 
the /hippingy and the next day the Admi- 
ralty ieot diredioni to all the (ea ports aC' 
cordinglf. 

Au£ufi0 Mr. Ktetie declared to the court 
of Spain, tl^at though the King hit mafter 
liad permitted hiilubjedt to make reprifals, 
he would not be underftood thereby to have 
broken the peace ; and that a^ foon as his 
Catholic Majefty flipuld be difpofed to make 
the fatitfadlion demanded of him^ reprifals 
Aould ceafe. 

To which the Spanl/h minifter^ anfwered, 
that their King was verv far from confider- 
ing things in the fame light as the court of 
Vreat Britain did, and therefore could not 
help looking on the making reprifals as an 
a£l of hoiiility» and hoped, with the af- 
fiibnce df heaven, and his allies, he (hould 
be able to fopport a good caufe. 

The marquis de Fetielorif the French am- 
l>afl*a4or at the Hague, at the fame time de- 
clared, that the King his mailer was obliged 
hy treaties to fend an army to the afliftance 
of the king of Spain, if he was attacked by 
land, and a fquadron of men of war, if he 
vras attacked by fea ; and therefore he muft 
look upon them at hit enemies, who were 
cnemiet to hit Catholic Majefty : and dif- 
iuaded the Statet General from taking the 
part of Great Britain* 

To which the miniftert of the States an- 
fwercd, that they had refolved to take no 
part in the 'differences of thofe powers ; but 
that they muft,' however, fend fuch forces 
to the affiftance of Great Britain as they 
Were obliged to do by their treaties, if they 
were required. 

' About the fame time we received advice, 
that the Sba Nadir, ufually called Kouli 
Kan, had invaded India, and penetrated in- 
to the heart of that country ; whereupon 
the Turks were at liberty to recal their 
troops from Perfia, and bend their whole 
force againft the Chri(Hans s that the Im- 
|>erialift8 had been defeated at Krojka near 
Belgrade \ and that the turki had laid fiege 
to tnat city. 

Aug, i6« Hit grace the duke of Athot 
wat received at King in Man, by the inha- 
hitaitantsofthat ifland, with great expref- 
fiont of joy. The firing the great guns was 
heard diftindly on the coaft of Galloway, 

The'{>rince of Naffau'Dillinglfourg died ; 
whereby hit' principality in Germany de- 
volved on the prince ofOrange» 

Sept, 5. ^ir Tbomas Giraldino, the ^^- 
ni/h ambafladdr at thit court, fet out for 
Ji^er, accompanied' by Mr^ Terry, the 



king of Spain* agent for the Afitatm ceft« 
tr^dt, on their way home. Hit ExceUcnor 
had an ordsr from hit grace the duke onT 
Nrmcapie to the King^t agent of the pac- 
quet bo-its at the fa&d port, to accommo- 
date them with a boat for Calais, if re* 
quired. At foon at they took ccacb, a 
Spanijb courier, ready mounted, rode off* 
with an exprefs to Madrid, to acquaint the 
court of Spain with their departure. M.U 
Keene left Madrid about the fame time. 

Sept, xo. Thit night wat a moft vio- 
lent ftorm of lightning and thunder, ac- 
companied with an exceflive rain. The 
flaihes of lightning were at quick, and at the 
ianie time as ftrong, at perhaps were ever 
known in this part of the world \ thoo^ 
the thunder was not fo violent. It began 
at feven o*clock in the evening, and the 
flafhes continued, more or left, till twelve 
at night. The next day the wind was ex- 
ceeding high from morning till niglit, 
which did confiderable daauge to the dip- 
ping, Gfr. 

We had an account from Bremen, that 
about half an hour paft one in the morn- 
ing, the lightning ftruck into their fort 
called Broide, which flood near and covered 
the bridge between the old and new cities, 
and above forty thoufand pounds of gun- 
ipowder laid up there, took fire, and blew 
up the whole fort, with feveral adjacent 
houfe and mills, and fpfeading over both 
cities, fet fire in about twenty-five different 
places, which put all the inhabitants under 
a great conilcmation : but a heavy rain fal- 
ling, and by the help of the people, the 
flamet round about were happily extin- 
gui filed: About forty perfons living near 
the fort were killed, and near xooo hoaiea 
damaged. 

By the South Sea company*! anfwer to 
the Spanifli mani fefto, as far at relates to 
the 63,ooo/. faid to be due from the com- 
pany to hit Catholic Majefty, it is faid, it 
is manifeftiy made out, that on the balance 
of accountt there wat due from the crown 
of Spain to the company above 230,000^ a 
fufficient reafon for their general court to 
refufe the payment of the 68,ooo/. de- 
manded. 

Sept, 12. Peace was concluded between 
the Emperor and the 7«r*r, by the me- 
diation of France ; wherein it vras agreed, 
that the Imperialiftt /hould yield up B4' 

frade and Servia to the Turks j and that the 
^anuhe and the Save fhould be the boundary 
of the two empires , that the B^nnat and 
town of Tamefwaer (hould rcmaia in the 
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pof&ffioa of the Binperor» together with 
Meadia : and that the caftle and f«rtifica- 
tions oi Belgrade fhoald be demoliihed. 

This peace was made by the Emperor 
without including his ally the Ruffians ; for 
which he made an apology to the Czarina : 
and indeed he was compelled to it by a 
kind of peililence, which deilroyed his ar- 
4iiy ", and though the Ruffianx were every 
where viftorious, they found themfelves 
ijnder a necelBty of purchkling a peace, by 
the ceffion of AJoph^ and all their con- 
quers on the Black Sca^ to the Turks foon 
after. 

^n ambaflador arrived at Lwddn from 
France about this time, and offered his me- 
diation between Great Britain an^ Spain \ 
which not being accepted, he declared hi^ 
mafter would aifift the Spaniards againft 
Great Britain, 

Sept* 1 5* Advice came fron) the Dcwns^ 
that admiral Bakben, with the Namur, 
B.uffel^ Buckingham, Prince of Orange, Su- 
ferb, Orjord znd'Lyon men of war, were 
iailed from thence for Spirbead, to join the 
Kent, Lenox, Elixabetb, £f^% which laft 
Ihips left admiral Vernon^ who was bound 
for Jamaica, and arrived at SpUbead about 
three weeks ago, in order to join Sir John 
J4orris'% f^uadron. 

Sept* 16. His Majcfty's fliips theTjf^rr, 
Mercury, Duke and Anne fire-fhips, and the 
Salamander bomb-ketch, fet fail from the 
Downs for the Mediterranean ^wxth the fleet 
of merchant-ihips bound to Lifiton, OpartOy 
jLegborn, &c» under a convoy. 

Sept, 10. The king of Spain granted 
commiilions to cruize upon the Englijb, 
i<§i3ed the £ngWb ihipping in his ports, and 
make pY»es of all the merehant-ihips his 
mtn of war met with at fea.

The Thames was froze over, fo that multi- 
tudes of people walked acrofs it above 
bridge, and a great many booths were ere^ 
ed upon it.

been known there in the memory of man | 
there fcarce ever having been more ihips in 
the river at one time, than -now : water 
and coals excefiive dear ; though coals weitt 
2i. a bufliel at London, water was a greater 
expence than coals.

, A great -ftorm happening foon af^er Sir 
Cbafoner bgh and the land forces failed to

Nov»"i» This night was amoftoreadful 
hurricane, which continued from between 
iive and Hx >'clock to ten or eleven, and 
^d a great deal of mifchief, as well on the 
river, as in and near London- At fix, a 
ilack of chimnies belonging to the reyercnd 
Mr. Dormer, who kept a boarding-fchool at 
Kenfington, foil down upon the houfe, and 
by their great weight noadp their way quite 
into the cellar: Mt.^ Dorjner was in the 
room next under the garret, and a ion of 
Sir Richard Mill, hart, with him; Mrs. 
Dormer, was in the room 4inder them) and 
another fon of Sir Richard^s with * her, 
being juft come down from his brother, and 
they were all covered with the ruins : Mr. 
Dofmer and hijB wife were both killed, but 
the two young gentlemen were taken out 
alive, very much bruifed. The reft 0^ the 
boarders were happily at another part of 
the houie. About eight, one of the fpires 
of Weftminiler^abbey was blown down : as 
was alfo great part of Hyde-park wall, be- 
' tween Kenjington and Hyde'^ari corner. 
About ten, part of the houf^ of Mr. Prince, 
of Hollia-ftreet, Cavendijh-Jquare, was blown 
down, and the maftef and fervants efcaped 
nvith the utnioft hazard of their lives. At 
the coach and horfes ale-houf6 in Brook- 
firtety Grejyenar'fyuare^ a ftackpfchimnib 



fell into a room where (even men were ixin%Lm 
ing, and killed one Tbamoi QauU on ti|i^ 
fpoty and lyruifed fome of the reft. At the 
Royal-Exchange a brick chimney was in a 
vety furpriaing meaner parted, and tamed 
almoft ro.undy where it bung by an iroi^ 
hold-faft till SundMintht. a^rnoon, wkex| 
fonie w^>rkmen Were employed to take i€ 
down. In the Blae-cott hofpital two ftacks 
of chimnies fell on the roof of one of the 
wards, broke throu^, and alarmed them 
very much, but did no other damage. A 
great maiiy other chimnies were blowa 
down, the tiling ftripto^'the houfes in moll 
places; and in fhort a greater defolation 
has .not been known for many years. Bat 
the damage on the water was much mors 
confiderahle : fm- we had moft melancholy 
accounts from Lynn, Tarmoutf}, and feveral 
other places, that many {hips and veiTels 
were loft, and others very much damaged \ ' 
that fome were without mafts, fome with* 
out anchors, and fome without men, an 4 
feveral dead bodies were drove aihore. A 
pafTage-boat going from Sheftnefi to Cba^ 
tbam was loft, and feventeen or eighteen 
people drowned. Captain John PedJie, who 
lately made a brave defence againft a 5^tfiu^ 
privateer, unfortunately loft his Aip, the 
Prince of Orange, in the Margate Road $ of 
which, among the reft, he gave the followr 
ing particulars ; " At ' ten we drove aftior^ 
on a ledge of rock^ calli^d the NayRns, where 
we lay till twelve, Sunday noon, when mer- 
chant Brooks got. two boat9 c^ted from to 
windward of the wreck. The ftiip had not 
been half an hour onfhore, before the iVern. 
cabbin, and round-houfe, broke in pieces* 
We then got to the fore-ci^ljc, and by mom<^ 
ing all was gone abaft the windlafs. Thus 
twenty-three of us continued, the fea 
making a fre(h paflage over us fourteen 
hours. Five pe'riftied with cold before we got 
oflT, and I could not have forvived an hour 
longer. I loft the ufe of my limbs, and 
wrote this in bed, wbere by having hot 
cloths applied to me, I am much recover- 
ed. I have not faved any thing. Thft 
height of the gale was at north, and the 
people here fay, they never knew fo vio- 
lent a gafe." Amidft the damages fuftained 
by the violence of this ftorm, it was a con* • 
folation to hear, that the fleet under Sir 
Cbaloner Ogle in great meafure efcaped its 
fury ; and that very little of it was felt to 
the weftward, our letters from Plymcuth, 
Dartmouth, Falmouth, Sec, making no men- 
tion of any lofTcs fuftained there b^' th^s 
dreadful ftorm>

Nvo, 12. The queen of Hungary and 
ficbmia, and archduchefs of jiuftria, &c, 
declared the duke of Tujcatiy her hufl)and, 
%o be her aflfociate in the regency of her do- 
xninions \ and was dail^ receiving aflurances 
/ from moft of the princes of the Empire, 
and from feveral potentates of Europe^ that 
they would make good their |;uarantee of 
^e Pragmatic fandfiofi. 
^ The duke of Courlandy having by the will 
of the late czar of RuJJia been appointed fole 
regent of that vdft empire, dunng the mi- 
pority of the young Emperor, in exclufion 
of the £mperor*s father and mother. The 
Hegent accordingly entered immediately 
upon the exercife of the government, with- 
out any feeming opposition or difcontent, 
except what was (hewn by the father and 
mother, who could not diflemble entirely 
itheir difpleafure at the affront that had been 
put upon them by the laft will of the late 
Czarina, which the Duke, it feems, had 
^he abfolute modelling of. The popuIace,\ 
as ufual, ufliered in this new government 
with great joy and acclamation ; and the 
Regent with (everal popular regulations and 
speeches; but fee the ficklenefs of human 
grandeur, efpecially that which is built in 
injuilice, and the fole favour of princes \ 
The duke of Brunjkvick, confort to the 
princefs jinne, and nther of the young Em- 
peror, having thrown up all his employ- 
inents, and the Regent having arrefted fix 
Ruffian lords^ who, he thought, wtre con- 
fpiring with the Duke againft him, it oc- 
caHoned feveral fecret conferences to beheld 
at the princefs Annt% on the feventh and 
eighth, between the Duke, the prihcefs^nn^, 
count Munich^ count Ofierman^ and fome 
others of their moft particular confidents, 
at which it was refolved, to arreft the Re- 
gent, in the name of the young Emperor, 
and diveft him of the regency. For this 
purpofe, an order was figned by all prefent, 
in the name of the young Emperof, and on 
the 9th, between three si^d four in the 



morning, ^ount M^aich^ accompanied bj 
his Adjutant-general, and general Vfcba-* 
hff^ w^t with a ftrong detachment of the 
guards, to the fummcr palace where the 
duke Regent refided. They immediatel/ 
fecured the guard, .threatening to kill who* 
ever ihould dare to refill. Then count Mw 
nich caufed,. in the name of the Empexor^ 
the apartment of the Rdgent, who was ia 
bed, to be opened, having firft fecured all 
the avenues about the palace. The noife 
having awakened the Regent, he leaped out 
of bed in his ihirt, and got hold of his 
fword. At this inftant count /l^«i<:/> en- 
tered, and faid, " I arreft your Highnefs oa 
the part of the Emperor, and here is mj 
order.** The Duke defended himfclf as long 
as he could with his fword 3 and after being 
difarmed, he ftil^ ftruggled with fa mock 
force, that hit (hirt was torn all to pieces^ 
and it was yet with fome trouble before the 
guards could make themfclves abfolute ma* 
fters of him. His Duchefs, on herpart^ dii 
not make lefs refiftance, who, with a fabre 
file had got hold of, defpeiately wounded one 
of the guards, before they could wrench it 
from her. Count Gujian/us Biron, the Re- 
gent's brother^ taking his fword in one 
hand, and a piftol in the other, endeavour* 
ed to efcape through the garden, but he was 
intercepted, taken and difarmed, by the 
guards pofted to iecure that avenue. After 
the Regent and his Duchefs were drefied^ 
they were conduced, with their family, to 
the winter palace, where the Emperor and 
Imperial family were, and from thence they 
were carried in four covered waggons to the 
fortrefs of Scblujclbmrg* Immediately af- 
terwards a general difcharge of the artillery 
was made, the princefs Anntt mother oif 
the Emperor, was xleclared Regent of the 
empire, and a folemn Te Deum was fung, 
upon the happy delivery of the Emperor and 
royal family from a man whofe ambitioia 
had made it almoft abfolutely necefiary for 
for him to deftroy them ; for after he had 
got himfelf declared fole Regent by the 
will of the late Czarina, he had certainly 
but two ways to take, one of which was, 
to recommend himfelf to the father and 
mother of the infant Emperor, by refigning 
his regency to them ; and the other was» 
to cut thena both off as foon as poffibie : 
the former, his ambition, it feems^ pre- 
vented him to take ; and in the latter, he 
was probably prevented by this fudden* 
well-concerted, and providential revolution. 
Next day a declaration, figned by the whole 
fynod, die miaiftry, and the generals oif 
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Che array, was pHnted and poblUied in the 
^peror*sname, which ttxforxh the crini^ 
^thc Reseoty and the reafoot for diveftuig 
KidB of the regency } and the populace re- 
joiced as macti at hts downfall as they did 
«t hit elevation* The duke of Brunfwkk 
%as ajterwards declared generaliftmo of the 
IbrceSy and lieutenant-colonel of the hone- 
foards, co«nti{f«ifjrL prime mini fter, count 
Ofttmtart high admiral, the knees Ttcberkaf' 
Mty grand chancellor, the count Gallowkin 
Tice chancellor and minifter of the cabinet, 
•nd the prince of Heffe-Uombwrg lieute- 
ftaat-colonel of the Umailmjki guards, in the 
toom of general Cuka^ut Bircn. 

Nov, 14. At Invin, fixty miles from 
Mdin^vrfrh, they had a heavy rain, which 
«nded in a fall of large hail, fo that every 
^ody betook themfelves to (helter. This 
was followed by a fudden and moft dreadful 
, ilafls of fire apd a crack of thlinder, fach as 
neither they, nor their fore-fathers had feco^ 
tt" heard of : the lightning gave no warning 
hut accompanied the thunder, which was 
Ihort and quick ; but the noife as great and 
frightful as if all the ordnance •« earth had 
been at one inftantdifcharged. The whole 
feemed to break upon the Tolbooth and 
fteeple, which wete much Aattered. The 
town-clock was broke to pieces, the yrork 
tither calcined or melted. The ftrong door 
of the prifon was burft up, notwithftand- 
ing its large iron bars, wherein were five 
|>nfoners. A lad of fourteen, was killed 
^ he ftood at a window, and every ilitch of 
Ikis clothes confamed ; his brother, aged 
twelve, was knocked down near him, fo that 
Bus life wasdefpaired of; another brother of 
theirs was ftruck blind; their aunt had alfo 
lier clothes burnt to afltes on one fide, and 
tven her (kin flayed cSf, v^orfe than could 
liave been done by a bliftering plaifler : nnt 
One bone of any of them was broke, though 
every hair was finged } and the fulphureous 
l^nch about them was intolerable. Several 
^ere thrown down in the ftreets and in their 
^o'ps, and much hurt. Two failors coming 
from the key faid, that a large pillar of fire 
inet them in the f^ce, which brought thepi 
on their knees. Mr. Cunningham faid, it 
appeared to him lik^ a voluminous pillar 
of fire, proceeding quick as from the mouth 
jof a cannon ; and that he thought, from 
the uncommon fmoke over the Tolhooth, 
that the fame had biien all on fire^ he 
was tumbled down and his foot much hurt. 
The people had fcarce recovered their fenfes, 
when two other cracks of thunder gave freih 
l^rounds of terror j but thefe laft, tl^ough 



very terrible and uncominon» 
to the firft. Great hewn fiones wcse car- 
ried violently out of the fteeple to buUie 
Ntjhet*i houie, where they left impreffions* 
Tne manner in which the flatee were car- 
ried off from feveral hoafes waa furpriaicg. 
Nov* 18. The Parlianent meeting, his 
Mjuefty made a fpeech to both hoafes, 
wherein he acquainted them, that ftroog 
fquadroBS were prepared, and ordered to 
fail to the JTefi'Indies i and that a confider* 
able body of land forces were embarked^ 
which were to be joiobd by others ralfed in 
jimerica. 

That the court of Spgim not being able 
alone to defend itfelf againft the BritUh na^ 
tion, if another power (bould iaterpole, and 
pretend to prefcribe or limit the operations 
of the war againft his declared enemies, we 
muft lofe no time in putting ourfelves in 
fuch a condition as might enable us to repel 
ahy infults, and fruftrate any defigns form- 
ed againft Great Britain, in violaiion of 
treaties ; and he hoped fuch fteps would in- 
fpire his allies with a true fenfe of the 
common danger, and unite them in defence 
of the common caufe. 

That the Emperor's death opened a new 
fcene, in which all the powers of KurfAt 
might be immediately or confequentially 
concerned. It ihould be his care toobferve 
their motions, and adhere to the engage- 
ments he was under, in order to obtain the 
balance of power. 

The Commons were put in mind, that 
fodie augmentations would be neceflary* not 
only for carrying en the prefent war, bat to 
I put themfelves in a condition to be prepar- 
ed for all events, in this new and uncertain 
ftate of Europe i and he depended therefore 
upon their granting him effedual (Vipplies. 
His Majefty advifed them to prevent the 
exportation of corn, which was very fcarce 
in mofl countries in Europe^ and not very 
plentiful in England at this time} and ob- 
ferved, that it would be an inexcusable neg- 
led, if they fuffered their enemies to be 
fupplied with any kind of provifions from 
the Britilh dominions. 

His Majefty alfo recommended to their 
Conlideration the difficulties there were in 
manning the fleet, and defired they would 
find out a fpeedier way of doing it. 

His Majefty being returned to St. Jamet^ 
the duke of Argyle rofe up, and, among 
other things, faid| that the King*s fpeech 
was always confidered in that Houfe as the 
fpeech of his minifters ; and it -had gene- 
rally been, as they expelled it would ai-

^vskys fee, a ftort narrative of the mcafurcs 
they had purfucd, and a fort of panegyric on 
all they had done; therefore they ought 
«o be extremely cautious of faying any thing 
•hat might imply a tacit approbation of any 
xhing they had done, or advifed to be done. 
When no meafurea had been piufued but 
fach as feemingly appeared to be right, a 
little comphifance in their addrcla might 
admit of fome ewufe 5 but when the mea- 
l»ir«s purfuedy and referred to in his Ma- 
jefty't fpeech, were fuch a» fccmingly ap- 
peared to be wrong, the leaft complaifaacc, 
■with regard to fuch mcafures, would be cri- 
minal in th« liighert degree. 

The method! taken for profecnttng the 
war, or rather the forprifing negle^ we 
bad been guilty of, had betn condemned by 
all ourenenies, in his MajeftyVfpecch they 
«cU us, theyhaVe profecuted the waf in 
the proper places, and in the moft vigorous 
aod effeaual manner: Could they fay fo 
in their addmfsi Would any man in the na- 
tion, befidea the creatures of the minittry, fay 
lb > They had profecuted the war no- where, 
except a little privateering could be called 
profecuting.the war ; and even in that way 
we had neglefted our own txade fo much, 
that the enemy had greatly the advantage 
©f MX. As for what admiral Vernim had 
dbne 'inihtfTeft-Indrnt he was periiiaded it 
wai not owing to the orders or inftrudhons 
he had from our miniftersv but becaufe 
they durft not give him any orders or inftruc- 
tions for preventing it j and becaufe they 
knew, he had a fincere regard for the honour 
and intereft of his country, and, of confc* 
qoence, would to the utmoft of his power 
prosecute the war in thft moft proper place, 
and in the moft vigorous and effeftual man- 
n«r5 therefore they fent him. thither with 
a. forci from which nothing could be ex- 
pcded, and with which no man but him- 
ielf would have attempted any thing of con- 

leqwence. 

Fortheiame reafon they found pietencts 
to delay fending him proper fupplies, for 
above a year and * half alter they might and 
ought to have been fent ; and he doubted 
they would not.h»ve been fent yet, if it 
had not been for the express wi^rs given, 
aa he fappofed, by hi« Miyefty, after hit 
teturn £poai his Gtrmfui' dominiong. 

The wefttrly wind, he l^new, afforded 
top exciufe : but if the aeceifary prepaia*- 
tioot had been made with any forefight or 
d^itch, the fleet niight have failed be- 
foce the wefttrly winds fet in 3 and even 
after tliofe windt bid fet in, th«re were 



feveral opportunidea of the fTeet*s gettiAK 
out of the channel, if they had been provided ' 
with neceifaries, and received orders to fa3« 
There feemed to be a defign formed t« 
prevent admiral Vemwit% being able to pro* 
fecuxe the war in the JVA-Indut^ till the 
Spaniards had provided for their defence. 
But this was ntft the only wrong meafure 9 
he thought he could demonftrate, that n* 
one right-ftep had been taken, either in the 
commencement or the profecution of the 
war y and concluded with a motion for am 
addref9 of thanks to bis Majefty, to con- 
gratulate his return to his regal dominioosi 
and to-aflure him, they wou^ (land by him 
with their lives and fortiines ii^ the profe- 
cution of thisjuftand necefTary war ; and to 
aifure him, they would exert themfelves iu. 
their high capacity,, as the hereditary great 
council of the crown, to which all other 
councils were fubordinate and accountable^, 
in fuch a manner as might beft tend to the 
promoting the tru^ intereft of his Majeft^ 
and theii country, in this critical jun6^ure» 
After a long debate, and the previooa 
queftion put, upon thedukeof ^|r«/e*s m4»-; ''• 
tion, it was rejefled, 66 againft 35* 

A motion being made, to addrefs his Ma^* 
jefty, as ofual, en every paragraph in hrr 
fpeech, and approving the meafures of thv 
miniftry, it was carried without a divIfion»« 
And an addrefs of the like tenor waf pre-r 
fented by the Houfe of Commons. 

Cbarlet'town'in South Carolina was aN 
moft burnt down ; the fire began about twoi 
o'clock ia the afternoon, in afadler'shoufe^ 
in Brwid'fireet, and in four hours, by* 
ftroi^g K. W. wind, all the houfes on thr 
fouth-fide of that ftreet, alfo all the houfef 
in every ftreet fxpm the rivet to Church^ 
Jtretty incfuding b6tb fides of it, in a liii^ 
fouth to Graimnlli^ baftion, were in a flam^ 
and burnt aU the wharfs and ftore-houfe» 
on them, in that part of the town, whic^ 
was the chief for trade \ in fhort, excq>ic 
the north-fide of ^road-fireetf and north- 
ead oi the bay, the whole trading pait of 
the town was entirely deftvoyed, not oii» 
houfe left ftanding;, wood, ftone, or brick^ 
all in ruins ; the number great andfmall at 
l^aft ^o, and- included moft of the fatft 
houfea in town. Gveat quantities of all 
kinds of goods were deftro'yed, in particular 
all the rum, wia^ and other goods in the 
cellars, all the rice on the keys and ftore* 
houfes, feven or eight thousand deer-(kins^ ' 
above 200 ton% of BraxiUtto wood» in gene* 
ral all fort of goods on the wharfs, and a. 
great part of what was in the merchanta

fiore-hotUeSy - &^- Many of the confufed 
^habitants moved their beft effe£ls to the 
Curtmin-line^ which was alfo coafumed by 
the iheds and ftore-houfes taking fire. At

portiinity to carry ofFin boats, petiaugers, 
oc. large quantities of goods. The Mtr* 
maid of Brifioi had put hen cargo, of 900 
barrels of rice, on fliore, to fiop a leak, 
which with all her fails was burnt. Many 
of the gan carriages and wooden platforms 
on the Curtain-lhui, and in CranvilWs ^a- 
fiioo were alfo burnt. In fhort, from one 
of the moft fioUrifhing towns in America^ 
Cbarles-town was at once, in five hours time, 
leduced to a(hes.- The lofs of the houfes 
' may be valued at near x 0^,000/. (lerliog, 
and of goods twice as much, if not more. 

Dtc^ I. A motion was made in the 
Houfe of Lords, to addrefs his Majefty, 
that admiral Fernon^ inftruftiofis might be 
laid before the Houfe \ but, after a long 
debate, it was carried In the negative ; 
whereupon feveral lords entered their pro- 
left. 

A motion was afterwards made, for the 
copies of all letters which had been written 
by admiral Vernon to the Admiralty, or fe- 
cretaries of i^ate ; and of the letters that 
had been fent to him by either : but, af- 
ter fome debate, this alfo was refolved in 
the negative: which occafioned another 
proteft. 

Dec* 8. A motion was made, to ad- 
drefs for admiral Haddock's inftruftions .: 
but this likewife was rejected, and occa- 
fioned another proteft. 

The earl of Hoidernefa was made lord 
lieutenant of the north-riding of the coun- 
ty of nri. 

News came that the king of Pruffia had 
taken poifefiion of BreJlavJ, the capital of 
SUeJta, on the 2d in flan t. 

Dec* iS. The land tax, four (hillings 
in the pound, received the royal alTent.

This day captain Latotf com- 
mander oi the Spenee (loop, arrivcdy with 
letters to his grace the duke d Nimcafiltt 
liii Majefty^s principal fecretary of ftate, 
Drom Tiee'admiral Vtrmiif and brigadier 
fVentmfortht commander in chief of his 
Majefty*! forces in the Hyi-lulia, dated 
from the harboor of Cartbogeuat the ift of 
jStrU^ which gave an account of admiral 
Vtmtm^t attacking CartbageM, and taking 
the caftle of ^Meaebica* 

May 18. This day, when the adion at 
Carebsgfna was known as a certainty, there 
were ail the public demonftrations of joy; 
llie guns at the Tower and from the (hip- 
ping in the river were fired ; the bells 
through the cities of London and Wefimn^ 
ftTy and the fubnrbs, were rang, and at 
night were bonfires and illuminations. And 
rhefe rejoicings were continued on the next 
day, and fpread themfelves through Grtat" 
Britain and Ireland as foon as this moft 
•giveable news was received. 

We were informed, that what greatly 
contributed to the uking of BtccMcbica caf- 
tle, the ftroogeft fort about Cartbagena, with 
fo inconfiderable n lofs, was, the conduct 
and addrefs made ufe of in raifing a battery 
of twenty twenty-four pounders againft it. 
The Swedes feeming bent on a war with 
Mujpa, a refolotion was pafled Dnaiximoufly 
in'&e diet of that kingdom, to reinforce 
their army in Finland with 7000 men; 
which reinforcement failed from Carelfcrom 
and kothefcblagen on the 25th paft, 0. S, 
under the convoy of four men of war. On 
the odier fide, the Mofnvttes were pre- 
paring for their defence, by augmenting 
their troops^ repairing the fortified places, 
and filling the magasines in all the con- 
^uered provin<ies ; and probably would be 
more than a ^atch for the Swedes i but 
they feeming to be in danger of an attack 
at the fame time from the Turks ; for the 
Tartars had already begun to make fome 
inroads upon their foutbern territories ; in 
which cafe they ftood in' need of fome 
afliiUnce, and they accordingly met with it, 
from their old friend Kouli-Kan^ whofe 
ambaflador htely arrived at Conftantinof>le, 
and behaved ta a molt haughty provoluag t 
«anacr« I 



Letters from fcveral parts of Cerma^ 
informed us, a treaty of alliance was on the 
point of being concluded between the em- 
peror of Rvjfiat the king of Poland^ the 
queen of Hungary, and his Britanmtk Ma. 
jefty, for^fupporting the interefts of the 
houfe of jfujhiai and letters from Jraly 
faid, that the old alliance was upon the 
point of being renewed between the united 
courts of Friijicf, Spain , »ndSardiniag who 
very politicallv were not for fupporting the 
interefts of the houfe of Auftria. This 
article was fully confirmed by fotne other 
advices from France and Spain^ which laid, 
that his moft Chriftian majefty had ififbed 
orders for augmenting his grenadiers with 
fifteen, and the reft of his foot with tea 
men a company; and that t^ey talked at 
Paris of a fecond augmentation to be fpeedily 
ordered, of five men more to ev^ry com- 
pany, whi^h would be an augmentation of 
upwards of 45,000 men, to the infantry 
alone. And thofe from Spaim faid, that 
the tranfports had fet fail from BarceUaa 
for Majorca f in order to cimbark the troopa 
and artillery in that ifland ; and that Tonne 
of their troops, defignibd to march through 
Franeef were already arrived upon the ^n* 
tiers between the two kingdoms.

AC 
his departure, the filver plate with which he 
nfed to be ferved, was fupplied with pewter, 
and he and his fpoufe vttfe obliged to deli- 
ver up the remainder of their jewels. All 
the plate .taken from hinf and his adherents, 
had been carried to the lAint to be melted 
into fpecie j which, befides 300 ounces of 
gold, amounted to 381,500/.

The cuftom of the iherififs of tendon de- 
livering horfe-ihoes and nails to the Exche- 
quer, ufually makes its droll appearance id' 
the public papers ; the reafon of it is fo little 
known, that it is generally looked on as a^ 
fooliih coftom pf antiquity : in former timtt, 
when money was very fcarce, and we had ntt 
larger coin than a penny, the re ferved rents 
on grants of lands or tenements, efpeciidly 
fmall ones, were ufually paid in fomethmj^ 
that had a reference to the nature of the 
thing granted, or the occupation of the 
grantee. It is unnecefTary to produce in- 
ftances of this kind, as they would give 
no information to our learned reader^, 
or make the point clearer to the un-^ 
learned. 

The two following extra^ from records 
in the Exchequer, which I ihall give ia 
the original words, and a tranflation of 
them , will foon clear up the point :

The 
Sgth year of king Henry III. falls in with 
2234; now 507 years ago. In procefs of 
time, this piece of ground> and buildings 
on it, came to the mayor and citizens of 
Jjondon, and they, by the flierift's^ have 
continued to render them into the Ex-' 
chequer annually to this day.

Aug, 4. Their excellencies the lordf 
juftices in coi^ncil were pleafed to order^ 
that the Parliament, which ftood prorogued 
to the 6th inftant, ihoold be further pro** 
rogued to Thurfday the loth of September 9 
and that the convocations of Canterbury and 
Tork, which ftood prorogued to the 7th in*

A^g» 8. Their excellencies the lords jnf* 
tices publiflied an order for fufpending part 
of the late a£l that prohibit^ (he exportation 
of all kinds of grain (rice excepted) till the 
25th of December next, fo far as it relataa 
to malt; judging it to be very detrimental 
to the kingdom at prefent, confidering the 
plentiful harveft^ to prevent it; being^ carried 
abroad. 

Aug* 28. Was publiihed by authoritf, 
that his Majefty was pleafed to grant to the 
mayor, commonalty, and citixens of the 
city of London, and their fucceflbrSy that 
the mayor, recorder, and all the aldermen 
of ^e faid city of London for the time being, 
and every of them> be for ever hereafter a 
juftice and juftices of the peace of his Ma- 
jeffy^ his heirs and focceflbrsy within the 
faid city of London and liberties thereof; 
and that the mayor, recorder, and all the 
aldermen above the fhair, (ball be of the 
quorum. 

The ele6ior of Bavaria publiflied his 
declaration of war againft the queen of 
Hungary, and immediately entered the do- 
minions of Auflri^. On the 30th he took 
pofTeffion of Lintx, the capital of Upper 
Anfiria, without oppofidon ; from whence 
he marched to Ens, where likewife he met 
with no opppEtion^ and by our lall ac- 
counts from Pajku of the 7th inflaat, he 
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Vas then withU four ^yi march niVienna^ 
where they eipcft to be be6eged by hiniy 
•nd made all poflibfe preparations for a vi- 
gorous defence. 

The queeo of Hungary being that in » 
noft difircflcd and dilmai conditiooy flie 
fent for the fpur orders that compoHb the 
#ates of the kingdom of Hungary , and made 
a Latin fpeech to them, with fuch a dignity 
and courage at the fame time^ as woa the 
liearts of every one prefent* 

The fiates foon refolved, io the mean 
time, to publiih a manifefto againft the 
cie^or of Bavaria, and to eAabli/h a per* 
|>etaal law, for excluding that prince and 
lit family for ever from the crown ofHan- 

wary. 

The city of Pranit was taken by aflault, 
and the ele^vr of Bavaria proclaimed king 
pf Bibemta* 

July J%* The flates ofCoarland notified 
the ele^ion of prince Lnois Emefit of 
firunhoiek'Wolftnbutttlt for their duke, to 
the ^nate offolaadf and deijred the repub- 
lic to grant him the inveiiiture of that 
4iitchy. That prince, the beginning of 
this month, figoed 2XBdtttav> the capitula- 
tion prefented him by the ftates, for the 
fonfiroutioa of their privileges. 

A new court oi Common-pleas, upon a 
level with the court of Exchequer, has 
litely been elegantly built, on the fpme 
lide of Weftminfter-hall with the latter. 
yuh 19* A detachment of Bavarian 
troops from their camp at Scbardingenf fur- 
'prifed and took pofl*effion of the city of 
Fajau^ whidi is a fort of key for entering 
Irom Bm/aria into the Aufirian dominions, 
gnd iatcadcd an atuck upon thoTe domi- 
liions. 

July ao. A terrible tempeft defHoyed all 
the country about Gentvaf fo that it would 
take Dp three years to reftore the vines 
to jbheir former cooditioa, aad nine the 
chefoat tKts. The cantons of Berne and 
Frikcmg lik^^init iiiftered much, and the 
coanti<y was covei^ with hail two foot in 
4eptfa. 

July .24. Was publiihod in Sweden a 
fbrm4 declaration of war again^ the caar 
of M^coyy, 

Jt/iy 25. About eleven o^dock, a fire 
broke out at a cyder houfe in Fwr-reirr/, 
Graf%-Inn Lane^^ which confumad three 
houfesy and' damaged fome others before it 
could be extingoilhed. Three young per- 
fons, as they vrere looking at the ruins, 
were killed the nest day, by the fiUl of a 
.wall. 
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July %%• A violent Aorm of thunder aa^ 
hail happened in the Ibuth eaft parts of tha 
weft riding of Torkjfnre, part of Nattm^tam* 
Jbire^ and Linco/mjbire. The hail-ftones 
were generally as large as mulket-ballSy 
many as big as pigeons eggs, and fome two 
or three inches long, and an inch diaoMtcr, 
of Tarioot dupes, like broken ificles, 
which tore and cut up the ftandiag corn, 
and beat, as with a flail, the cdrn that wai 
reaped ; broice off large branchea of treer, 
and tore up (ome by the roota ; kpockcd 
down and broke the heads of feveral peopio^ 
and killed birds and hares. Thua it laiged 
ten miles in length, and one in hacadth, 
and did much damage forty n>i)es in length 
and two in breadth. The bail lay in 
heaps half a yard deep twn days after 
like ice. The lofs of the poor farmeia ii 
computed at 4000/. 

July 31. By an t€t of parliament patTed 
laft feffions, power uras givea to the casB- 
mifllonersof the Court of|lei|uelU, \eoaa- 
monly called the Court of Coafciencey 
to hear and determine all matters and ^o- 
putes, touching any debts net exceeding 
forty {hillings, apd aU houiekecpert or 
lodgers,* within the city or liberties of !.•«- 
den, or perions who ihall keep any ihopy 
ihed, ftall, or Ihmd, vrithin the iaid (ity or 
liberties, though living without the liber* 
ties, fre fubjeft to the jorifdidion aad de« 
termination of the £ud commil&onert, aad 
may be compelled to pay fisaU debt9 in a 
fummary way. 

War being declared between Sweden and 
Mpfcovyt and the velt-marihal count Lory 
being appointed general in chief of ibcMofm 
cefvitg forces ia FinUuer, this old expe- 
rienced general finding that a large body of 
Sfvedi/b troops was pofted at H^dlfteafl^r^d, 
the firft fortrefs on the Smtedijb frontier, he 
marohed, on the 1^ of Uft month, wi^ a 
fuperior body of Bnfian troops, and hmring

taken prifoner, together with feveial coloaeli 
and other officers, bejgdes above aooo private 
anen. The JtuffimeM^ took the Svfedet 
artillery, baggage, and every thing they 
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)ia<l ta their c&inp> at well ts in tlic for* 
trcU, / The S^indi^ colours add ftandardt 
takea at the battle and in the fortreisj 
ivere brought in triumph to Ptterfiiirgb* 

The SweJis took feTcral Briti/k tatX" 
chant flilps in the Ruffian trade. 

5<*^f. 8. Their excellencies the lordi 
joAices in council were pleafed to order> 
that the Parliament^ which ftood prorogued 
to the xoth inftantf ihould be further pro- 
rogued to Off. ay. 

About eleven thi< mornuig^ the wind 
•due fouth, we had a prodigious ftorm» 
which might be called a hurricane^ conii- 
derable damage being done on the river 
^hmmeif and many trees torn up by the 
zootf* We had accounts alfo from feveral 
places* as I/ewcaftltf &c* of great damage 
being done to the ihipping. At Ouaer^ 
Surff by the fall of chimneys^ and untiling 
of houfes, feveral parts of that city looked 
as if it bad been bombarded* Near Chi- 
tbefeTf very large trees were torn up by the 
footSy and the roads and fields around were 
flrowed with the boughs of others, and the 
fruit remaining ungadiered was almoft en- 
tirely blown off. Alfo from tytm. and fe« 
Tend other places we had accounts of this 
hurricane. To this we iball add an extraiCI 
of a private letter from St. Itfti in Bun* 
tingjcnjkiref fent by a gentleman who was 
Qn the road thither the day that this hurrv* 
cane happened. '< As we were going be- 
tu^een Stentn^gt and SsUockj the wind ro£e 
▼cry fuddenly» and blew vBry hard for a few 
minutet : but we Oiw no effe& of the tem- 
pell till we came to StggUfwmJe, where it 
threw down ieveral houies* malt-houfeSy. 
hams and trees. At Huntmidan we heard 
that feveial windmills were overthrown, 
and in one of them the miller was killed. ' 
But I never law fuch defolatton in my life, 
aa here at St. Jvtt ; abundance of hoales 
Ihript, fome thrown down, and the fine 
fpire of the fteeple fell and demoliflied 
gpvat part of the roof of the church ; the 
fbeets of lead were rolled up, and carried 
with fuch force* as to beat down part of a 
hao(e at a coofiderable difUoce : but what 
is moft rcmarkabls^ a little boy, who ran 
into the church>porch, and fiayed till it 
was full of ftones, endeavouring to get out 
at a window in the fide of it, was taken 
■p by ^e wind and carried a great way, by 
which oEMaos his life was preferred. Tfa« 
Ito^le of a church about a mile from hence 
unss alfo thrown ^own. At Bigrkfvfade 
the ftorm lalted not above twenty mmutes. 

The feat of Sir mUiam Kiyte, bait, at 
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i^oftMt ia the pariiK af Mtcileton,- in C/d^ 
cifitrfnri^ ^as about this time entirely con- 
fumed by fire, and he himfelf wUfuIly pe- 
rifhed in the flames, notwJthftanding the 
utmoft endeavours'* of his fcrvants to fav'c 
his life \ by which it appeared that ^e was 
difordered in his fenfa^ 'Tis fiud, that he 
fet it on fire himfelf.

An aeecutit of the Pragmsik SanS'ton. 

The late Emperor*i father Leofold fore- 
iieeing the fatal confequencei that would 
attend the failure of a mak-ifiue> in his 
family* by difturbing the peace of die Em- 
pire, as well as of all Europe, formed a de- 
fign to fettle the fucceifion in the female 
•line, as the only way to prevent the rev^u<* 
tions that mi^t attend it ; accordingly, 
about forty years ago, he communicated 
this fcheme to his two foas Jofepb and 
Cbarla, afterwa'rds Emperors, who approv- 
ed it ; he then delivered it to his minifters 
yr/ho carried it through the feveral diets of 
the Empire, where it received all the vali- 
dity which the}i^ could give it. Upon his 
^ath his eldeft fon Jefepb fucceeded ; who 
dying without male ilTue, the late Empe- 
for Cbarfes fucceeded him; who Ukewife 
having no male heirs, fome doubts arofe 
with regard to the rights which the arch- 
duchefs his daughter could claim by virtue 
of this fettlement, which was called the 
Pragmatic Sand^ion. The late Emperor, 
f^ven years after his acceffion, had it drawn 
np a new^ in favour of his pofterity, whe- 
ther male or female, and it was agreed to 
in a council held by hi hi for that purpoic, 
fix months after; in the year 1720 it was 
approved of by the hereditary dominions, 
tnd fworn to by the ftates and magiflrates. 
Great^Sritaui'i refufing to guarantee the 
Pragmatic Sandion, &c. which the late 
Zmperor refented, produced in 1725 the fa- 
mous treaty of Vienna betwixt S^in and 
him, by the nth article of which Spain 
guaranteed it. In 1726, Mefcwy virtually 
guaranteed it ; and fome months after, by 
a conclufion of the general Diet of the Em- 
pire, h was declared a public bw. In 
173 z» by the 2d article of the 2d treaty of 
yjenna, GreauBritaln guaranteed it; and 
in 173a, the* iHrc^ became ipecial gnaran- 
ttt% of ir ; as did Denmark the fame year. 
The French, after many traverles and dif- 
ISculties, agreed to guarantee it by the de- 
fimtive treaty, figned by the Emperor at 
yUnna in 173S, whereby the duke of Xor- 
ratn, upon ceflion of the duchies of £er- 
raiM Ud JfiTTf in ftvow of th« king St^' 



nijlans for life, and to France for erer^ wz§ 
made grand duke of Ta/rairy^upon the death 
of yobn de MeMcis, the laft male of that 
anaent family. So that had France now 
fupported the c\c€tor of Bavaria fin his prc- 
tenfions to the Imperial dignity^ they could 
not avoid being deemed the groffeft viola- 
ters of the moft folenm engagements. 

The princes who oppofed the Pragmatic 
Sandion were the eledors of Saxony^ Ba^ 
varia and Palathcy and the bifliop of Frcy- 
Jengen and Ratificn \ but the prefent elcdor 
of Saxotn was brought over and acquiefccd 
in the mfpofition, on condition that the 
Emperor ihoold put fome crown upon his 
head, which had been eflisded, by procoriog 
him CO be eleAed king of Poland, 

OSb 30. His Majefty, who left Hano- 
ver the 13th, embaiied at UehfoetfUy* the 
l8th, landed tzftiiX Aldborem^h the igth; 
and at three this afternoon arrived at St. 
yamti\*

A grand eoondl was held at St. yames\ 
vrhen a fMroclamation was ordered to be ilTu- 
ed ooty for fummoning the parliament to 
meet and fit fox the difpatch of divers weigh- 
ty and important aftairs, on Tuefday the xft 
of December next. 

In the evening was held a council at the ' 
Cockpit,' when it was ordered, that the 
a 5th of November next be kept as a day of 
iblemn failing and humiliation, for im- 
ploring the bleffing of God on his Majefty 'a' 
arms. 

The fame day, captain Soyi^ commander 
of the JEtna fire*ihip, arrived here exprefs 
with letters from vice-admiral Vernon in 
CutHberland harbour) formerly called ^^7- 
tbenbam, on die fouth fide of the ifland of 
Cuba, and from major-general IVentwortb 
from his camp on the faid ifland, bearing 
date from July the zSth to Septm^tr the 
3d, and containing an account, that on July 
the xft, they fet fail from Port'Royal in 
yatfktica, and arHved the iSth of the fame 
znoath, with 41 fail of tranfports and ftbre«> 
Aips, and with his Majcfty*s (hips and tenf 
ders, 61 fail in all, at the place above- 
mentioned, where they had the pleafure to 
find themfelvcs pof&fled of the fioaft harbour 
in the ff eft" Indies f capable of containing 
any nomber of ihipping, and fecure againft 
hurricanes ; to which the Admiral imme- 
diately gave the name of Cumberland, in 
honour of his Royal Highnefs xht Duke. 

The Admiral immediately fent fome light 
veiTels about: five leagues up the river. The 
troops were landed and incamped by the 
«5th> from which time the General had 
made feveral detachments to reconnoitre and 
^oar th« co^atry^ whQ bad rppulfed feveral 



advanced guards of the Spamdrdt, and 
brought in plenty of provifions for the ufe 
of the fleet and army. 

Both the fea and land forces were pofted 
in fuch a manner, and fuch preparations 
made for the reception of the enemy, that, 
they were in no apprehenfion as to the fe* 
carity of the pofleffion they had taken, but 
were taking proper meafures, when the 
letters aame away, Vor advancing further 
into the country. 

The place of their encampment was about 
twenty-three leagues diftant from St. Jago 
de Cuba, The country which his Majefty s 
forces have thus taken poflefiion of, is pro-, 
vided with a very fine freih-water river, 
(called in the papers jiguina-Anmaf) navi- 
gable for feverai leagues, and abounding 
with cattle and provifions.

Lord Lipierlck acquainted the Houfe, 
' that the folicitor of the treafury, having 
been examined upon oath, did refufe to 
anfwer the queftions put to him by the 
committee \ and it was moved, that he 
be committed to the cuftody of the ferjeant 
i)t arms, and debarred the ufe of paper, pen 
and ink. On this motion a warm debate 
arofe. On one fide it was urged, that ex- 
cept the Houfe was made acquainted with 



the queftions th^t had beftfl pto^ofej, H 
was impoffible to judge wh^ether they had 
been properl'y put or not, and therefore they 
could not judges of the offence, for it wal 
poftible that the queftions were of fuch s 
nature as might involve himfeif, and na 
man was obliged to turn his own accufer. 

On the other fide it was argued^ th^. 
if the Houfe was to be made acquainted 
with every quoftion that th^ committee 
might, ij» the courfe of their enquiry^ 
propofe, it was no longer a feleA committee, 
that its defign was loft, and that as nothing; 
was more ordinary than to examine and 
confine a man by a warrant from a fingle ' 
fecretary of itate, fo it was not to be pre- . 
f^med that twenty-one gentlemen, whom 
- the (Commons of Great-Britain had repofed . 
fo much confidence in, would have lefs 
difcretion, or propofe any thing improper* 
On a divifioti it was carried, yeas 196, noes 
136, majority 6i. As he perfifted in his 
obfHn^cy, it was moved on the i^t^^ that 
he be committed to clofe confinement, in 
Mewgate, which motion was carried, yeas 
180, noes i%%\ majority 52. He was ac- 
cu£ed of beingprofufeof the public money» 
b^ond example; and, of this, we are 
furnifhed with fuch glaring proofs, as can-* 
not be aggravated on one hand, nor palliat-.' 
ed on the other. 

For example, we have the particulars of 
difburfements anu>unting to 50,077/. 175. 
10^. (of which no lefs than 10,997/. 6^* 
%d, was paid within four year^ only, to the . 
celebrated Francis Waljingbam, efq.) being 
the ten years ftanding charge of GaKetteers | 
and a lump of 127,532/. i6n 6J, more, 
under tl^e head of bounties, to the faid in- 
genious, and no lefs ferviceable perfons; 

We find one item of 30,110/. 4x. torn 
noble earl, for which no fervice at all i« 
fpecified ; though it is underftood to fignify 
a complication* 

We iind another to a noble duke, of 
7000/. which, through thdr excefs of can- 
dor and charity, our readers may account 
for as they pleafe. 

We find a third of 1500/. ifilued to th« 
high bailiff of fTefimhfler,^ notwithftanding 
he was then in cuftody of the ferjeant at 
arms, for having a£ted at the general 
eleftion in an illegal and arbitrary man^ 
ner, in prgudice of the rights and li- 
berties of the dehors of the faid ci^y 
and in manifeft violation of the freedom of 
elections. * * 

We find, moreover, that, two days be-

weftern fide of the city was in flames; but 
they were^t laft extingui/hed. In the mean 
time the wind Ihifting, drove the fire with 
fach violence towards the N. N* £• that on 
the 2oth the yewljh quarter was again in 
flames^ and every hoafe oi it deftroyed i 
firom thence the fire communicated itfelf to 
^^Greek quarter, and deftroyed all the ma- 
gazines of the Alexandrian traders, and even 
pufhed its conqueft to the Dutch burying- 
ground. It run alfo along the corn &nd 
wood markets, till it came to that which 
b called MeMffaii-Ghatt, and even half of 
that was confumed before the Duub could 
bring their engine to play, which preferved 
their fa^ory. The French alio plied theits 
with fo great .diligence^ that they faved 
their quarters. The diftrefs brought upon 
them by it was inexprefilble. The European 
chriitians had the good luck to carry off 
their heft effects in time on board the (hips 
in the harbour. 

The earl of Northefi^ captain of his Ma- 
jefty*s ihip the Loo, being on a cruize oft' 
Cape Fiffr/?err«, and the (>arts adjacent, re- 
ceived intelligence of a fmall privateer 
being at Fnrto Nova, upon which he ftood in 
there on the 30th of yunei but the priva- 
teer difcovering him, got higher up the ri- 
ver than the Loo could venture, and it fal- 
ling calm, lord Nortbejk was obliged to an- 
chor clofe by the towns of Porto Nova and 
St. yago» into which he fired a few fliot, 
then landed fome men, and difmounced 
four guns, which were on a battery it PtrL) 
Uowif and fet fire to, feveral houfes at' St.. 
Jago. On Jtti^ 7, lord iVorfi&^^xpet with 
his Majefty's fhip the DcalcafiUy command- 
ed by captain Eltovt and receiving intelli- 
gence that fome vedels being at Vigo, they 
run up the river and anchored before that 
to>^n, where they made prizes of four vef- 
(els, two o( which they fet on fire, being 
light,, and not having falls on board to bring 
them out. They fired feveral (hot into the 
town, to' cover the boats vfbWe. they cue 
away theveflfels, there being a pretty ^inarC 
fire at them with fmall arms from the (bore. 
On July 19, upon iiltelligence that the 
privateec was ftill about the river of Porto 
Jfova^ the Loo run in, and anchore4 under 
the ifland of Blydofies, where lord Northejk^ 
put a lieutenant and fixty men, with two. 
of the fl)ip*s fix pounders, into a ilodp taken 
« at Vigo, and fent her up the river in queft 
of the privateer ; the (loop could fee no- 
thing of her, but in her return "chafed a 
bark 6n fliorc, and fet her on fire \ an4 lord

It is re- 
markable, that notwithlbnding the. eom* 
mon notion that a Lord Mayor ifiuft be 
free of one of the twelve companies, his 
lord(hip broke through that cuftom, upon 
the advice of council that there, is no 
law for it. His lordlhip waS of the Coo* 
per*s company, and would have been tirasl^ 
Jated to the Clothworkers, which is one of 
the twelve; hut his admiflion beings qirried 
but by a fmali msyority, and they having 
at the fame time refufed him the ufe of 
their hall, be was refolved tu give them no 
farther trouble : and this gave occafifion to 
the prcfent alteration, whicif perhaps the 
twelve companies may repent. It feems, 
all that is neceflary is, that the Lord Mayor 
for the time being /hould be free of one of 
the twelve companies, in order' to be prefix 
dent of the triftt conimictte.

vate expence. In the fcarce years of 1739 
and 1740, ht, at his own charge, fupported 
the poor, from all parts, without diftinc- 
tion of religion, in the work-houfe of 
Dublin, He gave 1000/. to build a market- 
houic at Armagh \ and alfo xooo/. towards 
fcbuilding thellue-coat hofpitalat Dublin, 
Befides theCe and many other public dona- 
tions, his private adis of charity were in- 
numerable J for he took the pains to en- 
quire after thofe perfons in diftrefs, whofe 
modeftyund former condition in the world, 
made them aihamed to apply for relief; and 
hsB charities for the kingdom of Irelatd 
alone are computed at above 40,000/. He 
died without ifTue, and, except a few in- 
confiderable legacies, and a proper provi- 
iion for his lady during her life, bequeathed 
all his fortune (above 30,000/.) to charit^able 
ofes, and appointed the archbifliop of Dub" 
lin^ the bifliop of Kildarty and Mr. T'homas 
Morgan his executors. This unbounded 
^cnerofity was attended with no manner of 
pride; he was eafy of accefs, aftable and 
.polite, and remarkable for a peculiar chear- 
fulnefs and fweetnefs of temper.

Nov, 16. His Majefty went to the Honfe 
of Peers, and opened the fecond fellion 
of that Parliament^ with the following 
fpeech. 

« My Lords andVtntkntan, 

*( The prefent important conjonfiure of 
aibirs will, i am perfuaded, be thought a 
fudicient reafon for calling you thus early 
together. 

*< I have, in purfuance of the repeated ad- 
vice of my Parliament, uken fuch a part as . 
appeared to me moll conducive, to the fup- 
port of the houfe of Aujlria, and to the 
reftoring and fecuring of the balance of 
power. In this view, I ordered a con- 
siderable body of troops to be fent from 
hence into Flanders ; and at the dofe of the 
laft feflion, I forefaw, and pointed out to 
you, that it might be incumbent upon me 
to enter into further meafures for the fame 
great and defirable ends. The augmenta- 
tion of our ftrength in the low countries 
became a neceflfary ftep ; for which purpofe 
I fent, in concert with my allies, fixteen 
thoufand of my ekdoral troops thither, 
with the "Beffiar^ in the Britijb pay, ia 
order to form fuch a force, in conjundlon 
with the Aufirian troops, as might be of 
fervice to the common caufe in all events } 
and I doubt not, but I /ball have your affif- 
tance in the fupport of thefe neceilary mea- 
fures. 

" The magnanimity and firmnefs of the 
queen of Hungary, notwithftanding fo man j 
numerous armies fent againft her; the 
refolute condud of the king of Sardinit,

" I have ordered the proper eftimates fat, 
the fervice of the enfuing year to be pre- 
pared) and laid before ^ou; and alfo an 
account of the expence of thofe particular 
fervices, which I have abeady mentioned, 
and which you will find to have bejcn con- 
certed in as frugal a manner as the jiature 
of them would admit. I am perfuaded, 
that you will readily grant me fuch fupplies> 
as fiiall be found necelTary for the fecurity 
and welfare of the nation j requiAte for the 
fupport of the common caufe^ and ade(}uate 
^o the prefent emergency.

** The importance of your deliberation; 
at this time is fo evident, that I will fay 
nothing to enforce it. '^he honour and in- 
tereft of my crown and kingdoms j the fuc. 
cefs of the wai^, wherein I am engaged 
againft S fain,' and the re-eftablifhment of 
the balance and tranquility of £urofe, 
will greatly depend on the prudence and 
vigour of your refolutipns. Let it be your 
care to avoid every thing that may either

The right honourable the 
Houfe- of Lords pre fented their addrefs of 
thanks for hit Majefly*s fpeech. - 

Nov, 1 8. The honourable Houfe of 
Commons waited on his Majefty with their 
addrefs on the fame occafion. 

The addrefs of the Upper Houfe pafled 
without a divifion, that of the lower was 
carried by 259 againft, 150. A fupply was 
▼oted, 40,000 feamen, and a land-tax 41. 
in the pound. Eight new regiments of ma- 
rines, and fome others^ were ordered to be 
nifed. 

Nov. iS. This day was figned at ffl>itf 
b»U by the plenipotentiaries appointed by 
his Majefty, with M. jindrle, minifter and 
plenipotentiary from the king of Pmjia, 
a treaty of mutual defence and guarantee, 
between ^e King and his f ruffian ma- 
jefty. 

The honourable William Murray^ efq* 
made his Majefty*s folicitor general, in the 
room of Sir John Stran^^ knight, who 
refigned. 

As fome labourers were digging up the

One of the figures was perfeA and very beftu* 
tiful, the face remarkably fine, and thi 
proportions jttft; the other fpmewhat de^ 
faced ; part of the helmet being broke off; 
they alfo found near them an iron ball of 
twelve ounces weight. Some time ago^ ft 
fine fpring was difcovered near the fame 
place ; alfo fome diamond rings, a crowfft^ 
and other marks of regalia, thought to have 
belonged to the ancient kings of Lwifier* 
The images moft be of great' 'antiquity , 
the tower having been built ab^ove 600 
years. 

Dec, 10. The Commqns, in a grand com« 
mittee on the fupply, refolved that ^65, 191/. 
6s. $^d, be granted for defraying the charj^c 
of 5513 horfe and 10,755 foot of the troops 
of, Hanover (together with the genenl 
ofltcers and the train of artillery) in the 
pay of Great-Britain^ from ^gufi 31 to 
December 25, 1 749, inclufive. On thif 
occafion there Was a lone debate. 

The queftion was carried by 671 thc 
ayes being 260 j noes 193, 

This affair vras again debated with vehe* 
mence upon the report on Monday Decern^ 
her 13, 1741, upon a queftion, whether %. 
the levy money fhould ftand part of the ^ 
general queftion; which was carried by 53 • 
ayes 230, noes 177, 

Decm iS. The froft having continued near 
three weeks, the ftreets, in fome parts of 
the city, though there had been no fhow, 
were rendered very incommodionSy and fe- 
veral accfdents happened. Moft of the 
merchant ftiips in the river, unloaded, were 
hawled on more, to prevent any damage 
they might receive from the vaft floats of 
ice, and crofting in wherries was be^ 
come almoft imprafHcable. On the i6t|i 
at night, two boats, one with four womeii 
and a waterman, and the other with n 
waterman only, were jammed in by the ic0 
at Wefimmptr, and the paflTengers got not to 
land till nine next morning at Fulbam\ 
having loft the ufe of their limbs.

This day a defperate battle 
vras foujfht between a body of the forces com« 
manded by his Majefty in Germany, and ano- 
ther of French commanded by M. NoaUles^ 
near Dettingen, when vidtory declared in fa- 
vour of the Hefjians and Hanoverians* His 
Majefty was all the time in the heat of the 
fire ; but in perfeA health. The duke of 
Cumberland received a (hot in the leg which 
pierced' the calf; but the bone was not 
hurt. 

The French army, amounting to near 
30,000 men, was drawn up in two lines 
and an arriere guard ; it was commanded 
by the duke de Noailkh the duke dt Cbaf' 
tres, and feveral other princes of the blood 
were prcfent j and the houfliold troops made 
the centre, fupported by the infantry. 

The King having given his orders to the 
refpeAive generals of the army, with the 
greatefl calmnsfs and refolution, placed 
himfelf on the right wing, at the head of 
the Britljb infantry, on fbot^ fword in 
hand. 

The Britifi troops, and all the forces of 
the allied army, who were engaged in this 
a^ion, behaved with the u$moft refolution, 
bravery, and intrepidity. 

The Hanoverian artillery had a very con- 
liderable fliare in this vi6lory. The battle 
began at ten in the morning and lafted to 
four, when the enemy repafled the Main 
with precipitation. 

The French had 3000 men killed on the 
fpor, beiidcs a great number made prifoners ; 
amongft whom there were fome lieutenant- 
generals, and abundance of field-ofiicers. 
The houihold fufiered the Aoft $ they hay- 
ing loft ten pieces of cannon* with feveral 
folours and ftandards. The allies had near 
1500 killed, and amongft th^^i .general ,. 
Ciajtw^yiho was \*ery much regretted* Their I 
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army pafled the night under arms in the 
field of battle, and continued their march 
neat day towards Hanau ; the French did 
the fame on the other ilde theiMtfin, to* 
wards Offenbach. 

June 23. Univerfal rejoicings were 
ihewn in all parts of the city, for his Ma- 
jefty*s fuccefs in Germany * the great guns 
were fired, the ftreets were illuminated, 
bonfires lighted, &c.

The plague continued to rage at Meffna, 
in a moft dreadful manner, fo thit the con* 
fufion and terror of the people were not 
to be defcribed j the dead bodies lay in thie 
ftreets mangled by the dogs for want^of 
people to bury them. The Galley (laves 
who were fet at liberty for that f orpdfe, 
fickned and died; no fervants, furgeoQs, 
nor chaplains were left in the hof]iitals to 
attend the fick. 

By the treaty concluded between the em* 
prefs of Ruffia and Great Brita'm for fifteen 
years, it was ftipulated, that the Emprefs 
fliould fumiHi his Britannic Majefty, as 
foon as required, with a body of i2>ooo 
troops, to be employed according to the exi- 
gency of affairs 5 and that Great Britain, 
fliould furnifli Buffa with twelve men of war 
on the firft notice, in cafe either of theni 
were attacked by an enemy, and demanded 
fuch fuccour. 

There was an engagement between the 
Ruffan and Swedi/k fleets, and both fides 
claimed the advantage.

A fire happened at Creditom 
in Devonfinre, which^confumed about 1006 
houfes, and deftroyed feveral people. The 
lofs was computed at 50,000/. of which* 
near half was infnred. 

Aug* 18. A general court of the Bank 
of England agreed to circulate Exchequer 
bills to the amount of 500,000/. at three 
per cent* 1 

A very unufuat ftorm of hail, with 
thunder and lightning, did much damage 
in the north weft part of the kingdom. 
The hall-ftones were as big as hen*s eggs, 
and broke the church and other windows 
in Tewkfjbury to the value of 1000/. (truck 
off the j^ars of the corn, and killed feveral 
pigeons. The ftorm was felt almoft with 
the fame violence as f^ as Chefter, fo that 
in fome places little of the wheat could be 
reaped, and they were obliged to turn their 
hog!? out, to eat up the reft. 

Aug, 20. The confederate army was 
near Worms and Reichbaufen in the cam^ 
which the French lately had, and was tb 
advance to Spire and Frankendale, which 
the eledor Palatine's troops had quitted, to 
make room for them. The king of Great 
Britain's quarters were in the biihop^s pa- 
lace at Worms, near 100 miles from prince 
Charles*^ army, which was at the fame time 
near Mullen, four leagues above Brifca, not 
far from Switzerland, and the Dutch troops 
were then got as far as Frankfort, within 
eight leagues of Worms, 
The Emperor^ though difpofleffed of his 

hereditary 
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bereditary dominions, «nd obliged to take 
laodtuary in a neutral, town for the fecurity 
of hi* perfon, remained Heady in his al- 
liaace with France^ and was confirmed in kis 
adherence, by thc;remittanceof one hundred 
fixty tboufand florioB} a fum which might 
(upport for fome time the fplendor of his 
court, and exempt him from the nece/Iity 
of living by pkuider, hot could not enable 
kirn to re-enter his own country, or make 
mnj confidefable eftbrt to alTift his ally. 

The Sfantardi liill attempted to force a 
paiTage into Piedmont^ and were Aill re- 
pulfed wherever they endeavoured it; hav- 
mg lately been mortified with a defeat) 
which in attacking one of the paHes^ they 
icccivtd from the peafants of the country*. 

The plague which ceafed at Mejfma^ as 
St appears, only becaufe there remained nu 
aoore to be deftroyed, ilill continued in 
CaUhriaf and threatened the adjacent pro- 
vinces. The dread of this horrible invader 
proihscod a kind of truce in this country : 
io IS the balance of nature fupportcdj a 
peftilence puts a Aop to the devadations of 
a war. 

jtug, 24. After the highland regiment 
left ScotUmdf the gentlemen of Argylejblre 
were obliged, at their own expence, to 
raife a company of thirty men to prOte£t 
' their cattle^ &c» from the inroads of the 
jKAghbouring clans. 

The Fnncb and Sfani/h fleets blocked 
•p in twkny the rarmer confifting of 
eighteen ikips, and tJ^ latter of fixteen^ 
well equipped, though not fully manned. 

The fortifications on the coafts of both 
J^ra^t and England^ were put in order, to 
prevent hoftilities. 

' Stft* I. Jcbn ElRot and Francis Hole, 
ff({n, juftices in Finfbury divifion, Mid- 
^efex, having fat during the time ofWeljh , 
£ttr to put the laws in execution againft va- 
riants, dfr. it was reduced to three days, 
euring which time no difprder was fufiTeredj 
lor which piece of public fervice the thanks

Sefti 2. About 150 debtors from the fe-

It having been a<uftomfor many yearv 
for thofe who kept booths for interludes at 
Soutbwark fair, to make a coHedion for the 
debtors in the Marihalfea prifon ; but the 
fair this year being for three days only, 
they could not afford it; which the debtors 
refenting, got together a large quantity of 
ftones and Aung over the prifon-wall upon 
the bowling-green, whereby a child was 
killed in a woman's arms, and feveral 
people wounded and bruifed. 

Sift, 19. At a court martial held at Porif- 
moutb, idnwA Stevart, prefident, acaptaiA 
of one of his Majefty^s ihips of war being 
acquitted of cowardife, was found guilty of 
ncgleft of his duty in the late expedition to 
La Qiilra in the iVefi'lnditif and diimifi'ed 
from his command. 

This month feveral Ihips of the Jamatca 
fleet fufiered in a hurricane at fea. 

Stpt* ftx. The lords juftices ordered all 
the £lk which was on board the Mermaid. 
from Mejfina, (notwithftanding their per» 
forming quarantine) to be burnt, and the 
merchants to be paid the value by the pub* 
lie. 

The new exchange at Briftcl, was opened 
in a very grand and pompous manner. The 
morning being ufiiered in with ringing of 
bells, and firing of canon from Brandon Hill, 
about eleven o'clock the mayor, aldermen, 
and common-council, met at the Guildhall 
in thttf fcarlet robes, from whence, being 
attended by the mafter, wardens, affifbnts^ 
and fociety of merchants, &r. they pro- 
ceeded in the following manner, i . French 
horns, a. Coifor.^s hofpital boys, proceeded 
by their roafter. 3. Queen ESa&0bttb''t hof- 
pital boys preceded by their mafter. 4. The 
trading companies in their formalities. 
5. The city mofic. 6* The corporation 
oflicers, 7* The mayor, aldermen, and 
common-council, accompanied by the ho- 
nourable Edward SoutbmeU, efq. S. The 
mafter, wardens, affiftants, and fociety of 
merchants. Jn this manner they proceeded 
from the Guildhall up Sroad-firiet, down 
High-fircety along the back, into King" 
fireety ^een*i-ffuarey Frimct's-ftreet, along 
the key, and up Small'fireet to the Exchange, 
where being entered, couofellor Si^hen*, 
fleward of the iheriff 's court, made a 
fpeech upon the occafion, addreffinghimfelf 
to the mafler and fociety of merchai^s, and 
to the other trading companies. 

From the Exchange the co^npany pro- 
ceeded 
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ceeded to the council* houfe, where they 
were regaled with wijiey &r. and from 
thence to the merchants-hall to an elegant 
dinner, provided by Sir Abraham Elton^ 
mayor, for the entertainment of the corpo- 
ration and merchants. The other trading 
companies retiring to the like repaft, at 
their own halls, were likewife prefented 
with wine ac the mayor''s expence* And to 
complete the general joy, the inferior 
workmen, concerned in building the Ex- 
change, had twenty-five guineas given 
them, to treat themselves in their own way. 

This day was ratified by the lords juftices

Off. 14. Ended the SefSons at the 0/d 
Bai/ey, when Cbriflopber Smith, a Germatt^ 
for a robbery, received fentence of death^ 
eight to be tranfported^ and twelve ac- 
quitted. J^ 

Off, 19. This morning her royal high<- 
nefs the princefs Louifa, fet out from "Sr« 
yamts\ and embarked at Greeffwir^ fozHol* 
land. She arrived at Han$ver on the 27th9 
and was efpoufed to the duke of Cumberland^ 
as proxy for the prince royal of Denmark^ 
and then proceeded to Altena to meet him.

Crifpe Gafccyttf, cfq. commoners, to with- 
draw immediately, and, with the alTiftance 
of Mr. Recorder and Mr. Common Serjeant, 
to prepare the addrefs for the parpnfe afore- 
iaid ; and the faid committee withdrew ac- 
cord\ngly, and being returned, prefented to 
the court an addrefs by them prepared pur- 
fuant to the faid • refolution, which being 
tead twice, waj agreed to without any 
amendment in the words following, nemine

** In further profecution of thefe mea- 
ftireff, the deftnitivc treaty between me^ the 
^ueen of Hungary, and the king of Sardinia, 
has been happily condudedi which fliall be 
laid before yoa. The advantages, which 
cannot fail to refalr from this alliance, to 
the common \:aare, are apparent ; and it 
will be particularly conducive to the inte- 
refts of my kingdoms, by difappointing the 
ambitious views of the crown of Spath, 
vfith which we are engaged in fo juft and 
neceflary a war. As I make no doubt, but 
you will proceed upon thefe foundations 
with firmnefs and conftancy, we may rea- ' 
fenably hope to fee the public tranquility 
re-eftabli(hed, and a general and honourable 
peace obtained. Thefe are my views, to 
which my utmoft attention and refolution 
Aal) not be vranting : But, in order to ' 
bring about thefe great ends, meafi|res of 
vigour are neceflary ; and to enable me to 
concert and carry on fuch meafores, I do, 
with a juft confidence, rely on your sealoos, 
chearful, and effectual fupport.

** Gentlemen of the Houfe of Commont, 

** I have ordered the eftimates to be laid 
before you, for the fervice of the enfuing 
ye^ I and defire you to grant me fuch fup- 
pliesy as Ihall be requi&te for the honour 
and fccurity of the nation^ and adequate to 
the exigencies of the public. 

«* In doing this, let me particularly re- 
commend it to you, to enable me to concert 
proper meafures^ ad to enter into, ao'd 
make good fuch alliances and engagements 
with other powers^ as may be neceflary. for 
the fupport of the queen of Hungary, and 
reftoring the balance of power. 

** My Lords and Gentlemen,

And his Majefty was pleafed to fend thia 
moft gracious anfwdr. 

« His Majefty thanks his faithful Com- 
mons for their dutiful and aflTedtionate ad-* 
drefs : the beft return he can make them 
for the confidence they reoofe in him, is 
to affure them, that no rurther expencc 
(hall be brought upon hit people on this 
occafion, than what fhall be found abfo- 
lutely neceffary for the defence and fecurjty 
of thiefe kingdoms, and for the prefervatloa 
of our happy conftitution.**

five and prefumptuo\is anfwor which has 
been returned by the court of France to the 
reprefentation made in his Majefly^s name 
by his minifter at Paris, upon this occa- 
fion; and to give his Majefty the fh-ongeft ' 
aflurances, that this Houfe will, at che 
hasard of their lives and fortunes, fhind by 
and fnpport his Majefty againft France, 
and any other power whatfoever, that fliall 
prefume to afiift or countenince the Pre- . 
tender, or any of his defcendants, or ad- 
herents ; or to invade, or commit any ho- 
ftilities againft his Majefty*s kingdoms; 
this Houfe not doubting^ that fo defperite 
R r a and 
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and daring an attempt againft hit Majefty*s 
crowiiy and the religion, laws, and liber- 
ties of this nation, will create the higheft 
deteftation in all his MajeAy^s Oibje^ls, and 
raife a truly Brltijh fpirit in defence of his 
Majeily^s facred perfon» and in mainte* 
oance of thofe invaluably rights \ againft 
France^ or any other power that Aiall pre* 
fume to attack or diflurb iheie kingdoms, 
10 the quiet pofleflion of the many bleflings 
ft enjoy under his Majefty^s aufpicious go- 
yeroment."

•A proclamation was alio publiflied ta re- 
quire the juftices, fiTr. to put the laws in 
execution againft Papifls, Non-jurors» and 
for commanding all Papifts and reputed 
Papifts, to depart from the cities of London 
and JVefimmfieri and from within ten miles 
of the fame by the 2d of March \ and for 
confining Papiils and reputed Papifts to 
their habitations ; and for feizing the arms 
a^d horfes of fuch as refufe to take the 
oaths^ &c. and for puttinj; the kwa io^ 
execution againft riots and rioters.

They were very graciouily received, and 
all had the honour to kifs his Majefty*s 
)iand. 

Feb* x8. A commiffion paiTed the great 
ical, appointing fViUiam Baker^ efq. alder- 
man of London, H^iliam Fawkenerj Exekiel 
Miall, John Hyde, Robert Jackfon, Mdjobn 
C^fcf efqrs. commiffioners for the dif- 
tribution of all prizes taken from the king 
of Spain and his fubjeAs by his Majefty*s 
^ips of war. 

A mob of nailersi confifiing of feveral 
thoufands, having got together in Stafford" 
fitrt^ in order to raife their wages, and 
iiaving proceeded to plunder houfes, the 
xQayor of ^0/^^// aflembled the populace of 
that town, led them out, and entirely de- 
feated the other mob \ after which he took 
away their plunder, and made proclama- 
tion, thjit people might have their sgoods 
again. 

Feb, 29. His Majefty having acquainted 
the Houfe of Commons, that he had been 
obliged to fecure the earl of Barrymore^ one 
of their body, for treafonable practices; 
the Houfe prefented an addrefs to thank his 
Majefty for communicating it to them, and 
to dcfire that every fufpeAed perfon may be 
fecured. 

Upwards of 26,000/. was brought 
into the revenue, by excife and cuftom- 
houfe feizures, from January 1742 to 

The 9th day of laft month having been 
appointed for the journey of the f retender^s 
foos from Rome to Ctfierna^ the eldeft let 
pot accordingly in his poft chaife i^ith his 



ufual fervants, at ten hours in the morning, 
leaving behind bim his youngeft brother, on 
pretence of his delicate conftitution, who 
was to follow. The keys of the gate of 
Bome, called St. Jdhn, were by a previous 
order left there /or this purpofe the night 
before. At his arrival at the gate, it was 
opened for him, and (hut again. A fmall 
diftance from the gate, he ordered his chaife 
to be ftopped, telling his governor, who 
was with him in the cliai'fe, that he would' 
go on horfe-back, and by way of Alhano^ 
in order to arrive the fooner at Cifierna \ to 
■which end, three of his own faddle horfea 
and a groom were ready, as he himfelf had 
ordered the day before, with the moft rigo- 
rous injunctions of fecrecy, that it fhould 
not be known to bis father or brother, left 
he might be prevented going poft. The 
governor, who was acquainted with all this, 
feemingly oppofed the deHgn, and fpoke 
aloud, fometimes in EngHJb, and fometimes 
in Italian, entreating him in the ftrongeft 
manner not to expofe himfelf to the danger 
of catching cold, and the accidents of riding 
poft fo far in fuch bad roads and bad weather, , 
with which his father woul4 be highly 
oftended. But the governor at laft yielded 
to his entreaties^ and the young man being 
on horfeback, attended by one perfon and a 
groom only, went full gallop towards ^/* 
banos the governor apparently afflicted, be- 
fore he got into the chaife again, fell on 
purpofe into a ditch to divert his poAillion 
and people from obferving which way the 
Pretender*s fon went* About half a Aiile 
out of the gate, the Pretender*$ fon quitted ' 
the great road, turning by a crofs way that 
leads to Frafcati ; where being out of fight 
of his own people, and being too early for 
any paifengers, he changed his wig and bar, 
and every thing that could difoover him, and 
put on another wig and a courier's cap. The 
French groom likewife changed his cloaths. 
The other perfon who was with them went 
•n by Frafcati to Albanoj with the cloaths 
the young man and the fervant had quitted, 
and according to his inftru£tiuns went.firom 
thence to Cifierna the fame evening, to ac- 
quaint the younger brother with the reafon 
of the elder*s not coming, pretending that 
he had fallen from his horfe and hurt him- 
felf a little, which obliged him to ftay at 
Albanoi entreating him in the ftrongeft 
manner, not to mention the accident to 
alarm their father. He afked for two of 
the young man's fliirts, with which he re- 
turned immediately to Albano, The Pre- 
tender-* eldeft fon, after having changed 
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cloaths, retuiTied by the way of Frajcatiy 
towards RtmCt ^nd going round ihe walls, 
proceeded to Caprarda cardinal yicfuaviva*& 
boufe, with bis own horfes, Hupping only 
an hour at Monte Rcffh to refreih them. 
He arrived there at nineteen hours, his 
fervant perfonating an officer in the Sj>aaijb 
fervice, and he a Spamjb courier from C'l- 
vtta Cajlellana* Cardinal Acqtta'v't'va had 
caufed two poft horfes to be ready for him, 
with which he proceeded poft with the 
greatell difpatch, notwithflanding the great 
fnows that fell that day^ and the extreme 
difficulties he met with in the night palling 
the mountain oi RadUofanu He was pro- 
vided with a badge of a Spanljh courier, 
and pafTports, which cardinal Ac^uanftva 
had obtained fn m the foreign minillers at 
Rome In the name of marquis Spim/Ii, a re- 
lation of his, which paffports were to be 
made ufe of in Tufcary, and to facilitate 
hi's being readily furnilhcd with horfes on 
the crofs roads. Travelling in ti)ismannejr 
night and day, he arrived in the afternoon 
of the lUh at MaJ/a, whence he wrote the 
firft letter to his Uther. After a fhort reft 
at Maffa, he continued his journey towards 
Genoa, where he arrived the 1 3th in the 
morning, addreHing himfelf to the Spanijh 
poft-maAer there, to whom he had been 
previoufly recommended by cardinal Acqua» 
viva, as an officer and a courier with dif- 
patches of the lad confequence. There he 
went to bed for the firit time, and took 
half a day's red. From Genoa he was to 
proceed poft to Finale, where an embarka- 
tion Cvas ready to convey him to Antibes, 
To conceal his departure, the duke Geatani 
continually wrote letters from Cijierna to his 
acquaintance in Rome, to in^rm them, that 
both the Pretender's Tons were in good 
fajsalth, and diverted themfelves extremely 
yrell, having plenty af game, large quan- 
tities of which were fevv.ral times fent to 
Rome to divers people. Thefe accounts alfo 
faid, he was joined at Getioa by an Ergli/h' 
man, and that from thence he went to Sa- 
i/bna, where he was obliged to ftay three 
days on account of the bad weather t from 
thence hfe embarked for Antihes, where he 
arrived in good healths 

Letters from Madrid mentioned, that 
the French minifter there^ the bi/hop of 
Rennes, had received an expreCs from his 
court, upon which he had immediately an 
audience of his Catholic majefty to acquaint 
him, that the eldeft fon of the Chevalier de 
JSt, George landed, at Antlbes^ January 27,

March I. A lice broke out in the town 
of Dcbenbam^ Sufftlk, which, in a ihorC 
time, barntdowntbirty-eight hoofes* 

March %• General }Vad€% regiment of 
horfe went through the city^ for the Kent\g» 
coaft. 

. March 3* A very loyal addrefs was pre- 
fented from the archbilhops, bi&ops« &c* 
and another from the difienters, which were 
moft gracioufly received, a« was alfo the 
qjuakers. 

Orders were fent to Flanders for tlie re- 
turn of 6000 Brmfi troops, on the firft 
notice of a French invalion. 

The cannon of Tilbury fort were ordered 
to be mounted, and the tankard filled with 
water, and a regiment of foot ordered 
thither for its defence. 

The duke of N<weaftle^ lord lieutenant^ 
&c. of Middlefex, ordered the commanding 
officers of the fVeftminfter militia to be 
ready upon any emergency^, on a dky*s 
notice. 

His Majefty came to the Hbufe of Peers 
with the ufual folemnity, and gave the 
royal a(Jent to the following a£ks.

An adt to empower his Majefty to fecure

vagabonds, and other idle and difotderly 
. perfons, and to houfes of corre^lon. 
I • An z€i to oblige ov^rfeers of the poor to- 
. give public noticeof rates, and to produce 

• the lame. 

An a^ for taking affidavits in any of the 
courts of the county palatine of Laticafitr, 
I An aft to prevent abufes in weighing 
•and packing butter in the town of New^ 
' Maltotif Torkfiire* 

An aft for railing and eftabliihing a fond 
for a provifion for the widows and children 
of the minifters of the church of Scotland^ 
and of the heads, principals, and mafiers of 
the univerfities of St. Andrews^ Glafgow^ 
and Edinburgh. 

To fix road-bills' jind to eleven private 
bills, one of which was to diftblVe the mar- 
riage of the duke of Beaufort* 

March 4,. Three hundred Horfes were 
fitted at the tower with harDejBTeSy &r. to 

draw 
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draw a train of artillery of 150' pieces >de- 
ligned for the Etiglijb cqaft. 

Was feized at £he BeJl-favafte inn, on 
hudgate- billy a large cheft.uf bafket-hilted 
fwurds and a caik of (kull-caps, which 
came from Birmingham, and were to be 
fent to Dorfetfiire. 

Lord Mark Kers dragoons were ord^d 
to' Maidfione. 

Several melTcngers were dlfpatched to 
the feats of the earl uf Barrymore in Che/hire 
to feixe ail his papers. 

The fecretary at war, fent orders to the 
feveral regiments of horfe and foot in Kent, 
to eafe the inns by quartering no more 
than fix at a houfe. 

A fire fuppofed to have been malicioufly 
kindled, zx. Haxeyy in the x^^ of \Axboime, 
Linctltijbire, burnt down fifty-fix houfes, 
and a hundred and nineteen barns, out- 
hoofes, &c. the damage Computed at 
10,000/. 

March 5. General ^gwHs regiment of 
horfe landed at Park-gate, from Dublin ; 
they had fo bad a paflage in the late ftorm, 
that upwards of fifty of thehorfes died. 

A proclama;i()o was ifTued by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, ofi^ering a reward of 
lOooA for the firft perfon who ihall be dif- 
covered and convi^ed for enlifting any of 
his Majel>y*s fubje^ts, for foreign f^fi vice, 
300/. for each of the next fix perfons, loc/. 
for every other perfon and a pardon, and a 
reward of 50/. for any perfon concerned in 
the faid oflences, who fhall difcover any of 
his accomplices withiB two years after the 
date hereof. 

March 7. Captaioi {>'J?m}i and 0*fi4r/T, 
of the Irijk troops in the French fervice, 
FQming to Harwich in order to go in the 
paoket to Holland, were, by order of Lord 
Carter^, apprehended and carried to town 
in cuftody of two meflengers. 

The city of Duhlin unanimoufly agreed 
to array theit militia, and provide neceifa- 
ries fur three regiments of foot and one of 
horfe, and offered a reward of 6ooo/. for 
apprehending the Pretender, or his fon, 
either alive or dead, ihould they attempt to 
land in that kingdom, and iGxty thoufand 
fire-arms and other acoutrementf, were 
feized in fofpe^ted houfes ih the fotithern- 
aioil part of Ireland, 

In the town of Huthersfield, Yorkfliire, 
was difcovered tlie foundations of a Roman 
Temple, where were feveral beautiful Ro- 
man bricks, and an altar entire, with a 
kind of Patera at the top, on one fide a 
Comticspia, and on the other an augural

ftafiF: it wa« dedicated to the goddefs For* 
tune by one Auomus ModeSus, or Modefii" 
nut, for there were only the two firft lyl- 
lables, of the fixth conquering legion. 

March lo. By an order from the vmr 
oflice, lOjoooflcull caps, and xo,ooo breaft- 
plates, with axes, faws, &c, v^ere fiiipped 
at the Tower, for the ufe of his Majelty's 
forces in Germany i alfo 1000 barrels of 
gunpowder, xooo cartouches, 1000 belts, 
5000 mulkets and 40 tons of balls. 

About' 500 Sivrfs in and about London 
and fFrf^' infter, offered to form a regiment 
and enter 'ii;tb the King's fervice, in cai'e of 
an invafion : tiicir regimental doaths were 
ordeced to be made, and to be grey turned 
up with red. 

The reludlance of the French foldiers at 
Dnnkitk, to go on board their tranfports, 
was fo great, that it was found xceceHary to 
execute one of them upon the ftrand, to 
ftrike terror into the reft. 

March 14. Several noblemen and gen* 
tlemen, waited on the King at court, and 
voluntarily offered to raife whole regiments, 
both horfe and foot, in the defence of his 
Maje%^s facred perfon and the rights of his 
crown againft the French, or any other 
power who ihould efpoufe the caule of a 
Popifii Pretender, by invading thefe king- 
doms. ^ 

Upwards of ao Britijh fiiips were feized 
at Dunkirk, and the captains with their 
crews made prifoncrs. 

An embargo ^as laid 00 all French ve& 
fels in the #iver Thames. 

March 27. Landtd at Granefend, thtee 
regiments of Dutch troops, v/e. hindemantl 
Eck van Pantalions and Glinfira^i, com- 
manded by major-general P.ompf* 

March 19. A great number of papifls 
took the oaths before thejuftices titVtft^ 
minjfer, ' 

March 20. The French dedand war 
againft Mhgland, the declaration was as. 
follows : 

*< By the King. 

'< Upon the breaking out of the troubles 
after the dfath of the emperor Charles 
,yi. the King took ail opportunities of 
ihewing, that his Majefty defired nothing 
more earnefily than to fee them fpeedily 
concluded, by an equitable accommodatioa 
between the parties in war. '* 

'< The conduA which his Majefty hat 
ever fince obferved, has fufficiently de« 
monftrated, that he conftantly perfifted ia 
the fame difpofitions ; and his Majefty, not 
being defirous of forming a^y pretenfioni 
S s .for 
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for himfelf which nughtin the leaftobftruA 
tbe re-eAabli(hm«at of tranquility in £»- 
ropt^ had no notion of b«ing obliged to take 
parjcin the war, otherwife than in fupply- 
ing his allies, with the fuccoun which he 
was engaged to give them* 

** Such difmterefted views would foon 
have reftored peace, if the court of London 
had thought with as much equity and mo- 
deration^ and if it had confulted nothing 
but the welfare and advantage ol tht Englifi 
nation j but the king of Eng/anJ, elector 
of Hanover^ had very •ppofite iniw.tions, 
which, as it was foon perceived, aimed at 
nothing lefs than kindling a general war. 
Not fatisBed with diflTuading the court of 
Vienna from entertaining any notion •f a 
reconciliation, and with nouriihing its 
animofity by the moft violent councils, it 
has taken all opportunities of irriuting 
France, by evtery where difturbing her 
maritime commerce, in contempt of the 
law of nations, and the moft folemn treaties. 
'* The convention of Hanover in OSober 
'1 741, feemed at leaft to have aifured his 
Majelty of the difcontinuance of fuch ex- 
cefles. The king of England, during the 
flay he made in hizGerman dominions, ap- 
peared to liften to the complaints which 
were made to him on this occaiion, and to 
perceive the jufticeof them$ he gave his 
royal word that he would caufe them to 
ceafe, and he formally engaged himfelf not 
to difturb the allies of the King in the pur- 
fuit of their rights; but fcarce was he re- 
turned to LWoff, before he forgot all his pro- 
mifes ; and as foon as he was certain that 
the K.ing*8 army had entirely quitted Weft' 
pbaha, he caufed it to be declared hy his mi- 
nifters, that the convention no longer fub- 
iifted, and that he loolceB upon himfelf as 
difengaged from it. 

« He then thought there was no longer 
neceility toa£l with circumfpedion : being 
himfelf a pcrfonal enemy oi France, he 
feemed to have no other views than to ralfe 
up fuch every where ^4gainft her : this be- 
came the principal point tathe inftruQlons 
of his minifters in all the courts of Europe, 
The piracies of the Englifh men of war en- 
creafed with cruelty and barbarity ; even 
the ports of the kingdom were no longer an 
afylum againft their infults. The Englijh 
have at length dared to block up the port of 
Toulon, to flop all (hips, to feize upon the 
merchandize which they carried, and to 
take even the recruits and ammunition 
which his Majefty was fending into his 
{fcrong placet. 



<< So many repeated injuries tad omt^ 
rages have at laft tired the patience of his 
Majefty, who can no longer bear with 
them, without failing in the protedtioa 
which he owes his own fubje^s, and the af- 
fiftance he ovwes his allies, in the' defence 
of himfelf, his honour and glory. Thefe 
are the juft motives that no longer permit 
his Majefty to keep within the bounds of 
moderation which he had prefcribed to 
himfelf, and which conltraln him to de- 
clare war, as he does by thefe prefent?, 
againft the king of England, elefior of Ua' 
nwer, both by fea and land. 

** His Majefty ordains and enjoins all his 
fubje£ls, vallals and fervants, to fall upon 
the fubje^s of the king of England, ele^or 
of Hanover ; forbids them in the moil ex- 
prefs manner from hereafter having any 
communication, commerce, or intelligence 
with them, on pain of death ; and confe- 
quently his Majefty hath from henceforward 
revoked, and does revoke all permiffions, 
pafTports, fafe-guards, and fafe-conducts, 
which may have been given by himfelf, or 
by his lieutenant-generals, and other his 
officers, contrary to thefe prefents, and 
hath declared them, and does declare them 
null, void, and of no effect, forbidding all 
^erfons from having any regard thereto. 

*' His Majefty orders and commands the 
duke de Ptntbievre, admiral of France, the 
marftialft of France, the governors and 
lieutenant-generals, for his Majefty in his 
provinces and armies, camp-marfhals, co- 
lonels, captains, heads and conductors of 
his military people, as well horfe as foot> 
French and foreigners, and all other his 
officers whom it ftiall concern, that they, 
and each of them, caufe the purport of 
thefe prefents to be executed, in the extent 
of their powers tnd jurifdidtions, for fuch 
is the will of his Majefty. He wills and 
intends that thefe prefents ftiall be publilh- 
ed and fixed up in all the cities, as wdl 
maritime as others, and in all the ports, 
harbours, and other places of his kingdom 
and territories under his obedience^ where 
it ftiall be needful, that none may pretend 
ignorance thereof. 

" Done at VerfaUks, March 1$, (4th) 1744,

March 21. The duke of Newcajile fcnt 
for the Lord Mayor, fherins, and repre- 
fentatives of London, and acquainted them, 
that an exprefs was arrived from Mr. 
Tbomffon^ our ambaiTador at Paris, with 

an

aa account, that the faid ambaflador was 
fent for by M. Amelot to Ftrfaillesf who 
acquainted him in the name of the King 
his mafter, that things were come to foch a 
pafs, that a declaration of war muft foon 
enfue, on their part; upon which Mr. 
Tbomffott replied, that his nation was 
thoroughly prepared to take the proper mea- 
fures. And Sir H^lllam Calvert and Sir 
Rfibert Ladbroke, acquainted the merchants 
and traders therewith, that they might ^Gt 
accordingly. 

March 22* His Majefty went to the 
Houfe of Peers, and gave the royal aflent to 
the following bills. 

An a£t for raifing by annuities and a 
lottery 1,800,000/. at 3 per cent* per aim* 
for the fervice of the year 1744. 

An 9i€t for granting to his Majefty the 
furplus of the monies arifen, or to arife by 
the duties on fpirituous liquors, granted 
by an adt of laft feflion, and for explaining 
the faid a^, in relation to the retailers of 
fuch liquors, and for eftablilhing an agree- 
ment with the Ea^-Jttdia company. 

An a£t for puniihing mutiny and defer- 
tion, and for the better payment of the 
army and their quarters. 

An adl for the more effisdual recruiting 
his Maje(ly*s land forces a^d marines. 

And to feveral road and private bills j 
after which both Hoofcs adjourned to 
TuefJay April 3. 

The fubfcription for 1,200,000/. by 3 
per cent* annuities, and 6ooyOoo/. by a 
lottery for the current fervice, was full in 
one day. A fubftantial proof of the rea- 
dincfs of the merchants of London to fup- 
port their King and country againft the in- 
tended invafion. 

Mjrcb 23. The remainder of the 6000 
Dutch troops arrived at Gravefend from 
Holland* 

March 25. Count huffy% chapel was 
ihut up, and his baggage paclung for 
France* 

March 27. The maglftrates of Edki' 
hurgh publifhed a proclamation, offering a 
. reward of 6000/. to any who (hall appre- 
hend t.he Pretender and his eldeft fon, or 
either of them, dead or alive, if they, or 
either of them, land or attempt to land in 
Scotland : which proclamation was to conti- 
nue in force for twelve months. 

Several French fliips arrived in Dublin 
harbour and were immediately feised by or- 
der of government. 

His Majefty in council was pleafed to 
)P|rder that a commiUloa ihould bcpalTed 
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forthwith under tl^e great Teal, to impower 
the Lords of the Admiralty to grant lettert 
of marque to privateers, for the feizing 
and taking the ihips, veflels and goods be- 
longing to France or the French king, or 
others inhabiting within any of his coun- 
tries, territories or dominions, and fuch 
other ihips, veflels and goods as are or ihall 
be liable to conAfcation, purfuant to the 
refpeftive treaties between his Majefty and 
other princes, ftates and potentates. 

A proclamation was likewife iflued for 
the encouragement of his Majefty^s (hips of 
war and privateers. 

March 31. War was declared againft 
France in London' and Wefminfier. The 
declaration was as follows : 

*' The troubles Which broke out in Ger^ 
mawfi on account of the fucceflion of the 
late emperor Cibtfr/rx the Sixth, having been 
begun and carried on by the inftigation, af- 
fiftance, and fupport of the French king, 
with a view to overturn the balance of 
■power in Europe, and* to extend the dan- 
gerous influence of that crown, in dire A 
violation of the folemn guaranty of the 
Pragmatic fandtion, given by him in the 
year 1738, in confideration of the cdflion • 
of Lorraine ; and we having on our part 
executed our engagements for maintaining 
the Pragmatic fandtion, with that good 
faith Which is infeparabte from us ; and 
having oppofed the attempts made againft 
the dominions of the queen of Hungary , we 
are not furprifed that ou^ condua in this 
refpedt iliould have drawn upon us the 
refentment of the French king, who has 
found his ambitious views, in a great mea- 
fare, difappointed by the afliftance we have 
furniihed to our ally, unjuftly attacked by 
him ; or that he (hould alledge it as a prin- 
cipal reafon for his declaring war againft us. 

" From the time that we found ourfelves 
obliged, for the maintenance of the juft 
rights of our fubje£ls, to enter into a war 
with Stain, inftead of obfervlng a tir\€t 
neutral lity, which we mig'it have promifed 
ourfelves on the part of the French king, 
from whom we were even founded by trea- 
ty to have demanded aftiftance, he has given 
encouragement and fupport to our enemies, 
by conniving at his fubjedis, acting as pri- 
vateers under Spanijb commifllons, both in 
Europe SiTxd America J and by fending, in the 
year 1740, a ftrong fquadron into the An:e^ 
rican feas, in order to prevent us from pro- 
fecuting the juft war we were carrying on 
againft Spain in thofe pans ; and we have 
the moft authentic prvof^ that an order 
S s 2 was 
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wasgiTeil to the commander of the French 
fquadron, not only to adt in a hoftile man- 
ner againft our fhipt, either jointly with 
the Spaniardif or feparately, but even to 
. concert meafures with our enemies^ for at- 
tackVng one of our principal dominions in 
America $ a duplicate of that order, dated 
the 7th of O((?0^fr, 1740, having fallen Into 
the hands of the commander in chief of our 
f4}uadron in the fF>ft Indies* This injurious 
proceeding was greatly aggravated by the 
French minifter at our court, having de- 
clared, on occafion of fending the faid fqua- 
dron, that the French kin^ was very far 
Irom having any dcHgn or intention ^f 
breaking with us. 

« The fame uffenfive condnd was con« 
tinu'd, on the pare of' the French king, to- 
wards ui, by his fqnadron in the MeJiterra- 
rean^ in the year 1741, joining with, and 
prote6iing the fliips of our enemies, in fight 
of our fleet, which was preparing to attack 
them. 

*« Thefc tinwari-antable proceedings } • 
the notorious breach of treaties, by repair- 
ing the fortifications, and ercAing new 
Ivorks at Dunkirk ; the open hoftilities late- 
ly committed ngainft our fleet in the Medi' 
terranean ; the affront :nd indignity offered 
to us, by the reception of the fun of the 
pretender to our cruwn, in the French do- 
minions ; the embarkation a(5lually made 
at Dunkirk, of a donfiderabic body of troops, 
Aotoijoufly defigned for an invaiion of this 
kingdom, in favour of the Pretender to our 
crown ; and the fending a fquadron of French 
fhips of war into the channel, to fupport 
the faid embarkation and invaiion, will be 
lafting monuments of the little regard had 
by the French court for the mofl foleihn en- 
gagements, when t)ie obfervance 6f them 
is inconfiftent with interefl, ambition, or 
refentment. 

*' We cannot omit taking notice of the 
vnjuft inflnuations contained in the French 
klng^s declaration of war againd us, with 
fefpeft to the convention made at Hanover^ I 
in 0^. 1741 ; that convention, regarding 
our ele£torate only, had no relation to our 
conduct as king of Great Britain, The al- 
legations concerning it, are groundlefs and 
injurious ; our proceedings in that refped, 
having been perfe6lly conflftent with that 
good faith, which we have always made 
the rule of oor adions. 

*' It is onneceffary to mehtion the objec- 
tions made to the behaviour of our mini- 
fters in foreign courts 5 fince it is notorious 
i:hat the principal view and obje^ of the 



negotiations of the French minifteri to the 
feveral courts of Europe, have been either 
to flir up inteftine commotions in the coun- 
tries where they refided, or to cireate diif«* 
ferences and mifunderilaodiogs ' between 
them and their refpe^^ive allies. 

'( The charge of piracy, cruelty, and 
barbarity againft our fliips of war, isequalJy 
unjuft and unbecoming j and we h<ive all 
fach proceedings fo much in abborience, 
that if any practices of that nature had been 
made appear to us, we fliould have taken 
ef^edtoal care to put a flop to them, and 
to have puniflied the offenders in the fevcrefi 
manner. 

« We b^ing therefore indifpenfably ob- 
liged to take up arms, and entirely rely- 
ing on the help of Almighty Qod, 'who 
knows the uprightnefs of uur intentions, 
have thought flt to declare, and do hereby 
declare war againft the French king; and 
we will, in porfuance of fuch declaration, 
▼igoroufly profecute the fame by fea anq 
land J being affured of t^e ready concur- 
rence and afliflance of all our loving fub- 
je£^s, in fo jiift a caufe : and we do hereby 
will and requip our generals and comman- 
ders of ^ur forces, our commiflioners fiar 
executing the office of high admiral of 
Great Britain, our lieutenants of our frve- 
ral counties, governors of our forts and gar- 
rifons, and all other officers under them, 
by fea and laiid, to do and execute all afis 
of hofliHty in the profecution of this war 
againfl the 'faid French king, his TafTals 
and fubje^Sy and to oppofe their at tempts | 
willing ind requiring 'all our fubjedts to 
take notice of the fame, whom we hence- 
forth flri£lly forbid to hold any <forrefpon- 
dence or communication witli the fobje£h 
of the French king : and we do hereby com- 
mand our own fnbje€ts, and advertife ail 
other perfons of what nation foever^ not to 
tranfport or carry anV folcliers, arms, pow- 
der, ammunition, or other contraband 
goods, to any of the territories, lands, 
plantations, or countries of the faid French 
king ; declaring, that whatfoever Ihip or 
veffei fhall be met withal, tranfporting or 
carrying any foldiers, arms, powder, 'am- 
munition, or other contraband goods, to 
any of the territories, lands, plantations, 
or countries of the faid French king, the 
fame beii^g taken, fliall be condemned as 
good and lawful prize. And whereas there 
are remaining in oor kingdoms divers of the 
fubjeds of the French king, we do hereby 
declare our royal intention to be, that all 
the French fohjtiStt, who flial] demean 
» » them^ 
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ttiemfelyes dutiFulIy towiird us^ fiiall be 
fxfe in t)ielr perfons and eilates. 

« Given at our court at St. Jamei's, the 
99th day of March, 1744* in the feven- 
teenth year of our reign. 

« God ftrvi the King:' 

His Majeily fliips took three or four 
French prises^ and the Sfmsiareh fe?enl 
£ngfi/k. 

A pardon was offered in the Gaxette for 
all foidiers that had defeited, provided they 
entered into his Majefty feryice. 

His Majcfty was pleafed j:o nominate Dt*. 
Ti^nrtfx Cheyney, dean of Lincoln, in the 
f-oom of Dr. Edward lilies, bifhop of Bath 
and ff^el/s. 

Francis fFahoin^ M. A. a prebendary of 
Canterbury, in the room of Dr. Samuel Lijte^ 
blihop ofSt. Ajafh. 

Addrefles were prefented from Edhhurgb, 
Cormvall, Nortbamptony &c» 

AprU I. Six regiments of foot were or- 
dered to btf'raired with all expedition^ to re- 
place thofe in England, which were to be 
fent abroad. 

Atril 2. Sailed for the Mediterranean 
the fleet under the command of Sir Charles 
Hardy, conBfting of one man of war of 
one hundred guns, three of ninety, four of 
e»ghty5 one of feveniy, one of fixty, one 
oi fifty, a bomb ketch, a great number of 
fior^fliips, &c* but afterwards put back. 

April 3. His Majefty went to the Houfe 
of Peers with the ufual ftate, and made the 
ifoUowing molt gracious fpeech from the 
throne. 

*< My Lords and Gentlemen, 

** The preparations which were fo long 
carried on in France, to invade this king- 
dom, ^n favour of a Popiih Pretender, have 
at laft been followed by a declaration of war 
by that crown againft me. The duty, af- 
fedion, and zeal for me and my family, 
' which have been fo fully and cordially ex- 
preifed in the unanimous refolutions of both 
Honfes of Parliament, and in the loyal and 
feafonable addre(3es of all my good fubje^s, 
ought to have convinced our enemies, how 
Ungrounded any hopes of fuccefs were, with 
which they -might have vainly flattered 
themfelves in fuch an attempt. To me it 
is the traeft fatisfadion, and muft be the 
greateft fecurity to my government, that, juft 
at the time of entering into this w^, I have 
bad fuch folemn aflurances and pledges of 
the fidelity and good affe^ons of my people. 
«' Whatever colours may be endeavoured 
to be put on thefe injurious proceedings of 
the court of France, I cm appeal to the 



I whole world for the re6titud<i and equity of 
my conduct, ilways fteadil^ diteftcd to the 
defence oi the antient allies of my crown, 
conformably to treaties, to the preferratiofli 
of the balance and liberties of Europe, and 
the maintenance of the cotnmerce and ef- 
fential interefts of my kingdoms, porfuant 
to the advice of my Parliament, without 
invading the rights of any other power. 

<< Under thefe drcumftances, I have de« 
dared war, on my part> againft the French 
king, and have made the proper requifitiona 
to my allies, patticuUrly the States Gene* 
ral of the United Provinces,' (whofe firm 
friendihip I have fo lately experienced} to 
join with me, and |>erfortn their engage* 
ments on this important occafion.

The 
French king having received into his king- 
doms the fon of the Pretender, and having 
in time of full peace, made immenfe prc^ 
paration by land and fea, wiih a view to in- 
troduce him, by fore of arms, into ours, in 
order to deprive us, and our family after 
us, of our crown, and our faithful fubjefts 
of their laws, their liberty, and their reli- 
gioh, your republic determined to lofe 
no time in ftiewing, by a condudt dired^ly 
contrary to that of the faid Kine, how 
much (he detefted fa enormous a violation of 
the facred ties, by which princes and ftates 
are united. Our minlfter plenipotentiary 
at the Hague has already declared to you, by 
our order^ how thankfully we received the

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foccoor of 6000 incn« which you Tent us 
upon that occafion. We would no Jonger 

- defer repeating chufe tckaowledgements to 
youy under our own han^ i and as f ranee 
has> fince that period, carried her ill de- 
fig OS to the greateft length, by openly de- 
claring war againft us, upon frivolous and 
UAJuft pretences^ under colour of which, 
Ihe attempts to juftify hei own condu^, 
and to blacken ours, alledging accnfations 
without proofs and fafts without founda- 
tion, we find ourfelves, with great regret, 
obliged to demand the entire execution of 
<he treaiies between us« on your part, by 
ve<)uinng you, in purfuance of that of the 
year 1678^ to come to an open rupture >^ith 
France^ oftering to concert immediately 
with you all fuch meafures as may be ne- 
ccfTary, as >yeU for carrying on the war 
•gainft the common enemy, as for provid- 
ing for our mutual fafety, in the moil 
cftedkual manner. You are qot ignorant, 
high and mighty Lords, with how muc5 
seal and good faith, we have oppofed the 
efforts made by that crown, towards over- 
turning that order of fuccellion eflabliihed 
'by the late Emperor, which /he had obliged 
Jierfelf to guarantee, in the fame manner, 
that we, and that your commonwealth had 
obliged ourfelves thereto ; and towards the 
deftru£^ion of a family, which ihe had en- 
gaged by the moft folemn treaties to fup- 
port : you approved the condud which we 
held therein : you went ftill farther \ you 
concurred with us in it, an4 you do ftill 

. concur with us. From thence proceeds the 
unjuft war, which that King has already 
declared agaioft us, and which he gives 
you notice to be intended at the fame time 
againft yourftate, by the armies wherewith 
he now overfpreads your frontiers, and 
threatens your barrier. In order to fee u re 
that rampart of your dominions, we 
thought ourfelves obliged to exceed what 
we were ftri^tly engaged to by the treaty 
of 171 5, by keeping a very confiderable 
body of our troops in thofe parts, as much 
fbr your defence, as for that ofourc9mmon 
ally, the queen of Hungary, We make 
AOtthe leaft doubt, but that at a time when 
the Proteftant fucteffion to our kingdoms 
(the other obje£i of that treaty) is openly 
menaced by (be enterprises of France, you 
will add that conlideration alfo, to fo many 
other titles, by which our prefent requifi- 
tioA to you is fupported : rfiey are the 
rnoft authentic, the moft pofitive, and the 
snoft facred engagements : it is the glorious 
cxample^f your aaceftors : it is the defence 



of an opprcfled Princefs ; the Atpport of a 
balance of power in Europe, neceflary to 
the mainteiauce of the common liberty 
and fecurity : it is, in a word, the prefer- 
vation of our holy religion, and of the true 
worship of God, which do all together call 
upon, and oblige you to declare war, in 
thefe circumftances, againft France^ and to 
join the whole forces of yonr republic, 
by fea and land, to ours, in order to check, 
the unjuft and dangerous ambition of an 
enemy, who' has been in the conrfeof for^ 
mer wars, more than onco obliged, by the 
union of thofe forces, to reftore peace to 
Eurcpe \ and who will not fail by the fame 
means, and with the afiiftance of Al- 
mighty God, to be again obliged to it. 
Such a number of eflential motives as we 
have aliedged, give us caufe to rely opon a 
favourable refolution on the part of your re* 
public : and accordingly, in that- juft hope 
and expe^atton, we conclude this letter, 
praying God to keep you, high and mighty 
Lords, our good friends, allies, and confe^ 
derate.*^, in his holy and worthy prote£lion»

<^ As foon as the axrival o£ the eldeil Ion 
of the Pretender in France, and the prepa- 
rations that were making there for invading 
your Majefty^s kingdom, came to our know- 
ledge, we did not fail to make very ferioua 
reflexions upon thofe proceedings, and how 
contrary they were to the moft folemn trea- 
ties, and how much they tended to over- 
turn your Majefly*s government, and the 
laws, the liberty, and the religion of 
the Britljb nation, with the maintenance 
whereof the prefervation of Xhott of our 
republic is tnfeparably conneded. We^ 
therefore, upon the firft requisition made 
by your Majefty*s 'minifter plenipotentiary, 
did not heHtate to grant iitimediately, and 
to feod into England, with all the expedi- 
tion poillble, the firft fuccour of 6000 foo^ 
ftipulated in the treaties.

the Tvrkt of their foperiority at Mecca^ and 
rendered both the Grand Seignior and Mo- 
gul his fubftitutes. x 

War was declared between the queen of 
HuMgary and the king of France, 

May 7* The earl of Barrymore and his 
hail appeared in the court oi fCing^s- bench 
and were difcharged from their recogni- 
sancet. ^ 

May 8. Commodore Warren^ failed with 
feverai men of war from Antigua for St. 
tucia^ to poflefs himfelf of that ifland, 
which lies between Marttnico and St. Vin- 
cwt, almoft .within fight of the former^ 
•nd in which is a good harbour. 

Several gentlemen in Ireland, on occafion 
of the French fcberoe for an invaiion, form- 
ed themfelves into an independent regiment 
of horfe, commanded by the honourable 
colonel Fwfonby: and Nicholas Lof tut Hume, 
efq. began alfo to raife another independent 
regiment of horfe, called the EnniJkUlenenf 
to confift of 1000 gentlemen.

By the King, a Proclamation, 
For recalling feamen from ferving feragn

*« GEORGE R. 
** Whereas we are informed that a great 
number of mariners and feafaring men, our 
natural born fubjeds, are in the fervice of 
divers foreign princes and ftates, to the pre- 
judice of our kingdom ; we have therefore 
thought it neceiTary, by and with the advice 
of our privy council, topublifh this our roy- 
al proclamation, and do hereby firi&ly 
charge and command all maftcrs of (hips, 
pilots, mariners, feamen, ihipwrights, and 
other feafaring men whatfoever, and where- 
foever (being our natural bom fubje As) who 
are in the pay or fervice of any foreign 
prince or f^ate, or do ierve in any fhip or 
vefTel, that forthwith they, and every of 
them, do (according to their known and 
bounden duty and alliance) withdraw 
themfelves, depart from, and quit fuch fo« 
reign fervicea^ and return home to their na- 
tive countries j and farther, we do hereby 
ftridtiy prohibit and forbid all maftets uf 
ihips, pilots, mariners, feamen, fiiipwrights 
and other feafaring men whatfoever (being 
our natural bom fnbje^) frooa entering, 
and do charge and conunand tbeoi, and 

ereiy 
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every of them from heacefortb, to forbear 
to enter therofelves into the pay or fervicc 
•f any foreign prince or ftate, or to ferve in 
any foreign (hip or veflfcl whatfocver, with- 
out our fpccial licence firft had and obtained 
in that behalf ; to all which we expeft due 
obedience and exa£t conformity. And we 
do hereby publifli and declare, tbat the of- 
fenders to the contrary ihall not only incur 
our juft difpleafure, but be proceeded againll 
for their contempt, according to the utmoft 
feverities of the law. And we do hereby 
declare, that if any fuch mafters of /hips, 
pilots^ mariners, feamen, ihipwrights, or 
other feafaring men (being oar fubje£t8) 
ihall be taken in any foreign fervice by the

Fifthly, a fiag- 
ofllcer fent to command in the out -ports 
of this kingdom, was to have no ftiare in 
prizes taken by fiiips that failed from that 
port, by order from the Admiralty. Sixth- 
ly, when more fiag-officers than one ferve 
togeth r, the eighth part of all prizes taken 
by any fliips of the fleet or fquadron, was 
to be divided In the following proportion, 
vlx. If there be but two fiag-ofiicers, the 
chief to have two third parts, and the other 
to have the remaining third part j but if 
the number of flag-officers be more than 
two, the chief to have only one half, and 
the other half to be divided equally among 
the other flag-officers. Seventhly, that 
commodores, with captains under them, 
were to be efteemed as flag-officers, with 
refpecl to their right to an eighth part of 
prizes, whether commanding in chief, or 
ierving under command.

A grant paflcd the great feal to the lord 
Carteret^ and his heirs, ot the eighth part 
of the province of Carolinat yielding and 
paying to his Majefty the fourth part of all 
gold and filver ore found there, and the 
annual rent of i/. 131. 4^/. on the feaA of 
Ali-Satnts for ever. 

Sept 28. Mr. alderman Petinantf and 
Mr. alderman Barnard^ were fworn in at 
Cuildhall, fiierifls of this^ city and Mid- 
dlejtx. 

The juftices'of Wtfiminfier met at the 
Town Conrt-houfe, when a letter from lord 
Carteret was read, relating to the frequent 
and infoient robberies committed in the 
faid city and liberty, defiring their worihips 
to order the conftables to be vigilant, in the 
preventing diforderly houfes and night cel- 
lars, &c. 

The gang who committed thefe robberies 
were fo infolent, that they went to the 
houfes of peace ofliicers, made them beg 
faiidon for endeavouring to do their duty, 
and promife not to moleil them. Some 
whofe lives they threatened, were obliged 
to lie in Bridewell for their fafety; they 
having wounded a headborough in St. 
yobn't'ftruti in above forty places. 

^ept, 29. Came on the election of 
Lord Mayor for the year enfuing, when 
alderman Marjbat, was chofen. 

The earl of HMrveffe, ambaflador esf- 
traordlnary from Great^Britatn to the re- 
public of Venice^ having been ftopt by the 
imperial hufl'ars near l^$rem^frgi and ob- 



liged to fign a paper* promifing to farrefiJef 
prifoner of war* if he was judged one by 
the Emperor. Count Seckaido^ returned 
his Loidihip*s paper* and fent aim a letter 
with many excufes. 

The ibrtificationfeof I>anri(/ri^ having been 
carried on v^ith the utmoft diligence* (even 
batteries were compleated* and the maga- 
sines filled with all ibrts of military Aores* 
among them 20,000 mu(kets. 

The Grand Signior notified to the fo" 
reign minifter$> that Shah Nadir had at* 
tacked the Serajkier ^ckmet fiajkaw ih hia 
intrencbments under the cannon of Kars^ 
and was defeated with the lofs of 19*000 
men. The Ottoman miniftcrs, in the mi^ft 
of the rejoicings for the vidory, were re- 
moving their effeds into the iflands of the 
jtrcbifeUgOy fat fear of a revolution. 

Off* 8. Admiral Sakben, who comand- 
ed the fleet* wasienarated from them in a 
ftorm* and loft* in the FiBorj of 110 brafi 
guns, between the 4th and 5th* near jil^ 
dtntfjff with 1 100 men* among which were 
about fifty gentlemen volunteers. 

OS, 12. A loan was granted the king 
of Sardinia f when the following letter ap- 
peared in the Oaxettt, 

« Whereas our good brother the king of 
Sardinia hath reprefented unto us* that ho 
finds it highly neceflary* for the more vi- 
gorous and efiefhial carrying on the vrar 
againft the French king and the king of 
Spain in Jtahf^ that a fupply of money* 
not lels than 200^000/. fiiould be provided 
with all pofSble expedition, and paid to* or 
to the ufe or cwdcr of our iaid good brother 
the king of Sardinia : and his Sardinian 
majefly having given us to underftand^ that 
he is willing to give undoubted fecurity for 
the fsud fum, by engaging all the taxes of 
his dominions, called taillet or rizi* and all 
the revenues of or belonging to bis crovim ; 
and he is likewife willing* that the intereft 
of the faid 200,000/. and the principal mo- 
ney, fiiali be made good and payable oat of 
any fubfidy or fubfidies which hath or Aall 
be granted to us by his faid Sardinia ma- 
jefty, io long as the faid fubfidies fhall be 
granted* until the intereft and principal

Sir Cba^ 
loner Ogle with feveral men of war were 
abroad on a cruize. 

OS, 23. The republic of Genoa fud- 
denly putaftop to her armament, and feem- 
ed inclined to obferve a ftrifl' neutrality. 

The fleet at Mahon, the 24th of Septem- 
ber, under the command of admiral Rowley^ 
confifted of forty-one fhips of war, vix,', four 
of ninety guns, eight of eighty, eleven of 
feventy, fourof fixty, feven of fifty, four 
of forty, three of twenty, befides firefh^ps, 
bombs, floops,' &c, all in good order. 

The combined army having fuf)^ered ma- 
ny hardflxips, during the latter part of the 
campaign, from winds and rain, which 
were fo violent for three days, that great 
numbers fickened and were fent to the hof- 
pitals ; and as the continuance in the field, 
muft have been attended with greater mif- 
chiefs, it was concluded they fhouldgo into 
winter quarters : accordingly the Englifi 
horfe guards and regiments of horfe pro- 
ceeded to Brujpds, and the foot and dra- 
goons to Ghent and Bruges \ the Dutch, 
Aufirians, and Hanoverians went Hkewife to 
their refpe£kive quarters. ' 

The fuccours granted to the queen of 
Hungary by the king of Poland, at cle^or

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of Safonjft confifted of 6168 horfe and 
x8>027 foot : in all 24,190 effe^ive men. 

The capitulation for the furrender of 
Prague to the Fremcb was figried the i6th^ 
only fix days after the trenches were opened* 

The King left a garrifon of 6000 men 
in Pragutf and ordered them to lie in the 
ftreets before the burghers houfes, who 
were forbid on pain of death to ftir out at 
night $ his Majefiy left there likewife a 
large train of artillery, while he marched 
fouthward up the Moidaw to Tahor^ from 
whence he fent out detachments under lieu- 
tenant-general de Nafftat, who after fome 
IkirmiJhes toolc the miportant towns of 
Budvm and Ttyn^ and the ftroog caftle of 
FrauenSwr^, whofe garrifons made condi- 
tions to retire. By the conqueft of thefe 
placet, he was mafter of all Bobema on the 
eaft of the river Moldaw, 

N^^oembtr. The deputy- governor of ifa- 
guillsy ailifted by t>«-o privateers from St* 
lLitt\ drove the French out of their half 
of the iiland of St. MMrtin\ and took pof- 
feifion of it, fettled and provided for the 
defence thereof. The French inhabitants 
of St. Bartholomew's (vimndend thatiflandy 
and declared themfelves to be thencefor- 
ward his Britannic majeily*s fubje£b. 

The minifters at the diet, from the elec- 
tors of MentZy Triers, Coli^ne, Saxony, Hm- 
nwer, and five other princes, prefented a 
memorial againft the French troops taking 
quarters in t{»e firft-named electorates. 

Sweden made a redudion in their troops 
of thirty men in a company. 

Mr. Titlrf obtained from Denmark, that 
6000 men ihould march into HoMein, to 
be ready to affift in the defence of Ifanover* 

Aov. 9. Proclamations were iffiied for 
/I general faft throughout England and Scot" 
land, on the 9th of January following. 
, Alfo one for appointing the diftribution 
of the bounty, for taking or deflroying 
ihips of war, or privateers of the enemy. 

Another was likewife iflued, whereby a 
reward of ico/. was ordered for apprehend- 
ing and convicting a ftreet-robber, between 
. OSi* I, and May next. 

Nov. 12. Capt. Knight, in the St. ^- 
^4ijr*i, aiiifted by another man of war, hav- 
ing been at Porto Bella to demand an Eng» 
Ufh (hip that was feiied trading therej 
which the Governor refufe to deliver op, 
they bombarded the town, drove the Co» 
▼ernor and his garrifon out, beat down his 
faoufe and all the public buildings. 

The French, after a fiege of thirty days, 
(ixried 00 by aa arm^ of jojQQq men, in 



the fight of their King, at lift, with the 
lofs or iS,ooo, obliged the garriibn of Fri^ 
hourg to capitulate.

Sereral Tcry eminent mer- 
chants of l^ndun^ confiderable traders and 
proprietors of the public funds, met, «ibout 
noon, at CranrtfWdv's coffee-houfe, and with 
the utmoft alacrity came to the following 
agreemeitt, for fupporting the public cre- 
dit. ** We the underfigned merchants 
and others, being fenfible hov necelTaxy 
the preferration of public credit is at this 
time, do hereby declare, that we will not 
lefofe to receive bank notes in payment of 
any fum of money to be paid to us. And 
we will ufe our utmoft endeavours to make 
all our payment! in the fame maaner :** 
and' by five next afternoon 1 140 had figned 
it* Upon this refolution a hurry ^hich 
hadi>een at the bank for a few days paft^ 
ceafed. *Twas fWid to be occafioned by the 
Papifta and Jacobites, with a defign to hurt 
ciedit as much as was in their power, and 
to get gold to fend to the rebels ; in which 
thedire^rs wifely difappointed them, by 
ordering payment in filver. 

A fubfcription was opened at GarratKfayl*9 
coflTee-hottiey by a great namber of eminent 
merchants, who fubfcribed aoo/. each, ip 
order toraife a fund of 250,000/. for railing 
and fupporting a regiment of men for the 
further fecurity of the city. 

The dire£bora of the EMfi-Jiidm com- 
pany declared thev would take in their 
ionds at par, for payment for goods bought 
at their Ode, being los. difcount. 

The SntherUmdi^ FraxerSi Maektyh *^^ 
other loyal dan^ in the north of Scotland,

The city of GhJ" 
gpw received a fecond letter from the Pre- 
tender's fon, for 15,000/. accompanied 
with threats of military cKccutioii, but got 
it lefTened to 5500/. which fum they were 
obliged ~ to pay immediately. Upon the 
4th, the garrifon of the caftld of Ed'ut" 
hurgby under favour of a great fire of their 
cannon from the half-moon^ made a trench 
crofs the caftle-hill, half way between the 
gate and the boufes, fourteen feet broad 
and fix teen deep, and from the parapet, 
made by the earth dug out of the trench on 
die fide next the cafile, wiiii the fire of 
200 men of the garrifon, cleared the bloc- 
kade. Upon the 5th, by the help of the 
town's people, they obtained twenty black 
cattle, a quantity of bread and a]e, and 
water from the refervoir. About five tliat 
evening, a confiderable detachment of the 
rebels marched up to the caftle-hill, to at- 
tack the party ofthe garrifon in the trench, 
Hvho retreated into the caftle upon their ap- 
proach without lofing a man ; the rebels in 
creeping up the fouth fide of the hill, Had' 
twenty of their men killed by the cannon 
"^m the caftle. About nine the fame 
ni^ght, between four and 5000 of them 
marched into the town from their camp, 
and reniained in ital) night, but none of 
them durft appear within the reach of the 
cannon. They were employing all the 
fiRTters about the town to (hoe their horfes, 
and gave out that they intended to march 
vpon the 8th towards Sertvickf il^itE '9000 



meh.* On- the izth, GUnhucht and lori 
dgilvy joined them with a reinforcement of 
760 meft't They would not fuflfer any pro« 
yifions to^ be carried out to the tox man of- 
war, lying in the road of Leithf and the 
captain of that (hip had taken care to pre- 
vent any vefiTel crofiing the f'trth. They 
had ordered the landlords of alf the hbufes 
of Edinburgh to pay in half a crown in the 
pound of all their rents as upoii the 7th. 
Great numbers ofthe rebels having been

Capt. Wilfin, (foil of Demtl fFilpm, efq^ 
member of p</liaihent for ffyhtcMahd) 
paid i/. xox. for the ufe of a cobler*s ftall 
under the walls. Up6n the firft approach 
of the rebels, the gatrifoft pnt oiit that 
t&emfdves #ere 3000 ftroog t tipon which 
the rebels durft not attempt the city imtoe* 
diately, but went forward towards Brumf' 
tmi fiom w^fence they returned on the 
1 jthi The garriibn kept condnuttty firing 



opoh them, *till they were obliged^ on th^ 
14th, by the manager in the town, t^ 
defift, and come off from th*e walls, and 
continued (o all that bight ; during which 
time the ttnns of cipitulation were fettled. ' 
Next morning they obferved that the rebels 
hid entrenched themfelves before the town ; 
upon which the garrifon rehewed their fire 
with great fpirit and bravery, but Toon re- 
ceived orders again to defift, for the capi-^ 
tdlation was ^agreed upon. The duke of 
Fertbt ^Jth his divifion^ Wtxt the firft of 
the rebels that entered CarG/U, the Pre- 
tender being then fix miles from the city. 
They made the garrifon fwear never to ap- 
pear in arms any more againfb them i Hod 
Perth ihaking the men by thfe hands, told 
them they were brave fellows^ ind offered 
them great iiims to enlift with him. The 
rebels took above 200 good botfes, and all 
the arms from the militia,' befides locd 
Ikind lodged in the ciftle. They alfo found 
a rich booty in the caftle j the people of 
the country round about having broug)it 
thither, for fafttv, the moft Valuable of 
their iflfeds. The marquis of TulRhardik 
was killed by the firft fire froixi the wills 
on the ibth. The toWn capitulated On the 
x4.th^ in the evening ; and on the Isth^ 
at ten o'clock in the morning,' it was given 
lip. About bne in the afte'rnooh the rebels 
entered the city; and the next morning the 
catlle was futrendered to them. Several of ' 
the militia endeavoured to efcape, without 
being obliged to take the oat£, as alfo JId 
fome of CopeU men, who had deferted from , 
the rebels, oHe of which they fliotj as fta~* 
example to deter others.

Advices from Penrith of the 
ftoth at oigbty mention, that the rebels to 
the anMunt of 3C00 bad been entering that 
ptace from four in the afternoon to nine, 
and that a party of them, conlifting of xio 
incn> went that afternoon to Lowthcr'hall, 
hJrd LonfdaW9 feat. 

Letters of the aift from the fame place 
fsiy, the rebels had been coming in there alt 
that day, that thofe which had arrived the 
day before were all gone the Lanca/hire 
road ; that lord Gtorgt Murratt lord iUh^^ 
lord Nairnf Glenbttcketf and tEe perfon Ail- 
ing himfelf duke of Perth, were arrived at 
Penrith. 

Letters from Kendal of the 21 ft bring ad- 
vice, that aboat 120 horfe, belonging to 
the rebeh, were come into that town, and 
that they bad prepared quarters for aooo 
foot, the 22d the rebels arrived there. 

By advices of the 22d from Penrith, the 
Higiland army which marched in there on 
qie 2lft halted that day. The Pretender's, 
fon^ with his houflioldy came in at the 
head of a regiment of foot, about three that 
afternoon) that by the beft reckoning that 
could be made at Mmont and Failowjeld' 
iridge, the whole of their army did not ex*

life was left with only about 100 men } that 
nine men belonging to the army of the 
rebels came iato Burton about one o'clock 
in the afternoon pf the 23d« and demanded 
9uai;ters for zoo horte and 700 fisot. The 
«4th^' the van of the rebel army, confifting 
•f the numbers above, arrived at Lamafier, 
and that the young Pretender^ with the 
main bod^^ lay at £gndal the night bcforei 
The fame day, about frrty carta' belonging 
to the rebels, and loaded with arms, bread. 
Bighland plaids and waiftcoi^ were feised 
and plundered by the country people in 
the county of AnaaadaUg witbi^ ten miles 
of Ditmfries, 

An exprefr arrived from marH^al H^ade^ 
dated, at Newcafile, with adaace, that Oie

Sir WiUiam Toage, by his M^eflgr's con^- 
mand, thanked the l«ord A^ayor and feveral 
citisens for their contribution of blankets, 
watch-coats^ and other neceftiics for the 
foldiers. 

In the tempeftuout weather from the 
1 8th to the zoth, fevoral vefleb were loft 
at fea, particularly his MajtAy** Ihip the 
Fox in the Tritbf and all the men loft, and 
two floops of war.

The main hody of the rebels lay at JV^an 
and Leigh upon the aSth. That afternoon 
a party of them went into Mancheftery beat 
vp for volunteers for the Pretender^ inlift- 
cd feveral Papifts and Nonjurors, and offer- 
ed five guineas a man to any that would 
enter: thofe who took the money had 
white cockades given them> and marched 
about the town with the drum and the fer- 
jeaot. The party above ordered quarters to 
be prepared tat 10,000 men. Upon the 
19th the main body moved towards Matt" 
. ihcfier* A party of them arrived there at 
ten in the morning^ examined the beft 
lioufeSy and fixed upon one for the Preten- 
der*s fon*s quarters.. By their order the 
bell-man went round the town to give no- 
tice to all perfons belonging to the excife, 
innkeepers, &c* forthwith to appear, to 
bring their laft acquittances and rolls, and 
all the ready caih they had in their hands 
belonging to the government, upon pain of 
military execution. About two in the af- 
ternoon, another' party arrived there with 
the Pretender*^ fon, who marched on foot 
in a HifbUnd drefs, furrounded by a body 
of Highlanders, and was proclaimed. The 
bellman went round the town ag^n, to or- 
der the houfes to be illuminated.

The firft battalion of guards arrived aft 
Litchfield that morning, without lofing „a 
man, either by ficknefs or any other acci- 
dent, and the two other battalions the next 
day. Handafyd*% reginvent was at Tam-^ 
worth the iame day. The duke of Bed" 
ford*^ regiment marched into Litchfieldg 
part on the 29th at night, and part the 
next morning. 

About 200 of the rebels came to a pafs 
three miles from Manch^er, leading to 
Knots/ordf and made a fort of bridge over 
the river, by filling it with trees that they 
had felled, and advanced to' Altringham e 
fifty>five^he fame day crofied the river ife 
Gatley-'ford tO/ Cheadle, two miles front 
Stockport, and returned dire£Uy after to 
Mambefier by Chtadk-fa'd f Tca..craff^ 
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IheTord ztStncktort that afieraoon, and ftidd 
t^Mre about half an hour. They had t6 
weces of cannon at Mancbefitr, great nam* 
pers of covered waggpnt* and near xoo 
horfes laden. 

. Eight haadred Irifi and Scvtcb, with 
Urd John Dntmrnond, in fix tranfportSy 
from i)tf/fj(iri(, * landed at Montrofe, Stone- 
hruci and Peterbtad s the rebels in and near 
Perth, by this reinforement^ vfere 3000 
ftrong; and having advice that they in- 
tended to force a pafTage near Sttrling, 
Ueutenant general H^mUfyd bad ordered a 
confiderahle force to march thither. Ad- 
miral SyMgs with fome of hia Majefty*9 
ihips, arrived^ and cruised off the har- 
^ur. 

Dee. 1* His Majefly granted a com* 
miffion to eight juftices of the peace for 
MiJMefex, to enquire into the prefent ftate 
of the' horned cattle in the faid connty» to 
prevent the fpreading of the contagion, and 
to idlow 4o«. to the owner of every, beaft 
tnfededy and knocked on the head, as 
well as for thofc who died of it, provided 
they were imnu&ediately buried in a pit ten 
feet deep. 

By letters of the fecond, the party which 
l^y at Jtltrmgbtm the night before, marched 
early that morning towards MtecUtfield, 
from which place about 2000 foot pafled 
by Cavffwortb at ten ; that lobo horfe and 
foot came into QntgletcM between three and 
four in the afternoon, who gave out that 
the Pretender, with the remainder of the 
troop#, would be there that evening. A 
imaU party of about thiry were detached to 
a place called AJbburf^ two or three miles 
on the New€djiu fide of Congkiam* 
' Dec, 3. A party of the rebels were at 
J^ourn^ fifteen miles from Derby, and 
the remainder at Leek, The former de- 
manded billets for 3000 men. An exprefs 
was feat to give notice to the dake of Cir»- 
herUmd. 

Dec, 4. Hfs royal highnefs the duke of 
Cmmberlatid, returned to Stafford with the 
^tmy under his command, which was af- 
fembled at Stene, by four in the morning* 

Upon pbfitive advices of the rebels march- 
ing by Congktqn towards North H^ales, his

Dec. io« The guards and other regi- 
ments which were fent on the 7th to Jftgh* 
gitrey Enfield, and Barnety in order to form 
a camp at FinchJef -common, vrere counts* 
manded. 

The artillery fent thither returned tq 
the Tower. 

The court of lieutenancy met again at

At a general meeting of the fubfcribers 
to t|he fubfcription began at Guildhall the

Orders were fent to Bihb*$ 
battalion to march to Macclesfield, and to 
the Livetfcol batulion to retalce their for- 
mer poft at WarrtHgtoa, 

Dec, II. The lord chief jufitce Lee, 
thcvmafter of the rolls, and the judges fub- 
fcrlbed 1200/. into the chamberlain^! office, 
towards the relief and fupport of the fol- 
diers. 

Dec* It. His royal highnefs received 
intelligence, that general Oglethorpe wiih 
his detachment of cavahry would be that day 
at H^igan \ and being at the fame time in- 
formed, by feveral advices from Laaeaflnrej^ 
that the rebels were continuing their flight 
in the utmoft difotder and confufion, and 
with foch a panic, that many of them 
threw away their arms upon the road, his 
toyal highnefs thereupon relblved t6 pttrfiie 
them with All p<»ffible expedition.

proclamation, by the advice of our privy 
council, ftri^ly charge and command the 
warden of the cinque ports, his lieutenants, 
deputy or deputies, and ^1 and every thtt 
lieutenants and deputy lieutenants of our 
counties, and all flierifTs, juftices of the 
peace, mayon, 'bailifls, and all and every 
other officers and minifters, civil or mili- 
tary, within their refpe6tivecounticsj cities, 
towns and divifions^ that they caufe the 
coafts to be carefully watched, and upon the 
firfl approach of the enemy^ immediately to 
caufe all horfes, oxen and cattle which may 
be fit for draught or burden, and not ac- 
tually employed in our fervice, or in the 
defence of the country, and alfo (as far as 
may be pradicable) sdl either cattle and 
provifions, to be driven and removed twenty 
miles at leaft from the place where the 
enemy (hall attempt or appear to intend to 
land, and to fecure the fame, fo as they 
may not fall into the hands or power of any 
of our enemiel ; wherein neVerchelefs it i« 
our will add pleafiire, that the refpfc^ve 
owners theitof may fu^er as little damage, 
lofs, or inconvenience as may be cohfiftent 
with the public fafety. And we do hereby 
further ftrl£tly charge and command all 
our fubjeQs to be aiding and affixing in the 
execution of this our royal coihmand.

I did alfo» 
during the courfe of the laft year, exert 
ray earneft endeavours to bring about aq 
accommodation between the Emprefs, the 
king of PoUndf and the king of Vruffia \ 
and laid a proper foundation for it, by the 
convention^ nude between me, and the 
king of Prujfi0. This great work being 
at length perfected, under my mediation, 
by the treaty lately concluded at DreJ' 
dan^ the interior tranquility of Germanjf 
^unoogft the pHncea of the empire, is now 
reftored ; my next xare has been, and ihall 
continue to be, applied to improve this ac- 
conmiodation to the beft aiSvantage, by pro- 
curing an immediate fuccour to be feat to 
Jt^y \ and fuch a ftrength for the defence, 
and iecurity of the United Province, aa 
may preCerve that repubUc, the ancient, 
and natural ally of this kingdom, and one 
main fupport of the Proteftant caofe, from 
the deftrudioa, with which it is threaten- 
ed \ as. well as to attain a fafe, and ho- 
nourable peace. The States General have 
made the moft preffing inibnces to me, to 
affift them in this difficult conjundure. 
The imminent dangers^ to which they are, 
at prefent, expofed, which do (b nearly af- 
fed the Safety of Great Britrntt, as wall aa 
the very being of HtlUnd, call for our 
moft ferious attention : for the intereftt of 
the two nations are fo united, that what- 
Ibever brings ruin upon the one, muR, in 
confequence, be attended with the moft 
fatal mirchiefi to the other. Thefe rea- 
fons have induced me to aflure the States, 
that I will, to the utmoft of my power, 
according to the circumftances of my own 
dominions, co-operate with them, towards 
oppofing the .further progrefs of our ene- 
mies in the Netberlands $ and procuring a 
proper fupport for the Republic, againft die 
ambitious, and deftrudlvedefigns of France. 
in order to this necefiary end, meafures are

The whole army being aftembled, and 
Ccibam*8 dragoons being arrived tvly npon 
the morning of the 17th, it was refoived to 
march the next day to attack the rebels, 
who lay with their main body i|i the en- 
clofures near Torweedi bat by the itport of 
feveral perfons who were fent out to recon- 
noitre, they were obfetved to he in motion 
early in the murnipg (as they had alfo been 
the i6ih) but it w'as not confirmed that 
they were in full march againft us till about 
one in the afternoon, when they were feen 
at three miles diftance, maKhing in two 
columns towards the fouth, to fome rifing 
grounds upon a moor near Falkirk ^ upon 
which our troopg got under arms, and 
formed immediately in the front of the 
camp, ftnd bent their march towards the 
lame ground, to which it was apprehended 
the rebels were going, being a mile on the 
left of the camps No fooner were ths 
troops got thither, but we faw the rebel 
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inoviog vpy their right cstesdtiig fouth- 
vrards : as tbeie was .a inonfs or boggy 
{round upoo' our left, we could not ftretch 
io far as they, fo that their left was • pretty 
near oppofite to onr center. The dragoons 
'Were pofted upon the left, and our foot was 
formed in two lines, part upon plain ground^ 
and the reft upon a declivity s when all was 
Ibnned, and our Brft line within one hun- 
dred yards of the rebels, orders were given 
for the lines to advance, and a body of dra- 
. gooos to attack them fword in hand. They 
accordingly marched forwards, but upon the 
rebels giving them a fire^ they gave ground, 
and great part of tlie foot of both lines did 
the fame, after making an irregular fire, 
'Cio^t the two regimenu of BarrtU and 
JJgtmtr^ under the commrnd of brigadier 
t^obrnmieley^ which rallied immediately; 
suid being afterwards attacked by the rebels, 
fairly drove them back, and put -them to 
flight. Whim this was tranOAing, a body 
«F the foot, by the care of major general 
Hnftet formed at fome diflance in the rear 
of thefe two tegcments, which the rebels 
feeing, durft not advance; and about the 
fame tim^ brigadier McrJaunt rallied* the 
fittCeied battalions into their feveral corps, 
in which- he was greatly affifted by the offi- 
cers, and pretty near formed them* 

' For fome time before the army moved 
forwards, there was a violent ftorm of riin 
• and -wind, to which we ^y in fome mea- 
fure impute our misfortune, tbr it hindied 
themflLtt from feeing before them and con- 
foquently the rebels faad^ the ad ventage of us 
greatly in that particular. Bclides, as it 
aained elfo before that* many of the* fire- 
locks were fo wet, that it was believed not 
above one in five that were attempted to be 
firedy went off^ Our I0& was very fmal), 
the greateft being that •f the 4»fficers, fe- 
ireral of whom, being left by their men, 
were loft. Aod we had reafon to believe 
jthat of the rebels to be very confiderable, 
by the report of fome who -were upon the 
field. It •was a misfortune that we coeld 
fiot get up- our artillery to us; for as it had 
faioed hoavily in the night, and on the 
J 7th in the morning, and having a fieep 
hiU to^eod, and the horfes but had, they 
could not. get forward; and when we re- 
turned to our camp, we found the captain 
of the tx«in had abandoned it, and the dri- 
▼eithad run ofiFwith the horfes, which ob- 
liged us to leave fome pieces of cannon be.- 
hiad us. The grenadiers of B^rrtiT^' r^i- 
nt drew down one to the -campt and 



horfes were foond at Fslkirk to brii^ away 
three of them. 

The rebels by all accounts loft many more 
men than the Kiog*« forces, and conld not 
improve the advantages they had at the be- 
ginning of the adiott, but were driven bacic 
by, and fled before, a handful of our 'army « 
and we remained mafters of the field; 
though » by the inclemency of the weather, 
and want of provifions, 'night coming oa* 
our army was obliged to march to Li«- 
iitbgaWf aipd thereby abandon what con* 
non and tents they could notlfind horfes 
to carry off. 

The a2d day a number of people; confi^g 
chiefly of failors, went about ten o*clock in

On Saturday the 191!^ lord Perth, and 
his brother called lord Jebn Druwtmond, 
were at Qarrkmore, within twelve miles of 
fort jiugufiuif on their way to l>ocbahar, 
attended only by their fervants. The latter 
Afdered the French horfe of FltK James\ 
regiment, who ha4 followed the Pretender's 
fon and him out of the battle, to return to 
Juvernefif and furrender themfelves prifo- 
ners : and the general and laft order given 
by the rebel officers to their men were to 
ihift for themfelves.

General Gueft^ who commanded in the 
the eai^e of Edinhurgb, when befieged by 
the rebels^ and defended it in a g^lant 
manner, came to his lodgings in Brook-ftreet, 
in a horfe-Utter, bdng S6 years of age, and 
very infirm. This venerable gentleman was 
offered 200,000/. by the Pretender, to have 
furrendered th^ caftle, there being computed 
about a million and half of riches in it. 
He foon after wnted on the King, who re- 
ceived him very gradoufly, and talked 
much to him. 

His royal highnefs the duke of Cumberland 
having ¥rrote a very elegant letter, all with 
hi* own hand, to the Lord hlvfw of London^ 
acquainting him that he had received the 
5000/. font by the committee of the Guild- 
hall fttbfcription, for Ae ufe of the foldiere 
who had d£ftinguifhed themfelves moft in 
the field of zOXots ; and that he intended to 
to dii^fe of it in the -following manner, 
viz.

June %• The court of fefiioo (at again at 
Mdinhurgb to the great fatis^^on of the 
whole i^ation, as there was a delay of jufticc 
lor ten months^ on occafion of the rebellion* 
The next day fourteen colours taken from 
the rebels at the battle of CuUtden^ were 
brought in proceffion under a detachment of 
colonel X#itr*s r^ment ; the Pretender*8 own 
ilandard carried by the common hangman, 
and each of the others by chimney-fweepen, 
from the caftle to the crofs, where a large 
^re was lighted for the purpofe. The Pre- 
tcnder*8 fon*s own colours were bnmt firfty 
with three ilouriihes of the trumpets amidft 
loud huzxu \ and the^ the reft of the co- 
lours feparately \ the heralds proclaiming 
the names of the traitors to whom they be- 
longed ; and the ceremony conclttde4 with 
burning lord Lovat^s camp colours. 

June 6. Major Grant deputv governor of 
fort George at Jnvemefs, was tried by a court 
martial for abandoning the fame to the re- 
bels^ and adjudged to be difmifled his Ma- 
}efly*s fenrice, and rendered incapable of 
ever holding any military office or employ- 
ment under bis Majeffy.

June 1 1. Was obferved as the anniverfary 
pf the King's inauguration, be^oning the 
twentieth year of his reign. 

June 17. Lord Lovat, with his two aid 
de camps, and about fixty of his clan, were 
brought in prifoners ; he was feventy-eight 
years of age, he could neither walk nor 
|ride,'and was brought in a horfe-Iitter, or 
rather a cage. When this Lord was taken 
Be was endeavouring to get on board a (hip 
for France ; he had with him 6000/. in 
^old and filver, and he told the officer with 
mnch aflurance, he had btfjt ufe him well, 
for if he did not, he ihould anfwer for it 
before a fet of gentlemen, the very fight of 
whom would make him tremble. In the 
jrear 1692 he had the title of captain Frafer 
in lord Tnllihardine^t regi^nent i but refigned, 
p pofeqite hiy claini to be chief of $he 



Frafers J and in order to it /laid a feheme to 
get the heirefs of Lovat^ who in 16^ being 
about to marry lord Salton*% fon, he' by hia 
armed clan feixed him and his company, ana 
eroding > gibbet, induced father and fon 
to relinquifi the contrad. But not being' 
able to come at the young lady, in 1695 h« 
feixed lady dowager Xfov^r, in her hoafe^ 
caufed a perfon to marry them againft her 
confent, and cutting her ftays open with 
his dirk, his Highland lads tore off her 
cloaths, put her to bed, and were witncflet 
to the confummation. Soon after he wasy 
though abfent, tried and condcnmed for a 
rape on this lady, and for treafoa in oppo^ 
fing the bws with an armed force, and out- 
lawed. But though this latter king WH* 
Ham was prevailed on to pardon, he thought 
proper to fly to France for the former j were 
mgratiating himfelf with king ^aus^ and 
turning papift, he got a comimffion, and 
in X702, fome money from the French king 
to raife a party in Scotland s but not having 
credit enough to do it, having had a meet- 
ing with a minifter of ftate in Lmdon, on hit 
return to France, he was put in tbe Baflile $ 
there he lay feveral years, and to get ooC 
toqk prieft^s orders | he afted aftenrards •■ 
a jefuit prieft at St. Omers, till about X7159 
when coming over and taking a contraijr 
part, he affifted in feixing Irnvmup from the 
rebels, and at laftgot the title £^«f, a High- 
land company, and many great fiivoura con- 
ferred on him. 

June 18. The prince of ^eJ^t with the 
B^an tra|ops, and three BnglA regiments, 
landed at fFilliamfadt in fMland, is order 
to join the allied army.

Eight of the jt^dgea went in proceffion 
from Seneanfs Jnn^ Fket^eety to the town 
hall on St. Margaret*^ mUt SwthofarJt^^iA 
opened the fpecial commidSoi) for the trial 
of the rebel prifoners^ The ^wH jery, af- 
ter hearing the charge, withdrew, and in 
an hour and half returned into court, having

July } that the Lord Chancellor do lend 
circular letters (giving twenty days notice) 
to all peers in town and country to attend in 
their robes, and that none be excnfed their 
attendance, unlefs prevented by ficknels 
or other bodily infirmities. The trials were 
to be in Weftminfter Hall becaufe the Hbole 
of Peers would be too clple. As the pro* 
ceedings were by indidtmeht and not im- 
peachment, no fcaffolding was ordered for 
the commons.

We received an account of the death of 
Phiiif V, king of SfatM, who wu fnccccd* ■ 
ed by his fon Ferdinand VI. 

An alteration in afiairs was espeded us 
that country from the acceffion of the new 
King, for as his Majefly had no tcafoo to 
be fond of his flepmether*s projeAs, he 
would not be willing to expend more blood 
and treafure, though Franci offered ao^ooo 
men, in the caufe of his half-brother Don ' 
Philip $ efpecislly as through her infiuencs 
he led a life fbr many years fcarce fupport^ 
able to one of his high dignity ; being not 
only fhut out from court and his father'a 
councils, but even deprived of the focietyhe 
affirmed. He was not however the lefs a 
poKticiany having employed his leifure fo 
as to know perf^y every part of his do- 
minions, and found means to defeat a pro- 
jed of the French fadton about three yeara 
tgo, to give up the whole ifland of HiJ^a* 
nieia to France, in confideration of the 
charge that crown had been at in fending a 
fleet fbr defence of the Sfanijh Hyi-Indks.

Cromartitf attended by captain Marjifoltf 
In the fecond^ and lord Bahierim^ attended 
by Mr. Fnuier, gentleman gaoler, who had 
the axe covered by him, in the third, under 
A ftrong guard of foot foldsert to Weflmin- 
fter-hall, where the'lord high fteward and 
the peers having taken their feats, procla- 
mation was made for the lieutenant of the 
Tower of hondtn to return the precept to 
hnn direded, with the bodies of the pri* 
foners : which done, the gentleman goaler 
of the Tower brought his prifoners to the 
bar} and the proclamation was made for 
the King*s evidence to come forth* The 
King*s couniel, by his grace^s direction, 
opened the indi^ment, then his grace mo- 
Teid the Houfe, that he might advance 
foninuids for the better hearing of the evi- 
dence, (which being done, fPilliam earl of 
JSImarnock was brought to the bar) and his 
bill of indlAment for high treafon read, to 
which his lordfliip pleaded guilty, and de- 
iired to be recommended to his Majefty for 
mercy. Then George carl of Cromartie was 
brought to the bar, &c* who alfo pleaded 
guilty, and prayed for mercy.

of judgment, that 'his indiflmentwas found 
in the county of Surrey^ and, this being a 
point of law, defired that he might be al- . 
lowed counfel to argue it, upon which the 
lords adjourned to their chamber, to con- 
fider of, and foon after returned ; ordered 
bis plea to be argued on Friday following , 
and appointed MelTrs. ff^hraham and Fey* 
refler for his counfel. 

About eleven 0* clock, were, purfuant to 
their fentences, conveyed on three hurdles 
from the New-goal, Soathtvarky to Ken- 
fiington gallows, attending by a ftrong party 
of foldieis, Francis Townjey, George Fletcher, 
Thomas Chadwick, James Dazcfon^' Thomat 
Deacon, John Barwich, Andrei BlcoJ, 
Thomas SiddaU, zn^ Thomas David Morgan^ 
(the eight other condemned rebels being 
refpited for three weeks.) A pile of faggeta 
and a block were placed near the gallows { 
and while the prifoners were removing from 
the fledges into a cart drawn under the tree 
for that purpofe, the faggots were fet on 
fire, and the guards formed a circle round 
the place of execution. When they had 
fpent near an hour in their devotions, though 
not attended by any clergyman, they feve- 
rally delivered papers to the ihei;iflF', and were 
foon after turned oiT: when they had hung 
about five minutes, Mr. Tsfcm/ry was cut 
down, his body, not being quite dead, be- 
ing ftripped and laid upon the block, the 
hangman with a cleaver fevered his head 
from his body, which were put into a 
cofifin} thcD taking out the bowels and 

llear^ 
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heart, threw them into the fire : he then 
proceeded to the next^ cutting them dawn, 
beheading and diibowellingthemoneby one, 
in the fame manner as the firft ; when the 
heart of the laft was put into the fire, the 
executioner cried out, *' God fave king 
Ctorget^ at which the multitude offpedatort 
gave a great (hout. The heads and bodies 
were conveyed back in coffins to the prilbn 
from whence they came t they behaved in 
a manner fuitable to their unhappy circum-' 
ftances, all of them feeming calm and com- 
pofed, though none ihed tears. Three of 
their heads were to be fet up» vias. Mor- 
raiCz upon Temple-har^ Townley^t at Car' 
lijiet and S'tddalVz at Mmncbejfer, 

July tJ. Accounts from Scotland men- 
tioned, that theyoungPretender efcapedfrom 
the Ifle of Sky in lady Clanronald's clothes. 

WbitebaU^ July 12. His Majefty was 
pleafed to appoint John Belcher, efq. to be 
governor of Nova Cdtfarea, or New Jtrfyy 
in Amerka, in the room of Lewis Morris, 
efq. deceafed. 

His Majefty in council, appointed the 
right honourable Henry Fox, efq. fecretary 
at war, to be of his privy council. 

Ck/arlcs Gibbons, efq. gentleman harbinger 
to his Majefty, in the room of Peter ha^ 
tocbe, efq. deceafed. 

Henry Lewis, efq. high fteward of C«ff- 
trtmelenitb, in Radnorjbiref in the room of 
the duke of Cbaudos, deceafed.. 

Ricbard Arundel, efq. treafurer of his 
Majefty^s chamber. 

Sir Jacob Ackworth, bart. and Jojepb 
Jillatf e£q. furveyors of the navy. 

Admiral ^/cff, vice-admiral of the blue 
fquadron, and to command the fleet for the 
channel fervice, in the room of admiral 
Martin, who refigned. 

Commodore Gafcoyne, rear admiral of the 
blue. 

Augnfi'u The lord high Reward^ and 
the peers being come to Weftminfter-halJ, 
the three rebel lords were brought to the 
bar, with the axe carried before them. 
Then the earl of Kilmarnock and earl of 
Cromartie were feparately alked, if they had 
any thing to propofe why judgment ihould 
not be pafled upon them \ to which they 
anfwered in the negative. Then his grace 
informed lord Balmerino that, having ftarted 
an objection, defired couniel„ and had their 
afliftance, he was now to make ufe of it, if 
he thought fit, to argue that point. His 
lordfiiip anfwered, he was forry for the 
trouble he had' given his grace and the 
^en J that he would not have takea that 



ftep, if he had not been perfMded these 
was fome ground for the obje^on^ but 
that his counfel having fatisfied him theie 
was nothing in it that could tend to bin 
fervice, he declined having them lieard^ 
fubmitted to the court, and was refolved to 
rely upon his Majefty*s mercy. 

His grace then made a fpeech to the pri- 
ibners, almoft to the fameeAed at that pro- 
noum:ed by earl Cow/crin 1716. Butasthift 
rebellion was oppo&d with more unanimity 
and seal than the laft, his grace took occa* 
fion to obferve to their lordfltips, that the 
b^nnings of the rebellion '< were fo weak 
and unpromifing, as to be capable of fer 
ducing none but the moft infedled an4 
willing minds to join in fo defpezate aa 
enterprise. That it was iinpoffible even 
for the party of the rebels to be fo incon* 
fiderate or vain, as to imagine^ that the 
body of this free people, bleft in the enjoys 
me.it of all their . rights, both civil and 
religious, under his Majefty *s ptote^tionj 
fecure in the profpeft of tranfmittlng them 
fafe to their pofterity, under the Proceftanc 
focceflion in his royal hoofe, would notrif^ 
op, as one man, to oppofe and crufli fo 
flagitious, fo deftru£^ive, and (b unpro* 
voiced an attempt. Accordingly the rebela 
foon faw his Majefty *s faithful fubjeds^ 
confcious both of their duty and intereft^ 
contending to outdo one another in demon* 
ftrations of their seal and vigour in his 
fervice. Men of property, of all ranks and 
orden, crowded in with liberal fubfcriptions* 
ot their own motion^ beyond the examplea 
of former times, and uncompelled by any 
law; and yet in the moft legal and war- 
rantable manner, notwithftanding what ha* 
been ignorantly and prefumptuoufly fug- 
gefted to the contrary.*^ His lordftup con- 
cluded thus : " It has been his Majefty*a 
juftice to bring your lordihips to a legal 
trial ; and it has been his wifdom to fliew^ 
that, a& a fmall part of his national forces 
was fiifficient to fubdue the rebel army in 
the field, fo the orctinary courfe of his law» 
is ftrong enough to bring even their chiefs 
to juftice.'* 

Then, after a fhort paufe, his grace pro- 
nounced fentence as in cafes of high treafon. 
Afterwards breaking his ftafl^, pot an end 
the commiftion. 

Yefterday the judges fat at the court- 
houfe on St. Margaret** Hill for the trial 
of the Scotch rebel oflficers; when James 
Nicbolfon, lieutenant in the dulce of Pertb^i 
regiment (who broke the capitulation at 
Carlijltf by endeavouring to efcape over the 
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Wills) and DnuiU M^DonMld^ a captaiii In 
Keifocb*9 regiment, were fcvoaght to the 
bar, one after another, and pleaded guilty, 
begging to be reconunended to hit Majeftj s 
mercy. Next, AUxander M*Gruthtr the 
elder, a captain in Perthes regiment, pleaded 
not guilty, and that he wai forced; but 
aft^r a trial of three hours,, not being able 
to prove tbe force, he was brought in guilty 
of high treafon. 

Augufi %. The court met again on St, 
M*rgaret\ Hiii for the trial of the rebels; 
when y^mes Siratten^ late a furgeon in the 
rebel army at Car/iJU, was brought on his 
trial; but none of the witnefles proving 
that he bore arms, and it appearing that he 
was forced into the fervice, he was ac- 
quitted, and immediatelydifcharged. fF^ber 
Ogihne, lieutenant in lord Lewis GcrJnTs 
regiment, pleaded guilty. The counfel for 
the prifoners moved in arreft of judgment, 
but after feme ihort arguments, the motion 
was over»niled« Then tbe lord chief juftice 
IFf//«f made a very pathetic fprech, which 
drew tears from many of the auditors, at 
the end of which he pronounced fentence. 

The beads of Townley and Fletcher were 
fixed on Temple bar, tbofe of ChaJwick, 
Bamvick, Deacon and Syddalf were pre^ 
ferred in fpirits to be carried to Mancbefier^ 
and there let up in proper places, Town" 
lef% body was buried at Pancras trom an 
undertaker's, and the heads of the others 
with their bodies wrere buried all together 
under the direction of the keeper of the 
New Goal, who had a warrant for that 
purpofe. 

The papera and records were removed 
from the trade and plantation office to the 
new treafury, the office of trade, fiTc. be- 
ing to be pulled down, to make room for 
continuing the- new ftreet, called Parlia- 
ment ftreet, to the broad opening near 
WbithalL 

Augufi 3. MaddoXf and many other 
witnefles agsinft the rebels, fet out with 
Mr, Carringtonf the melTengerfor CarliJU* 

Augufi 6. The Lord Mayor, aldermen, 
and a committee of the common council of 
London went in a grand preceffion, and 
prefented his royal highnefs the duke of 
Cumberland with the freedom of the city in 
• gold box, curioufly engraved with the 
city arms, which his royal highnefs ac- 
, cepted in a very obliging manner. 

Augufi 7. Several perfons were examined 
at the cock«pit, Wbuekall, and nine of 
tiiem ordered into ciiftody of a.mefien- 
gejr. 



This day was fixed the key-kone of tK 
lall arch fAWefiminfler bridge. 

Amguf 9. The earl of Tra^air, who 
had been fome time in cuftody of a mef- 
icBger, was carried prifoner to the Tower* 

AMguf lo. The court went into mourn- 
ing for the late king of Spmn, and the late 
daupbineli of France. 

Anguf i«. Tbe earl of Sandwich fet 
out for the Hague, being appointed his Ma- 
jefty*t plenipotentiary to the congrefs to be 
held at Breda, for treating of a general 
peace. It is faid, that on taking leave at 
Ldcejfer houfe, his royal highnefs told him» 
that he had a particular friend to recom^ 
mend to hb care In his prefent embafly. 
The earl aifured him of the fingolarrefpe^ 
he ihould pay to his royal highnefs*8 com- • 
mands j upon which tbe prince after pro- 
feffing a great af&dlion for his friend, was 
pleafed to make him known by the name of 
Cafe Breton* 

His Majefly went to the Honfe of Peers*

An aft more eneftually to prohibit and 
prevent paftors or minifters from officiating 
in epifcopal meeting houfes in Scotland, 
without duly qualifying thethfelves ac- 
cording to law, and to puniih perfons for 
reforting to any meeting houfes where 
fuch unqualified paftors or mlnifters fhall 
officiate. 

An aft for the more effeftual difarming 
the Highlands in Scotland, and for the 
more efteftual fecuring the peace of the 
faid Highlands, and for reftraining the ufe 
of the Highland drefs ; and for further in- 
demnifying fuch perfons as have afted in 
defence of his Majefty^s perfon and govern- 
ment during the unaatural rebellion i and

Anfufi 14. %ujebn DeuglM^ bart, sncffl* 
ber for Z>aMv/rkr, vras brought to town la 
cuftody of a meflenger; Dr. Barry ^ who 
had been fome time in cuftody, was com- 
mitted to Newgate. It is iaid that great 
fums of money coUeded in and about Xm« 
don for carrying on the rebellion, but under 
pretence for the relief of a young gentleman 
m diftrefs, pafled chiefly through this gen- 
tleman's hands. 

It was afiferted that for Bx. years laft 
700,000/. had been coUeded for the fervice 
of the Pretender, of which 400,000/. £ncc 
the beginning of the rebellion, and of thia 
170,000/. during the laft winter, in and 
about London} 1500 names of fubfcribersy 
feveral of them perfons of note, had beea 
difcovered. 

jfugttft 15. SimoM Frafer, lord Lovai, 
arrived at the Towerin an open landauy 
drawn with fix horfes^ guarded by a party 
of LigonUrt horfe, and accompanied in die 
landau by an officer* As he pa0*ed through; 
the ftreets he fcemed very unconcerned ; 
but coming on the hill, he turned his evea 
towards the fcafiblds ereding for beholding 
the execution of the lords, and lifting op 
his hands, faid, « A few days and it wiU 
be my unhappy fate.^* 

^g* 18. At fix o'clock a troop of lifb-. 
guards, one of the horfe-grenadiers, and 
1000 of the foot-guards (being fifteen men 
out of each company) marched from the 
parade in St. Jama's-'park through the city 
to Tower^hUl, to attend the execution of 
the earl of Kihnamoek and lord BalmenmOg 
and being arrived there, were pofted in lines 
from the Tower to the fcafFold, and all 
round it. About eight o'clock the ihcriffii 
of London, with their under ikeriffs and of- 
ficers, viz, fix feijeants at mace, fix yeo- 
men, and the executioner, met at the Mitre 
tavern in Ftnchnrcb^ftreotf where they 
breakfafied, and went from thence to the 
'houfe, lately the tranfport-office, on ^onser" 
bill, near Catberint'court, hired by them 
iw the receptioa of the faid lords before 

they 
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they fliould te canduAed to the fca0bld, 
^wliich was ere^ed about thirty yards from 
^e faid houfe. At ten o'clock the block 
^as fixed on the ftage^ and covered with 
black doth) and feveral fackt of faw-duft 
^ere brought up to flrew on it : foon after 
-their coflinf were brought, * covered with 
black cloth, ornamented with gilt nails, 
&c. On the txrl of Kilmarnock* % was a plate 
"With this infcription, GuBelmus Comts de 
Kilmarnock dtcoUatui 18 jtmguJH, 1746, 
JEtat.Jum 42y with an earPs coronet over 
It, and fix coronets over the fix handles $ 
and on lord BalmoMt was a plate with 
^is infcription, Arthurui Demhus de Bal" 
tmertno decdlatut x8 Auguftl, 17469 ^tat* 
fua 58, with a baron's coronet over it, 
and fit coronets over the fix handles. At 
a quarter after ten the iheriflfs went in pro- 
cemon to the outward gate of the Tower, 
and after knocking at it fome time, a war- 
der within aiked, « Who*8 there ?" the 
officer without replied, ** The fheriffs of 
London and MtddUfix,** The warder then 
aiked, " What do they want ?" The ofli- 
cer anfwered, « The bodies of miliam earl 
Kilmarkockf and Arthur lord Balwurtno ;** 
upon which the warder within faid, ** I 
will go and infom^ the lieutenant of the 
Tower;** and in about ten minutes the 
lieutenant of the Tower with the earl of 
Kibnamock, and major ffhite with lord Bai- 
tncrino, guarded by fevefal of the warders, 
came to the gate ; the prifon^ were there 
delivered to the (herifis, who gave proper 
receipts for their bodies to the Lieutenant, 
who, as is ufual, faid, « God blefs king 
Ceorp :** to which the earl of Kilmarnock 
aifeoted with a bow, and lord Balmerino 
faid, <« God blefs king ^mwx.** On the 
carl of KilmamocVt meeting lord Balmerino 
at the foot of the firft ftairs, he embraced 
him, who greatly (as Mr. Fofier obferved) 
faid to him, ** My Lord, I am heartily for. 
ry to have your company in this expedi- 
tion.** Soon after, the proceffion, moving 
in a flow and folemn manner, appeared in 
the fi)llowing order : x. The conftable of 
the Tower-hamlets. 2. The knight mar- 
fiial*smen and tip-ftaves. 3. The iheriflF*s 
officers. 4. The iherifB, the prifoners, 
gnd theiir chaplains ; Mr. ihtrlff Blackford 
walking with the earl of Kibnamock, and 
Mr. flierifF Cockayne with lord Balmerino^ 
-5. The Tower warders. 6. A guard of 
mafqueteers. 7. The two hearfes and a 
mourning coach. When the procefilon 
had pafTed through the lines into the area 
of the circle formed by the guards, the 
fa0iige was cleftd^ tad the troopt^f horfe. 
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who were in the rear of the foot pi^ th« 
lines, wheeled off^ and drew up &ft deep 
behind the foot, on the ibuth fide of the 
hill facing the fcafibld. 

The lords were conduced into ieparate 
apartments in the houfe, facing the fbeps of 
t^e ftaffbld | their friends being admitted 
to fee them. The earl of KUmamock wat 
attended by the lev. Mr. FoJ^etf a £0enting 
minifter, and the rev. Mr. Hiuu, a near 
relation of the earl of Hmmj »ndlhe cha« 
plain of the Tower, and another clergy* 
man of the church of England, accompa- 
nied lord Bahnerinof who, on entering the 
door of the houfe, hearing feveral of the 
fpeAators aflc eagerly, J^' Which is lord 
Balmerino P' anfwered fmiling, << I am 
lord BalmtrinOf gentlemen, at your fervice.** 
The parlour and paflage of the houfe^ the 
rails endofing the way from thence to the 
fcaflfold, and the nils about it, were all 
hung with black, at the iheriffs expence. 

Ulrd Kihnamockf in the apartments al- 
lotted to him, fpent about an hour in hit 
devotions with Mr. Fo/ier, who affifled 
him with prayer and exhortation. 
- After which) lord BalmeHna, purfuant 
to his requeft, being admitted to confer 
with the Earl, firft thanked him for the ' 
fsvour, and then aiked, ** If his Lordfhip 
knew of any order figned by the Prince, 
(meaning the Pretender's fon) to give no 
quarter at the battle^of Cnlloden ?** and the 
Earl anfwering « No,** lord Balmerino ad* 
ded, ** nor I neither^ and therefore it 
feemi to be an invention to jnftify their 
own murders*** The Earl replied, ** He 
did not think this a fair inference, becaufe 
he was informed, after he was prifoner at 
hnvemefsf by feveral officers, that foch an 
Ofxler, figned Gemrge Mmrrajy was in the 
Doke*8 cuftody.** Gtorfe Murrtyl fayd 
lord Balmerino, then they ihould not charge 
it on the Prince.** Then he took his 
leave, .embracing lord KHmamod, with the 
fame kind of noble and generous compli- 
ments, as he had ufed before, <* My dear 
lord KUmamock J I am only forry I cannot 
pay this reckoning alone ; once more fare- 
wel for ever !** and returned to his own room. 

The earl then, with the company kneel- 
ing down, jmned in a prayer delivered by 
Mr. Fofter\ after which having fat a few 
moments, and taken a fecond refrefliment 
of a bit of bread and a glafs of wine, he 
exprefifed a defire that lord Balmerino might 
go firft to the fcaffi>ld ; but being informed 
that this could not be, as his Lordfliip was 
named firft in the warrant ; he appeared 
fatisfied, fiiluted hit friends, laying he 
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Ihovld fiialce.n# fpe«ch oii the r|caffol4» l^ut 
ii«6rcddicjBipiften tp i^ift him in ms laft ;

The jex^v^tioner, , wi\o. ^e- 
fort had ibmething adminifte>^^ tp keep 
him -fromr Minting* wu- fo aife^ed with 
his I«ord(hip*a diAreft« and the awfulaefi 
of the fceae» that on a/king him forgtye- 
jiefa, he burft into teart ; .my Lord, bid him 
fa£e courage, giving him tt the fa^ie tiipe 
II purfe w£th Bveguiseaty and, telling him 
^hat he wou^ dfop hi* handkercl^ief . aa a 
fignal for. the ftrpke* He proceeded, with 
the help of lu« gentlemany to make ready 
for the block, by. taking off hit «oat, and 
the bag from hia hair> whi^ was then 
tucked up under 4 napkin cap» but this 
l>eing made op fo .wide as nc^. to keep up 
his long hair, the making' it Ipfi occafion- 
ed a little delay •; his neck being laid barr^

over his eyes, in doing which> a^ well as 
in putting vp his hair^ hjt hands were 
obferved to fhake ; but either to fvftp<yt 
^im£e\f, or as a more convenient .po^ure 
for devotk>n> he happened to lay ho(h his 
tiands upon the block, vrhich the. execu- 
tioner obfervini^ prayed his Lord/hip to 
Jet them faU» left they fliould be maDgM> 
or break the blow. He wac tlyn told that 
the neck of his waiftcpat was in the way, 
^pon whii;b he rofe, and. vytth ^he help of 
» friend took it off, and the neck being 
made bare to -the ibouldert, he kneeled 
down as before. In the mean, time, when 
^M things were ready for the esecntion, and 
the black bays which hung o?er the rails 
of the fcaffold having, by diredioin of . the

might rcmaini .the executioner changed 
fuc^ of Jiis ^loaths as appeared l^Inodj. 

While this was ^oing, 'lord Bjfmeriiu, 
tlJUt having folemnly recommended him<» 
{flf to, the mercy of the-Alxm^y> fon- 
yerjfed ^hearfuUy , with his friepdt^ x^itih* 
e4 himfelf twice. wii;h a bit of b^^ad and 4 
glllff of yvipe, and defijre4 the coinpany to 
dp^k to h^n a'tn degro* ta baiv^n^ acquaint- 
ing t)ifm that he iia4.pn^pare4 a fpeech^ 
whij^h.he . Aiould read on. the fcaffold, and 
there^Mre Aould fay nothing of ita contents. 
The under, ihcriff cojnu^g .into kia l*ord« 
fh^p'it apartqie^it to let htm,koow the fbgo 
frat rea<)yi he prevented ^im by inime- 
diat^y aiking if the s#^ir yaa over with 
lord fCiimar0o^kf, and being anfwered, " It 
it,** he enquired how the executioner per- 
formed hit office^ and upon receiving the

ger,** and with an eafy and onaSe^ed 
cbearfolnefs he faluted his friends^ and 
haftened to the fcaffbld, which he mounted 
with fo eafy an aif, as aftonifhed the fpec- 
tators; his I«ordihip was dreiied in bis 
.regimentals, a . Uue coat turned ^up with 
Ted, trjinmed with braia bottona, (and a 
tie wjg) the fame which he wore at the 
ha^le ,of CuiltJfH { no circumftance in bis 
.whole deportment ihewed the leaft fign of 
fear or regret, and he frequently reproved 
his friends for difcovering either, upon his 
:accouQt. He walked feveral timee round 
the feaffold> bowed to, the people, went to 
his co0in, read the inforiptiqn, ' and with a 
.nod, faid, «' If is right 3" he then exa> 
mined the block, t^hich he .called his 
^< Pillow of ^eft,** His j(<ordihip putting 
. on his fpe^acles, and takii^g a paper out 
of his pocket, read it with an andible voice, 
whi^h, fo far from b^i^g fUled with paf- 
lionate inveflivc, mentioned his MajeAy 
. aa a prince of the groataft magnanimity and 
mefcy, at the fame time that, throiigh er-

Yburduty is commendable ;** upon which 
his Lordihip i^ave him three guineas, fajr- 
Jng, «Triend, I never was rich, this is 
aii the money 1 have now, 1 wiih it was 
more, and I am forry I can add nothing to 
it but my coat and waiftcoat»** which he 
then took off, together with his neck- 
cloth, and threw, them on his coffin ; pot- 
ting on a flannel waificoaft, which had 
heen' provided for the purpofe, and then 
taking a plsdd cap out 0/ his pocket, he put 
|t on his heaa, faying he died a Scoicbmgu i 
after kneeling down at the block, to adjoft 
his pofture, and fhew the executioner the 
£gn^ for the ftrbke, which was dropping 
hn arms, he once more turned to his 
friends, and took his laft farewel, and look- 
ing round on the crowd, laid, ** Perhaps 
fome may think my bdiaviour too b61d« 
hut remember. Sir, (faid he to a gentleman 
who flood near him) that I now declare it 
as the effeft of confidence in God, and a 

food confcience, and I ihould diijemble, if 
ihould (hew any figns of fear«** 

Obferving the axe in the execotioner^s 
hand as he pafled him, he took it from 
him,' felt the edge, and returning it, clap- 
ped the executioner on the (houlder to en- 
courage him I he tucked down the collar 
of his Alrt and waiikoat, and ihewed him 
where to fbrike, defiring him to do it re- 
Tolutely, for in that, fays his Lordihip, 
*will confift your kindnefs." 

He went to the fide of the ftagCt and

As this is a great and moft honourable 
proof of his M^efty's royal approbation of 
your paft fer^ces, (b I- doubt not but that 
your Grac^ and tho other officers of your 
regiment^ will engage as many as may be 
ef your men to enlift th^mfelves; and 
thereby' (hew, that the fame 2eal continues 
for their king and country, which they 
have already fo meritorioufly exerted in de- 
fence df both.

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« commiffionSie had in hti pocket from the 
J^rentb klog, jud appcaliog to his SicUiau 
g^jefty*s mioiftery who was prefcnt in 
court, for the antbenticitY of that com- 
«itfGon^ hot on hearii^g his former in- 
4i£hneat and conviflion, which were read 
to kim in EmlUb, he iaid he was not the 
f^barla Ratclijfe therein naaed> but that 
he w^s the earl of Dervf*ntmater\ and 
}»xi xounfel informed the court, that this 
was the pka-he relied 9ns to which the 
attorney-general replied, with an averment 
of his hieing the fame Charles Rateliffit, and 
thereupon iflfue was joined* Then the 
cptinleJ for Che prisoner moved to put off 
liis trial, upon kts own affidavit {to which 
he had fubfcribed himfelf Tjfe c6unt dc Der* 
^mentwater) that two of his material wit- 
•efles, namii^ then^ were abroad, with- 
««t whofe teftimony he could not fafdy^o 
to txial. To which affidavit the coanfel (or 
the crown obje^ed, as not being enlHtled as 
in the caufe before the covrt^ nor the two 
vritnefies^fworn to be materiajf in the iifue 
then joined between the King and the pri- 
Ibner $ and alfo, becaufe the prifoaer had 
BOC Co mac}ft as undertaken to fwear for 
himfeil^ that he was not the perfon, which, 
ms it was a faift entirely in nis own know- 
ledge, ought to be required of him, if he 
would entitle himfelf to this iavowr of the 
court , this being a proceeding very d^ei- 
ffcnt from the^triai upon a not-guik]^ in an 
c^giojU prodecution on a charge of high- 
treafon or other crime, the identity of the 
perfon being the finsle fa£l to be enquired 
•F, and a cafe in ^ich the crown had a 
fight by law to proceed in inftavur^ Vfon 
this, the prifojier amended nis affidavit as 
td the witoefles, but rcfufed to fupply it 
lb far as to fwear he was not the fame per- 
ibfl* And the court faid this was a new 
precedent, t^ere being no inflance of any 
application to put «ff che trial of ftqueftion 
«f this fort hefore ; and that this was like 
mn inqueft of office, in order to inform the 
confcience of the court, and what the 
public had a right to proceed in iii/ftfffr«r« 
And therefore that the prifoaer ought to 
give all reafdnable fatisfa&ion to induce 
them to grant fnch a favour as the prifoner 
deiired, fox they could not in confcience 
juid juftice to the public indulge him, with- 
out a reafonable fatisfa£Uon that his j^lea 
was true. But the prifoner AUlrefufing to 
fwear tp the truth of his plea, the jury 
were called, and after two or three of fhe 
9innel had been fworn, Mr. Raulife chal- 
'oged t)^ next that was talUd^ at of f ight^ 



without affigning any reafe« ;. bat upon de» 
bate of the qoeftion, how far he had right 
to challenge ? the court faid it had been de« 
termined before in all the later cafes, and 
particularly in the cafe of one JerdsM, that 
the prifoner in fuch a cafe as this had no 
peremptory challenge -: upon which the reft 
of the jury were fworn, and after a clear 
evidence of the identity of the perfon on 
the part of the crown, the prilbner pro* 
ducing none on his part, the jury withdrew 
about ten. minutes, and then found theii^ 
verdi^ that he was the fame Charles Rat'^ 
eliffe who was convi£led of treafon ill the 
year 1715. Then the attoroey-generai 
moved to have execution awarded agalnft 
the prifoaer on his former judgment ; t» 
which the prlfoner*s counfel objlefted, tea- 
dering a plea of pardon by a^ of Parlia- 
ment, in bar of execution : but the court 
iaid, as he had already pleaded fuch a plea 
as he chofe to rely on, and aa that was 
found againft him, «othing more remained 
iot them to do at preient* but to awaid 
execution ; and if his counfel had any 
thing to offer in his behalf, they would 
h^ve ftioie to do it before the day of cxe<« 
cution \ and ordered a isde to -be made but 
the proper writs for his^ecution on.tbft 
8th of the next month, and remanded tha 
prifoner to the Tower. He was about five 
feet ten inches high,. upwards of ^Ity, was 
^refled in fcarlet, faced writh black velvet, 
and gold bucioAs, a gold laced waiftcoat, bag 
wig> and had a hat with a vakils fethcr* 

Hi^ defign in ftiling himfelf earl of Der-f 
^nenitoattr was, that he might pafs for 
Fnanciif his younger brother, who went ttt 
Franct befoae ij€ c, but thought to be dead* 
He would not cjbI the hard chief juftice^ 
Lord, becaufe the title of earl was nat givca 
him* He refufcd to hold up his hand at 
the bar, and being told that as a gentlemaif 
he ought to comply, and that his owit 
counfel would fatisfy him, that it was oalp 
a iisrin of the-court^ he faid^- <'• I know ma- 
ny things that I will not advife with my 
counfel upon/* On hearing the rule for 
his execution, he de^red tive, becaufe he 
and lord Moreton (in the Baftile at PsrisJ 
Aoeld take tl^e iame jottmey at the lame 
time.

Lined with 
black, where he fpent about half an hour 
in devotion, an4 then preceded by the 
flierlffs, the divine, and fome gentkmeia 
his friends,; when he came upon, the. fcaf« 
fold, he took leave of his friends with great 
ferenity and calmnefs of mixid, and having 
fpoken a few words to the executioner, gave 
him a purfe of ten guineas, and put on a. 
damaik cap, knelt down to prayers, whicb 
lafted* about feven minutes, all the fpeOa* 
tors on the fcaffold kneeling with him* 
Prayers being over, he pulled off hiscldDaths^ 
and put his head to the block, from yifheoca 
he foon got up, and having fpoke a £sw 
words, he knelt down to it, and filling hia 
heady ia about two minutes gave the fignal 
to the executioner, who at three blowt 
ftnick it off, vhidi was received in a fear- 
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letcldth held f&t that purpofe. He was 
dreflcd in fcarlet, faced with black Vfclvec, 
trUnndl with 'i^old, a gold laced waiftcoat^ 
ani a white feather in hh hat. He be- 
h&fcd with the greatefl fortitude and cool- 
BcA of temper, and was no ways Aocked at 
the approach of death. 

The Houie of Commons prefented an 
fcomble addtefs to his Majeft/, (refoltrcd 
SMw* <oii»^ *' To return his Majeftf the 
grateAil thanks of this houfe, for the ge** 
aerous and fireih inftancc he had giTen of 
hit attention to the eafe and welfare of his 
people, by leflening the expence of the ar,- 
my, in a manner fo eiTential to the public ; 
and to aflbre his Majefty, that as this great 
public benefit mtift be attended with tome 
vnavoidahle hard/hips to particolir perfons, 
they wcMld enable his Majefty to make fuch 
provifion for them, and in fuch manner as 
JiiaMajefty fliould think proper, U9ti] they 
could be otherwife provided for in his Ma- 
jefly'e fenrice ;*' and received thii moft gra- 
cious anfwer, ** that his Majefty was very 
glad that the regulation he had made in his 
troops was lb* agreeable to brs faithfoT Com- 
mons ; and aflured them, that it (hould be 
alwrays his defire to leiTen the burthen of the 
public expence, as far as wasconfiftent with 
the fafety of his people.

The French compleated the con^treft of 
Dutch Flanders, by taking Hv^ and .Ax/l\ 
the fort of Sandherg which covered Huip 
was defended with great refolutiooy pardco- 
larly by the royal Scotch regiment^ who loft 
their major Sir Charles KrfuMe, and many 
others. This fort being loft, the Ettgliff 
under lord John Murray, in the abfence of 
general Fuller, retreated to H^alfiboorden, 
where the next day they embarked^ by order 
of the duke of Cumherland, who arrived too 
late to fuccour Hulft, which forreadered 
the fame day, the Governor bein^ allowed 
to march oot with three pieces oF cannon, 
and 400 men, the reft remaining prifoners 
of war. The French then took poiftilioa 
of Axel and Terneufe, and had got ready a 
vaft number of flat bottomed boats for a de- 
fcent on the iflands of Zealand \ bat the 
PrioCe Stadtholder having prepared for their 
reception, and commodore Aii/^^/ with the 
Knglifi} fquadron being ftationed to intercept 
them, their enterprixe was fruftrated, and 
the forces defigned for it, and thofe under 
the duke de Clermont, with part of the gar* 
rifon of Antwerp, were ordered by couxkC 
Saxe to the grand army^ under his com- 
mand, for fear of an attack from the duke 
of Cumberland, who was advanced betwcta 
the two Netbes and had made a general fo- 
rage quite to the jAckets of the Frciv^camp. 
The king of France arrived fooa after to 
give battle. 

Coont Saxe having been pleafed to fay, 
that hethoughtlhe duke of Cumherland the 
greateft general of the age^ for that he had 
tnaintajned ioo,goo men on afpot of ground 
where he ilaould net have thought of feed- 
ing fo many rabbits ; the Duka hearing 
of it| replied, that his men were well 
enough fed to fight the Fr^ch ob any 
ground. 

May X. The foundation ftoae for a 
chapel to the FoundHng-hofpiul in Lamlf't" 
Conduit-fields, was laid by Theodore Jacohfen, 
efq. on which was a plate with the follow- 
ing infcription : 

** The foundation c^ th|s chapel was laid 
the ift day of May, anno dom* 1747* ^"^ 
in the 20th year of the reign of his moft 
facred Majefty George IJ.*' 

A great concourfe of the nobility and 
ladies of diftin^on attended, 'Snd were at 
the breakfafting given by the governors; 
after which a coUeAion wsu made, which 
amounted to upwards of 1090/. 

May 5. At the rehearial of thfrnu/ic 
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for the feaii of the fons of the clergy, were 
prefent their royal highnedes prince George 
and prince Edward in a coach of ftate and 
Six. horfea richly drefled in orange coloured 
ribbons, cfcorted by a party of horfe gre- 
nadiers and life-guards. There was a grand 
appearance of nobility, and the coliedlion 
amounted €04.80/. (no/, more than the laft 
year) of which looA in a bank note^as 
given by the princes. The next day the 
i^ewards waited on the prince ofH^aUs with 
an addrefs of thanks for the honour done 
them . ' 

Mr. baron Rej^ols and Mr. baron CRvt, 
went to the court-houfe at St. Margartt't' 
hill, Soutbwarki Peter TheoiaUf znA Henry 
JIal/f ef<|rs« two others in the King^s com- 
snillion for the trial of the rebel prifoners, 
were alfo prefent, and the court adjourned 
to the aSth ; when they met, and farther 
adjourned to yuly 3. 

The fame day, Sir yames Khdeckf hart, 
and his two brothers, Charles and Alexemderf 
who were under fentence of death in the 
New-goal, Soutbwark, for high treafon, 
were difcharged from that prifon by ain 
order from his grace the duke ofNewcafile, 
and delivered into the cuftody of one of his 
Majefty*s melTengers. 

May 7. At the anniverfary feaft of the 
fons of the clergy, the collection at St. 
Pout* and the hall amounted to 1050/. the 
greateft ever known. 

May 16. Came the news of taking the 
Trench fleet off Cape Fittifter, for which the 
Park and Tower guns were fired, and the 
evening conduded^with bonfires, illumina- 
tions, ringing of bells, and all other demon- 
flnttions of joy. 

A perpetuity pafled the great feal about 
this time, incorporating the biflaop of Lort" 
de»9 the archdeacon of i^ex, the arch- 
deacon of St. ^i^ivllx, and many others, into 
one body politic, fOr the relief of poor 
clergymen^s widows and children, within 
the diocefe of London^ and to hold in mort- 
main lands of 1 500/. per ann. 

M. Beffon, lately made an extraordinary 
diCcovery in France of a fpeculum, which ftt 
objedt on fire at the diftance of one hundred 
and twenty yariis, had alfo written a difler- 
tation) to prove, that there is nothing ei- 
ther fiilfe or abferd in the account we have 
t>f the burning of the Roman (hips at the 
fiege of Syracufe, by Archimedes ^ which 
difcourfeof his was highly applauded in the 
academy of fciences. There were already 
at Paris feven mirrors efieemed the fineft 
if» ^urtft* f ir^ Tha| made ^y the Sieur 



VtUette at Lyons, which is fc^t at the Royal 
library, is of meul, and burns by reflezioa» 
Second, Another by the fame hand, forty- 
three inches in diameter. Third, That of 
the Sieur de la Garoufte, a gentleman oS 
S^nercy^ fixty-one inches in diameter, and 
is Kept at the Obfervatory. Fourth, Tha 
$axeu mirror, made by the famous M. < 
Tfchernbaus, is of copper, and bigger than 
any of thofjc above-mentioned . Fifth, Ano- 
ther of glafs by the fame hand, which burna 
by refradion. Sixth, The mirror of Or^ 
leans, made for the late duke Regent, by 
the fame Tfchernhaus, the focus of which, 
is at t|velve feet diftance, and has been 
hitherto efteemed inimitable. Seventh, That 
of the celebrated Haertfoeker, which is of 
glafs, and was made in the year 1704. • 

From JV«w England we learnt, that 700 
of the North American troops who marched 
from Bofion in the winter, in order toawo 
the French inhabitants about Menis^ a fort 
between Annapolis Royal and Canada, had 
been furprixed by the French, and ail killed 
or taken* 

One of the coalpits belonging to Sir 
yames Lomther near Hl>itehaven in Cnmber^ 
land, being fet on fire by the careleflhefs of 
a boy, burnt with great fury, and com-' 
Aiunicating itfelf to fix pits, became a very 
fhocking fcene, prodigious quantities of 
imCdk., earth, pieces* of timber, and ma<r 
terials ufed in the work| being continually 
thrown out, with an inconceivable noife^ 
and ihaking of the earth, fo that the inha- 
bitants were in fear for their houfes. 

Admiral Anfon waited on the King, 
when his Majefty was pleafed to fay, ^ Sir^ 
you have done me great fervico ; I thank 
you ; and defire you to thank, in my name^ 
alHhe ofilcers and private men, for their 
bravery and condu£^, with which I am 
well pleafed. *Miis Majefty converfed with 
him in his dofet, and in public, a long 
time. 

%Say 21. At a court of common-coun- 
cil held at Guildhall, an order was mada 
for difcharging thofe gentlemen that bad 
been hitherto named by ibrmer Lord Mayors 
to the office of flierifFs of this city and 
county of Aiidd/efix, from being put op at 
the common-hall, by virtue of that nomi- 
nation.

A bill for taking away the tenure of 
irard-holding in 'Seathndp and for convert- 
ing the fame into blanch and feu holdingt, 
and lor regulating the cafualty of non- entry 
in certain cafes } *and for taking away the 
cafualties of fingle and life-rent efcheatt 
incurred there by homing and denunciation 
Ibr civil caufet; and fbr giving to heirs 
and fucceflbrs there a fummary procefi 
againft fuperiors ; and for difcharging the 
attendance of vaiTals at head courts there ;

** The fignal fuccefs which, hy the 
bleffing of Qod, has already attended my 
fleet, has happily difappointed fome very 
pernicious projeos of our enemies; and 
given a confiderable blow to their naval 
ftrength, as well as to their commerce;

Nov, i2. His Majefty went to the Houfe 
of Peers, and opened the feffion of Par- 
liament with the following fpeech. 
** My Lords and Gentlemen f 

«* As one ^of my prmcipal views, in 
calling this Parliament, was, that I might 
receive the moft clear and certain infor- 
mation of the fenfe of my people, on the 
pofture of affairs ; I was defirous to meet 
you as early as your own convenience^ as 
veil at that of the pMblic, would admit* 



" By the advice of my Parliament^ t 
entered into the war againft Sfain, in order 
to vindicate and fecure the trade and com- 
merce of my fubje^. By their advice 
alfo, and in conformity to my engagements^ 
I undertook the fupport. of the emprefi 
queen of Hungary, and of the juft rights of 
the houfe of Auftria* In refentment of thif 
condud, fo neceffiuy for tl^e ioterefts of 
my own kingdoms and of the ancient alliea 
of my crown, France not only declared war 
againft me» but fomented and fupported aa 
unnatural rebellion within this kingdom. 
In carrying on this juft and neceflary war, I 
have found the moft chearful and vigordUi 
fupport from my Parliament ; and though 
the fuccefs has not been anfwerable to our 
wifkes, and juft expectations, in the Low 
Countries} yet it muft be allowed^ to the 
honour of .this nation, that no part of the 
misfortunes can be imputed to us. 

Thefignal fucceiTeSy which it has pleafed 
God to grant us at fea, have made the 
enemy feel the weight of our naval ftrengthy 
to their great lofs, and the real and folid 
advantage of this nation. This has ap- 
peared moft remarkably in the operations of 
my fleet this laft year; which have tended 
no lefs to the honour of the Britifi flag, 
than to the reduftion of the maritime force 
and commerce of Prance, The government 
of the United Provinces has, once more^ 
refumed that confiftency, which will give 
great ftrength to the common caufe \ ce- 
ment more firmly the friendihip between 
this kingdom and that republic; and be 
a lafting fecurity to our infeparable inte- 
refts. One great effedt of this happy alte- 
ration in Holland has already appeared, ia 
the vigorous declaration lately made by the 
States Gene^l to the court or France \ and 
the orders given by them, for committing 
hoftilities every where againft the French 
king and his fubjedls. 

<< Some overtures for a general pacifica- 
tion have lately been made to me, on the part 
of France ; and though fome of the terms 
propofed were fuch as could not be approved^ 
yet as I have had, no other aim, but to 
brin^ about a fafe and honourable peace, I 
have (hewn the utmoft inclination to faci- 
litate it, in conjunction with my allies ; 
and a congrefs is actually agreed to be held 
at Alx la Chapelle, whither the feveral mi- 
nifters will foon repair. I hope all the 
powers concerned will bring with them the 
fame difpofitions to effectuate this great 
work, on juft and reafonable conditionSs 
which I fincercly havet

Sept, 2X. The fair annually held this 
day at Guildford, Surr^, called Catherine'' 
bill fair, was laid afide for this year, as fe- 
veral others bad been, on account of the 
dtftemper among the homed cattle^ and the 
weekly markets for cattle were prohibited 
till the zft of Novemher next.
